To the Members of the British Columbia Board of Trade: 


GENTLEMEN,—Following the annual custom, adopted by re- 
tiring officers during the past twenty-one years, it is our privilege 
to submit for your consideration a brief review of the conditions 
and leading commercial events of the Province, and in order 
that you may readily judge the progress made during the past 
twelve months, it is proposed to deal with the various subjects 
in the order with which you are familiar. 


Mining. Lode mining is still in the initial stage of 
development, for it will be remembered that the 


output of such mines in 1894 was only three quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars. During the twelve months ending 31st December, 
1900, the output was a little over ten million dollars, an increase 
of nearly 507 compared with production during the previous year. 
The number of shipping mines increased to gg, but the increased 
output resulted principally from augmented shipments from the 
older mines, and furnishes evidence of the permanence of the 
ore bodies. 
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Trail Greek. In the Trail Creek division two mines shipped 
200,609 tons of ore during 1900 and the shipments 
from seven others aggregated 17,017 tons additional. Exten- 
sive development works proceeded on many other properties. 
On one of them 113 men were constantly employed, although 
there were no shipments of ore. From the number of certifi- 
cates of work issued in 1900, it appears that there are 520 claims 
for which it is desired to obtain Crown grants. Shipments from 
Trail Creek have greatly increased lately and during the first 
six months of this year are about equal to those made in the 
twelve months of 1900. The ore produced by these mines con- 
tains gold, silver and copper, which is extracted by smelting. 


Boundary Greek. The country to the west of Trail Creek, em- 
bracing Grand Forks and Kettle River, is known 
as the Boundary Creek District. The ores are ‘‘ copper-gold ” 


somewhat similar to that mentioned; though richer in copper 
and lower in gold so far as discovered. For this reason and in 
consequence of the cost of transportation to smelters the mines 
only recently commenced shipping. During 1900 the shipments 
totaled 97,000 tons. Between ist January and 30th April this 
year Over 100,000 tons were shipped. The underground explor- 
ations in this division exceed twelve miles and the successful 
operation of the shipping mines, based on smelter returns, have 
stimulated increased activity in development works. 


Nelson. In the Nelson division there has been a marked 

Te improvement in development work, although not 
much change in output. Additional stamp-mills have been 
recently installed and larger returns may be looked for. The 
future of Nelson is very promising, for only a few of the proper- 
ties being worked have marketed their product. Work was 
done on over 1700 mines and claims. 


Slocan. There are 4o shipping mines in the Slocan divi- 
sion. The output in 1900 was 35,000 tons and 

the shipments this year to the middle of May exceed 10,000 tons. 
The mines of this division, producing silver and lead principally, 
have been dependent on the United States for a market. The 
ore is mostly high grade, still, in consequence of the fluctuations 
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in the price of the metals it contains, there have been times 
when some of it would barely return a profit after paying United 
States duty and transportation to.the far distant smelters. It 
has become apparent, as a means to establish silver-lead mining 
on a proper basis, that refineries must be established in Canada 
and the Dominion Government has agreed to bonus the manu- 
facture of pig-lead from Canadian lead ore in Canadian territory 
as follows :—$5 per ton for every ton of refined lead produced 
during 1902, $4 per ton during 1903, $3 per ton during 1904, 
$2 per ton during 1905 and $1 per ton during 1906. This bonus 
is considered a sufficient inducement to encourage the home 
manufacture of pig lead, instead of exporting the crude ore, as 
is now done, and the Dominion Government may be congratu- 
lated upon the wisdom of granting the petition of the mine 
owners at the proper time. The richness of the Slocan division 
is proved beyond question and with the establishment of lead 
refineries its possibilities, so far as can be seen, are practically 
unlimited. 


Lardeau and In the Lardeau and Trout Lake division there 

Trout Lake. are many important discoveries under develop- 

~~ ment. The ores contain silver-lead with gold, and 
there is also free milling gold quartz. There was considerable 
excitement lately in consequence of a ‘‘strike” of free milling 
ore on Incommappleux river. Incommappleux river is reached 
by steamer from Arrowhead, distant about 7 miles. 


East Kootenay. Fort Steele mining division, in East Kootenay, 
"has shown marked improvement in output, the 
value was $2,210,151 in 1900, as against $64,393 in 1899. 
Three mines contributed largely—due to recent railway con- 
struction, a fact which it is desired to emphasize. One of these 
mines shipped 16,000 tons of ore averaging 50 to 557 lead and 
20 to 25 ozs. silver. In the Fort Steele division 105 properties 
are held under Crown grants or certificates of improvement. 
Work was certified to have been done on 704 others and 470 
new locations were recorded in 1goo. 


In the Golden and Windermere divisions there was an 
increase of output but the total is not important. One of the 
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mines on Toby creek, Windermere, shipped 500 tons of ore 
averaging 50% lead and 50 ozs. silver at a cost of $7.85 for 
transportation between the shaft mouth and steamer on Colum- 
bia river, distant only 17 miles. 


Cariboo. In Cariboo mining operations are entirely dif- 

"ferent to those reviewed. Although bodies of rich 
copper-gold and silver-lead ores have been located, lack of proper 
communication is retarding development and the search for 
similar deposits is deferred. Placer mining on the creeks con- 
tinues but the output of such gold is not large. Large sums of 
money have been invested in installing hydraulic plants, which 
are now just beginning to be productive. - Shafts have been 
sunk in the dry beds of former rivers and tunnelling is being 
continued with encouraging results. The output of gold in 
1900 from the hydraulic operations and dry diggings was equal 
to the combined output of the previous two years. 


Omineca. Omineca mining division, adjoining Cariboo on 

the north, is more difficult to reach, and many min- 
eral claims which would be considered rich if provided with 
easy communications remain undeveloped. Some placer claims 
are being worked and hydraulic plants have lately been installed. 
It is expected that they are in operation this season. 


Atlin. Experience has shown that the gold-bearing 
grounds of Atlin can be more advantageously 


worked by hydraulicing than by the usual placer process of 
saving the gold. The plants installed by several companies in 
1g00 arrived too late to be of much benefit to their owners last 
season, but the work done in locating pay gravel will permit 
good work being done this year. Latest advices report six 
hydraulic plants in operation and others nearly ready to com- 
mence. At the close of 1900 there were 182 hydraulic leases in 
force. It is too early to forecast the result. Royalty was paid 
on 11,490 ozs. of gold product in Atlin during 1900, but pro- 
bably does not represent the total output. Atlin has an advan- 
tage of being more accessible than the adjoining country to the 
south and during the summer can be reached by train and 
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steamer within 24 hours of leaving the ocean steamships. The 
cost of living is moderate. There has been considerable pros- 
pecting for quartz, and some properties under development are 
producing satisfactory results. Samples of quartz have been 
found showing free gold to the naked eye. A mill test of 
274 tons of ore from one of the properties yielded $8 per ton. 
Quartz mining does not usually receive so much attention in a 
country like Atlin so rich in gold-bearing gravel deposits. With 
this knowledge and when considering how very recently the 
discoveries were made it is possible to more duly appreciate the 
progress made. 


Bennett. The Bennett division, and all the country be- 

"tween Atlin and the territory in dispute on the sea- 
board, is mineralized and is receiving the attention of prospect- 
ors. Some quartz claims are being developed, but frequent 
rushes of the miners to creeks with gold bearing beds is inter- 
fering with systematic or extensive operations. 


Stikine, Liard The Cassiar Central Railway Co. has done 
oR ee considerable prospecting since date of incorpora- 
~™ ‘tion in 1897, and last year installed a complete 
hydraulic plant on Thibert creek, in the Cassiar division, where 
a gold-bearing gravel deposit 200 feet in width, 60 feet high and 
10,500 feet in length is located. The gravel is said to yield 50 
cents per cubic yard. It was expected that hydraulicing would 
commence last month. Copper properties are also being opened 
up. The Company is confident that these claims are in one of 
the most promising mineral belts in British Columbia. Pro- 
specting and development works by individuals and other com- 
panies are progressing, but shipments of ore have not 
commenced. 


Lack of better means of communication is the great draw- 
back which is retarding extensive development of many loca- 
tions in the Skeena river division. A railway from Kitamaat 
into the interior would give a great impetus to mining develop- 
ment in that vicinity which no doubt is highly mineralized. 
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Mainland, Coast All along the coast of the mainland to the south 
nae aValaaand eastward to adjoin the country covered in the 

~ foregoing remarks there are many properties being 
developed and some are shipping ore. It is beyond the scope of 
this review, however, to do more than mention the fact. 


Texada. Of the smaller islands Texada takes the lead 

TRL Mea eats mining. The output of one company’s proper- 
ties in 1900 exceeded 7000 tons. There was in addition a con- 
siderable amount of work done on a great number of mineral 
claims and in many places fine bodies of ore have been found. 
There was recorded 36 new claims. The ores contain copper, 
silver and gold. These developments are building up two small 
but prosperous towns and the latest reports from the island 
indicate unusual activity in mining works. 


Vancouver On the west coast of Vancouver Island the 
Island. development work in progress is very encouraging. 


On one of the properties situated on Alberni 
canal there is already completed over one thousand feet of shafts 
and tunnels. The ore in sight exceeds 100,000 tons, more than 
half being good grade. This good grade ore, if treated at the 
Puget Sound smelters, would return a profit of $9.60 per ton. 
If matted near the mine in sufficient quantities thé profit, on the 
basis of present prices, would be increased 507%. On another 
property over 3,000 feet of development work has been accom- 
plished. There was an average of 20 men employed all last 
year. There are several other properties being developed. One 
of them is connected by an aerial double rope tramway, with 
bunkers on deep sea water, distant from the mine only 2,200 
feet. A shipment of ore from this property, after paying all 
charges, returned a profit of about $14 perton. Theoresin the 
vicinity of Alberni canal are principally copper, silver and gold, 
but free milling gold quartz is also under development. On 
Barclay Sound and the numerous inlets to the north, ore bodies 
have been located, but development is not so far advanced as in 
the eastern mining divisions and Alberni, although, so far as can 
be seen, they are equally rich in minerals. Gold-bearing sands 
occur at various places and at Wreck bay have recently received 
attention. The output in a few months of 1900 was about 700 
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ounces valued at $10,639. Additional gold saving machines are 
being operated this year and larger returns may be looked for. 
On the south of Vancouver Island and near Victoria to the north 
there are several properties being worked. On the 18th May 
some members of the Board visited the Lenora and Tyee pro- 
perties, on Mount Sicker. Some of the party left the train at 
Duncans and the others went on to the next Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway station, Westholme, from whence the mines 
were reached by waggon roads, 9 and 7 miles respectively. The 
ore is taken from the Lenora mine through tunnels and up to 
23rd March 11,867 tons had returned $175,831.42 as per smelter 
returns. Between that date and date of the visit about 2,500 
tons additional had been shipped, said to be similar in value. 
There was besides a quantity of ore probably equal to that 
shipped, which will pay to concentrate or ship to a smelter if 
erected near the mine. The Company has constructed and 
operates a railway to connect at Westholme with the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway. The ore being smelted on Puget Sound 
requires too frequent handling and it is intended to continue the 
mine railway to some suitable point on the coast, where it is con- 
templated to erect a smelter. <A great saving in transportation 
charges would then be effected. Improvements on the Tyee 
mine have cost about $100,000. The shaft is sunk 200 feet on 
an extension of the Lenora ore bodies and only 125 feet from 
the Lenora boundary. The company do not intend to ship ore 
until the various bodies are blocked out and there is a consider- 
able tonnage in sight. The equipment consists of two 50 h.p. 
boilers, air compressor and the usual gear found in a mine 
worked under intelligent management. From the developments 
now being undertaken on Mount Sicker and vicinity it is pro- 
bable that important mines will result. Mining can be con- 
ducted at a comparatively low cost and the ore is neara railway 
and deep sea water. The mines visited are situated about 1,400 
feet above sea level and it was very refreshing after a tedious 
up-hill drive to have the little hive of industry suddenly come 
into view. The Lenora mine was specially inviting. The saw 
mill, general mine buildings and numerous small dwellings 
created a favourable impression. A hotel was nearly completed, 
and a school will soon be opened. These facts although not 
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important in themselves are useful in estimating the value of the 
mining industry throughout British Columbia, for similar con- 
ditions obtain in all the camps where systematic work is being 
done. 


At a risk of becoming tiresome the principal mining divi- 
sions have been reviewed singly, although the net result of the 
mineral output could have been conveyed in a few words. For 
instance; output in 1899, $6,751,604; output in 1900, $10,069,757. 
From such figures, however, no estimate could be formed of the 
vast area which is mineralized. It will be further observed that 
these minerals are widely and evenly distributed, no portion of 
the Province having much advantage in this respect. Changes 
in the output occur from other causes; such as increased output 
in East Kootenay, due to railway construction, and increased 
output in the Boundary country, due to the operation of smelters 
there. It will be remembered that lode mining started near the 
navigable lake waters of Kootenay, and it will be found that 
development is principally in the country which has been opened 
up by railways. Seventeen mines operated by incorporated 
companies have already paid dividends. The returns of pro- 
perties worked by individuals are not made public. The facts 
afford gratification for what has been accomplished and warrant 
a renewal of the expectations that British Columbia will some 
day rank amongst the mineral producing countries of the world. 
The openings in British Columbia for such investments are 
practically unlimited and varied to an extent seldom met with. 
The mining laws are liberal. Any person can stake a claim 
1,500 feet by 1,500 feet, about 50 acres, and hold it by improv- 
ing to the value of only $100 per annum. After five such annual 
improvements, the survey being reckoned an improvement worth 
$100, a Crown grant can be obtained. 


Coal and Coke. The output of coal from the Vancouver Island 

collieries was 1,383,374 tons during 1900, and 
exceeded any previous year. About half of this quantity was 
exported to California. Other shipments were made to Alaska 
and elsewhere. The consumption of Vancouver Island coal in 
California is increasing yearly while, Welsh, English and Aus- 
tralian coals are in less;demand. This coal is also used by the 
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United States navy in preference to that mined in that territory. 
No better evidence could be produced in favour of Vancouver 
Island coal. The output of coke is also increasing. It finds a 
ready sale in California, where it comes in competition with coke 
from England. Several members of the Board visited the 
mines in the fall of 1900. Employment is given to 3,700 
hands. The average earnings of the miners is. $3 to $4 
per day and there was evidence of prosperity generally. 
All the coke ovens were not working, but the demands were 
being met. The output of both coal and coke can be further 
increased as the various markets may warrant. 


The output of the Crow’s Nest Pass collieries was slightly 
under 200,000 tons and nearly half was used in making coke. 
As soon as markets are extended the output will be increased, 
for the quality of the coke and coal is excellent and there is 
practically no limit to the supply. These mines give employ- 
ment to 395 hands and the average earnings of the miners was 


$3 per day. 


Coal has been located in many other parts of British Co- 
lumbia, notably on Vancouver, Queen Charlotte and some 
smaller islands, in the northern portions of the mainland and in 
the Yale district. It is not probable that very extensive devel- 
opments will take place immediately, but as the fuel supply 
diminishes in more populous parts of the world the coal fields of 
British Columbia will be operated and as a natural resource may 
now be accepted as an asset of great value. 


Other Minerals. Iron has been located in many places but so far 
manera aihas been mostly used as a flux. The home 
market for iron is limited and that to the south is protected by 
a tariff. It is expected, however, that the high grade of the 
iron ore will induce capitalists to work the British Columbia 
deposits in the near future. 


Other minerals waiting development are, gypsum, mica, 
plumbago, quicksilver and asbestos. Of excellent building stone 
there is a choice favourably situated for handling, and asphaltum 
has been located on Queen Charlotte island. 
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Much of the foregoing information has been culled from the 
very excellent report just issued by the Honourable the Minister 
of Mines. Space in this review forbids anything like a descrip- 
tion which will do the mineral resources of British Columbia 
justice, and it is requested that those wishing additional informa- 
tion will obtain a copy of the Honourable Minister’s report. 


Smelters. The smelting industry has been augmented by 
the successful operation of plants at Granby and 
at Greenwood, both in the Boundary country. The Granby 
smelter was ‘‘blown in” last August and to 3oth April this 
year had treated 136,443 tons of ore. The Greenwood plant, 
between 18th February and 30th April last, that is inten weeks, 
treated 24,857 tons of ore. The Trail smelter has a total capa- 
city of 1,000 tons per day. The Hall Mines smelter, at Nelson, 
can treat 300 tons of ore daily. These two last mentioned can 
treat both copper-gold and silver-lead ores. The Pilot Bay 
smelter can handle silver-lead ores only. The smelter plant at 
Texada island has been added to and the capacity is now 125 
tons daily. The establishment of additional smelter plants may 
be looked for very soon, the development of mines on the main- 
land coast and islands rendering them a necessity. The bounty 
offered by the Dominion Government will doubtless result in the 
operation of lead refineries. The Board’s Committee on Mines 
has made enquiries regarding state owned smelting works in 
other countries, but reported adversely upon adopting similar 
measures here, being of opinion that such a course would inter- 
fere with private enterprise. 


Salmon Fishing. The salmon pack of 585,413 cases in 1900, was 

less than expected. The Fraser river pack was 
below the average and is partly accounted for by a ‘‘ strike”’ of 
the fishermen and consequent loss of the month of July pack. 
The fish, also, did not ‘‘run” up to expectation. There was 
a better ‘‘run” on the Skeena river and the pack there was larger 
than in previous years. .

The Fraser river fisheries are seriously effected by the 
numerous traps operated in contiguous United States waters. 
On this side of the boundary line traps are not allowed and fish- 
ing is regulated by a weekly close season of 36 hours, and the 
length of the nets used, which gives the fish a better chance to 
get to their spawning grounds. On.the United States side trap 
fishing continues all the year round, and under present methods 
which intercept the fish reaching the Fraser, threatens to ulti- 
mately ruin the industry onthatriver. In1897 a Joint Fisheries 
Commission was appointed by the Government of Canada and 
the United States, and it is much regretted that the recommen- 
dations in regard to a common close fishing season in British 
Columbia and waters contiguous thereto have not been acted 
upon by the United States authorities. The desire in Canada is 
to conduct the fisheries in the best interests of the whole Domin- 
ion. On the United States side by neglecting to adopt ordinary 
precautions for the conservation of the industry and taking 
steps for the propagation of salmon it is in a large measure left 
to the mercy of the few who happen to have invested in can- 
neries and traps. 


Canada is undoubtedly master of the situation; for by the 
establishment of traps on the south of Vancouver Island the fish 
can be intercepted on entering the Strait de Fuca. Our neigh- 
bours would then suffer acutely and would doubtless make 
prompt overtures for international regulations for the perpetua- 
tion of the fisheries which would be advantageous to all 
concerned. The State of Washington authorities have offered 
to assist in the establishment of additional fish hatcheries on 
the Fraser river. Before the privilege is conceded our neigh- 
bours should be required to observe the weekly close time and 
other regulations similar to those in force in this Province. At 
the recent session of the Legislature there was enacted provi- 
sions for local control of some of the British Columbia fisheries 
now under the authority of the Dominion Government. It is 
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improbable that they will become law until some questions have 
been decided by the Courts. 


It has been shown from annual returns. that the Dominion 
Government has received much larger revenue from British 
Columbia fisheries than has been expended upon them. In the 
twelve months ending 30th June, 1899, such revenue exceeded 
the expenditure by $33,606.14. Whichever government may 
exercise future control of the salmon fisheries of British Columbia 
it is to be hoped more will be done towards conservation of the 
industry. 


Deep Sea The deep sea fisheries are not developed to 

Prehariog: correspond with the abundance of excellent food 

™ fish offering. The local market is limited and the 
United States is protected by a tariff which makes it unprofit- 
able. 


Attention is directed to the halibut fishing in Hecate Strait 
in United States vessels. Jt is reported that the operators 
encroach upon Canadian waters. That in consequence of the 
plentiful supply of fish only the finest are selected and the re- 
mainder thrown into the sea again when dead. The fishing 
banks must necessarily suffer in consequence and no time should 
be lost in affording due protection. 


Sealing. The sealing catch in 1900 was 35,548 skins, 
about equally divided between the coast and 

Behring Sea catches. There were 37 schoonersemployed. The 
sealing schooner owners have since amalgamated and this year’s 


operations are controlled by an incorporated company. This 
industry is very jealously watched from the United States, and 
when the Joint Commission met at Quebec and Washington in 
1899, one of the points for agreement was its purchase and the 
prohibition of future sealing by British Columbians. That Com- 
mission failing to agree on some other question the sealing pro- 
posals were also dropped. Itis probable, however, that another 
Joint Commission will be appointed at an early date and that the 
sealing industry will again receive attention. This is very 
important to the City of Victoria, which is the home port of the 
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schooners. The loss of say half a million dollars circulated in 
the city every year in wages, stores, repairs to schooners, etc., 
would be serious, and this Board should carefully watch any 
future proceedings in this connection and urge that the City of 
Victoria receive guzd pro quo before a settlement of the sealing 
question is consummated. 


Lumber. The lumber cut during 1900 shows a good 
increase compared with former years, as will be 
seen from the following table:

Foreign demand was good and prices were maintained, lately 
the mills have not been so busy although freights are lower. The 
annual cut of lumber is scarcely appreciable when the immense 
forest wealth of British Columbia is considered. This timber 
furnished another natural resource, the approximate value of 
which it would be difficult to estimate and the value will increase 
with the depletion of the forests in more populous countries. 
Care must be exercised in keeping it intact as far as possible. 
The ravages of fire are serious, and are known to have been 
started in some cases by mining prospectors with the object of 
rendering their operations less laborious. There has been no 
attempt made in reforestration or diversification. Such meas- 
ures would augment and perpetuate one of the chief natural 
resources of British Columbia. 


Shipbuilding. The lumber trade is suffering from discrimina- 
See “tion in freights, 1s. 3d. to 2s. 6d. per thousand 
feet, compared with Puget Sound ports. This discrimination 
could be overcome by building the necessary vessels in British 
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Columbia. The vessels being owned here the freights instead 
of, as now, being paid to foreign owners would be circulated in 
Canada. The men employed in the shipbuilding and as mariners 
would become a wage-earning and money circulating medium 
and their families would settle in the Province. The benefits to 
be derived, directly and indirectly, would be substantial. 


It is not easy if at all possible to obtain capital for such an 
enterprise under present conditions, hence the necessity for 
Dominion Government aid. Vessels of 600 to 1000 tons would 
suit the trade and a bonus of say $10 per ton for vessels of 450 
tons and upwards built in British Columbia of either iron, steel, 
or wood, would be sufficient inducement during the first five 
years, afterwards the bonus could be reduced. The main object 
is to get it started on a firm footing. 


Agriculture. It is desirable that more attention should be 

ie eae pe given to agriculture and stock raising in British 
Columbia. It is too often the case that in speaking of the 
natural resources in minerals, timber and fish that the possibili- 
ties of development in agriculture and stock raising are not duly 
considered. Taken as a whole the country is best adapted for 
small mixed farms, but in parts there are large tracts suitable 
for cattle raising. 


The crops of hay, roots and grain last year were good. 
The importations of United States flour have almost ceased and 
the output of the local mills is increasing yearly. Remunera- 
tive prices were realized for all agricultural products and there 
are no stocks. 


The fruit crops also were good. There is much land in the 
Province suitable for fruit growing; sheltered valleys with good 
soil. Local grown fruit is preferred to that imported. After 
supplying local demands the surplus is shipped to Eastern 
Canada as far as Winnipeg. Good prices are always obtained. 


The season is late this year, but crop prospects are good. 


The following on agricultural development has been taken 
from the advance pages of the British Columbia Year Book : 
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‘*In a general way, agriculture is ina much healthier condi- 
tion than at the time of the issue of the Year Book of 1897. At 
that time it was truly stated that the farmer had struck rock 
bottom. At the present time improved methods of soil cultiva- 
tion are in use to a greater or less extent in all districts, and 
‘‘farming’”’ is gradually taking the place of the old plan of 
‘‘cropping the land,” without any attention to rotation or 
return to the soil of plant food. A notable feature of the new 
order of things is the demand for improved and pure-bred stock. 
In this connection the Dairymen’s Association are doing excel- 
lent work, with the assistance of the Dominion Live Stock Com- 
missioner, and auction sales of pure-bred animals, chiefly Short- 
horns, have been successfully held in various parts of the 
Province. The number of creameries in operation has been 
doubled, and the older established ones have largely increased 
their output. The butter made fetches a higher price than the 
best imported article, owing to its superior quality and freshness. 


‘*Fruit-growing in the Okanagan District has proven success- 
ful beyond the best hopes of its progenitors, and in the course of 
a few years is certain to become a leading item of production. 
At the present time orchard extension is retarded by the want of 
enterprise of many of the holders of large areas of the land most 
suited for the purpose. Sub-division of the land is bound to 
come in the near future, and prosperous orchards and gardens 
will diversify the face of the country and take the place of wheat 
fields, displacing a crop of which the land has grown tired by 
constant repetition. In the Fraser Valley fruit-growing has 
suffered a set-back of recent years, from the prevalence of 
fungous diseases affecting trees and fruit; still many valuable 
varieties have demonstrated resistant powers against attack, 
and the problem is really one of adaptability. The grading and 
packing of fruit sent to market now compares favorably in most 
cases with that of California and Oregon, and has ceased to be 
a reproach to the growers. 


‘‘ The cost of clearing land has been materially reduced by 
the use of powder for blasting stumps, and improved stumping 
machinery, and the addition to the acreage under cultivation in 
timbered districts is large intheaggregate. Irrigation problems 
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in the arid districts form the question of the day, and there are 
excellent opportunities for the investment of capital in bringing 
water from a distance in sufficient quantity to irrigate large 
bodies of excellent soil, only requiring water privileges to bring 


about their cultivation in valuable crops, such as fruit, hops and. 


tobacco. 


‘¢ At no time in the history of the Province has the outlook 
been so promising for agricultural interests generally as now. 
Assured markets and profitable prices for produce, owing to the 
ever-increasing demand, and the reduction of the cost of produc- 
tion, have brought about this satisfactory state of affairs.” 


From a report furnished by Mr. Hadwen, Secretary of the 
Dairymen’s Association, the following extract is made: 


‘‘ The three pioneer creameries of the Province, the Delta, 
Cowichan and Eden Bank (Chilliwack), were established in 
1894-5, and have steadily increased their output year by year. 
This output being respectively last year: Chilliwack 107,615 lbs.; 
Delta 75,000 Ibs.; and Cowichan 71,000 lbs. The Westminster 
turned out 80,000 lbs., and other creameries have been started 
in Sumas, Mission, Salt Spring, and lastly at Victoria, with a 
modern plant of large capacity.” 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the 
Honourable J. D. Prentice, Provincial Secretary : 


‘The work of immigration is one regarding which opinions 
may fairly be divided as to the best methods of carrying it on. 
In a sense every department of the Government is an immigra- 
tion department, and influences the augmentation of population 
so far as the outside world is concerned. Ina Province like 
British Columbia there are such diverse interests—so many 
fields of occupation and industry—that an immigration policy 
must of necessity be many sided. 


‘¢ The present Government, upon assuming office, recognized 
that the methods of the Immigration Department required care- 
ful consideration, and as time and occasion would permit have 
endeavoured to develop a policy on more permanent and definite 
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lines. What methods should be adopted are in a measure indi- 
cated by the nature of enquiries received respecting the Province 
as a whole not only through the Immigration Office but by all 
departments, including the office of the Agent General, London, 
England. Three things were apparent for effectiveness of effort: 
First, improved facilities for acquiring accurate information 
respecting the various conditions, resources and industries of 
the Province. This suggested the organization of a Bureau of 
Information, provision for which had previously been made by 
statute. The work of a bureau of statistics or information and 
that of an immigration office are so closely allied that several 
months prior to the death of the late John Jessop, Iminigration 
Agent, who requested to be retired, it was decided as soon as 
his superannuation took effect, to amalgamate the two offices. 
This arrangement was carried out upon Mr. Jessop’s death. 
The first tangible work of the Bureau will be the publication in 
a revised form of the British Columbia Year Book, now in press, 
after which publication of information in this and bulletin form 
will take place regularly. These publications will be supplied 
to enquirers and to all outside agencies of the Province. The. 
information will be detailed and practical rather than general in 
its character. Of course, there are other features of the office at 
present in course of organization, but the foregoing is of prin- 
cipal interest. 


‘Second, it was very evident that the office of the Agent 
General, if it was to serve its highest usefulness, required to be 
reorganized on a more comprehensive basis. It must really be 
a head office of information and immigration for the Province on 
the Continent and to some extent for the outside world. It was 
felt that the Province must either give up any effort of the kind 
or carry on the work in a much more effective way. The latter, 
as is now well known, was decided upon. The details as well 
as the general administration of the office will, of course, rest 
in the hands of the new incumbent, but in a general way it is 
proposed that the office shall furnish in concrete form, as far as 
that is possible, all the information there is available—maps, 
reports, literature, photographs, etc., etc., together with actual 
exhibits of products of the Pacific Coast in raw and manufac- 
tured form. 
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‘‘ Third, revision of methods in regard to settlement were 
necessary. More definite areas of available land and exact loca- 
tions were desirable; conditions of settlement had to be con- 
sidered as well as many other things in order to make immigra- 
tion efforts successful. As indicated at the outset, the require- 
ments of a policy were suggested by experience of settlers them- 
selves and by the nature of enquiries received. This is by far 
the most important aspect of the immigration question, at least, 
the most difficult to deal with, and has had the earnest consider- 
ation of the Government. It involves a number of matters— 
methods of clearing land, a system of surveys, lines of com- 
munication, colonization companies, private as well as public 
lands available for settlement adjacent to existing markets, etc., 
etc. While I am not in a position at present to announce how 
the Government will deal with all the practical problems pre- 
sented, I may state that they are not being in any sense over- 
looked. How best to turn to account all our resources of 
timber, minerals, fisheries and land and at the same time utilize 
these to the fullest extent in the support of a large, prosperous 
and contented population is not by any means an easy conclu- 
sion to arrive at. Mistakes, as the result of too much haste, 
are easy to make and hard to remedy. 


‘* Many of the remarks made last year in a similar statement 
for the Board of Trade report are applicable to this. Enquiries 
for farm lands are on the increase, many of them from the North- 
west and from the Western and Pacific States of the United 
States. One difficulty in dealing with these is the lack of suit- 
able Crown lands within easy reach of markets. It is hard to 
explain to such persons who are used to the wide expanse of 
farm lands in other parts of the continent, the peculiar conditions 
which exist in British Columbia, which would render, in many 
instances, the acquirement of improved, or partly improved, 
lands more desirable. A good deal of attention has been attracted 
to the Okanagan valleys, while numerous enquiries are made 
respecting the coast of Vancouver Island and the Mainland.” 


Education. British Columbia affords excellent educational 
opportunities, the schools being free and unde- 
nominational. In 1900 there were 1,246 common, 48 graded, 
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and 4 high schools, under the supervision of trustees elected by 
the ratepayers, at a cost to the Provincial Government of 
$284,909.10. New school districts can be created by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council as soon as there are fifteen children 
between six and sixteen years of age within the limits prescribed. 
For outlying agricultural districts and mining camps this 
arrangement is very advantageous. 


Pulp and Paper. For some years past the Board of Trade report 
“has contained reference to the pulp industry, urg- 
ing the desirability of capital undertaking the manufacture of 
pulp in this Province. Matters have recently taken practical 
form and although work has not yet actually begun, all prelim- 
inaries have been arranged in connection with its establishment. 
At the recent session of the Provincial Legislature an Act was 
passed authorizing the Government to enter into agreements 
with pulp companies on favourable terms, both as regards areas 
of land and royalties, and to reserve areas out of which selec- 
tions of pulp lands might be made. Under the provisions of this 
Act arrangements have been made with the Industrial Power 
Co., of Nelson, B. C., and the Pacific Coast Power Co., of Vic- 
toria, B. C. These companies have acquired several large 
water-powers, and in addition to timber already secured, re- 
serves for their purposes have been placed on a number of 
timber areas by the Government. From careful investigation 
of the subject it has been found that there are practically inex- 
haustible areas of pulp woods in the Province in spruce, hem- 
lock, Douglas fir and cotton-wood. It has also been definitely 
ascertained that a very large market exists in British Columbia, 
the Pacific coast generally, the Orient, and Australia, for paper, 
and particularly in Japan for pulp. The natural advantages 
possessed by British Columbia together with favourable condi- 
tions for carrying on the industry will place British Columbia 
manufacturers in a very superior position to command the 
greater part of this trade in pulp, and news and wrapping 
papers. 


Railways. The following railways have been constructed 
during the past twelve months by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Between Vancouver and North Arm of the 
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Fraser river, six miles. The Arrow Lake and Kootenay Railway, 
between Lardo and Trout lake, has been extended ten miles, and 
construction of the remaining portion, about twenty-six miles, is 
proceeding, a subsidy having been granted by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. The Proctor extension of the British Columbia South- 
ern, twenty-one miles, is completed. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way is operating one hundred and fourteen miles of new line of 
the Columbia and Western branch of its system, as follows: Rob- 
son to Midway, ninety-eight miles ; Phoenix branch, ten miles ; 
Mother Lode, six miles, and about five miles of spur lines to 
various mines branching therefrom. These lines are all standard 


gauge. 


The construction of the Crows Nest Pass Southern Rail- 
way will be undertaken immediately. This line will connect 
the collieries with the Great Northern system at Jennings, dist- 
ance about 60 miles. It will form an important connection for 
the collieries and a Jargely increased output of coal will 
follow. 


The Great Northern Railway is being continued from 
Marcus to Republic, both in the State of Washington, via 
Cascade and Carson, in British Columbia. The distance is 150 
miles, but only about 12 miles is within this Province. Neither 
of these railways will receive subsidies. 


The City of Victoria has voted assistance towards a ‘ferry 
service between the terminus of the Victoria and Sydney Rail- 
way and the mainland, near Point Roberts, from whence a rail- 
way will have to be constructed to Chilliwack, through an 
agricultural country, south of the Fraser river. This line will 
connect with the Great Northern system and the cars of that 
railway will be brought to Victoria. Acharter for the mainland 
railway has been obtained and the railway must be constructed 
and the ferry established within a few months otherwise the 
assistance will not be given. 


In May last an Act was passed by the Provincial Legisla- 
ture providing subsidies of $4,000 per mile for 945 miles of rail- 
way. There are five lines mentioned in the Act: 
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1. Fora railway from the coast in the neighbourhood of 
English Bluff, near Point Roberts, via Chilliwack and Hope to 
Midway, Boundary Creek District, approximately three hundred 
and thirty miles. 


2. Fora railway from the present terminus of the Esqui- 
malt and Nanaimo Railway to the northern end of Vancouver 
island, approximately two hundred and forty miles. 


3. Fora railway from Rock Creek to Vernon to connect 
with the Shuswap and Okanagan Railway, approximately one 
hundred and twenty-five miles. 


4. Forarailway from the Coast, at Kitamaat, to Hazel- 
ton, approximately one hundred miles. 


5. For a railway from Fort Steele to Golden, approxi- 
mately one hundred and fifty miles. 


The companies receiving these subsidies must agree: 


(a) To pay to the Provincial Government 2% per annum for 
five years and 37/, per annum thereafter of the gross earnings of 
the railways. 


(b) To give the Provincial Government absolute control of 
freight and passenger rates. 


(c) To allow the Provincial Government to acquire the rail- 
ways at any time at a valuation to be determined by arbitration. 


It is further provided that any company claiming a subsidy 
under the Act must commence work on the railway on or before 
Ist July, 1902, and prosecute it diligently to the satisfaction of 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council. 


The objects and importance of these railways it is not neces- 
sary to dwell upon. They are too well known to require 
recapitulation. The Provincial Government having recognized 
them is sufficient. What is now looked for is a commencement 
and assurance that the works will be completed without delay. 
The session of the Legislature having closed without anything 
definite being known has exercised a very prejudicial influence 
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throughout the Province, the effects of which will be felt through- 
out Canada. Capital for the development of great natural re- 
sources is withheld, not from any doubts as to returns from such 
investments, but simply on account of the uncertainty as to 
when they can be realized. The situation is serious and it will 
redound to the credit of those responsible if it is rightly gauged 
and treated accordingly. Reference may be made to the agita- 
tion for a line from the Coast to Kootenay which shall be inde- 
pendent of the Canadian Pacific Railway. The agitation should 
not be taken as undue antagonism to that Company, but to the 
knowledge of the beneficial effects which are remarkable 
wherever railway competition exists. Government control of 
freight and passenger rates is right and proper, but there can 
be no mistaking the public demand for railway competition 
between the Coast and Kootenay. 


During the last two years the Dominion Government has 
granted railway subsidies amounting to about $7,000,000, of 
which British Columbia was voted $192,000. During 1899 the 
Province contributed to the Dominion treasury $3,208,788, the 
expenditure by the Dominion in British Columbia being $1,334, - 
618 during the same year. The Provincial per capita contribu- 
tion was $25.67 against a per capita contribution for all Canada 
of only $8.93. Between the year 1872 and 30th ultimo the 
Dominion Government will have received from British Columbia 
$42,375,349 and expended in the Province during that time 
$28,968,091, leaving a balance in favour of British Columbia of 
over $13,500,000. These are the figures submitted to the Do- 
minion Government by the Government of British Columbia when 
asking for a more liberal expenditure upon local public works. 


Efforts should be made to acquaint eastern manufacturers 
with the condition of affairs in this western Province. If they 
could only be brought to realize the possibilities of trade expan- 
sion within their own Dominion the required assistance in rail- 
way construction in British Columbia would be promptly given. 
The fact that British Columbia is prepared to pledge its credit 
to the extent of about four million dollars to aid the construc- 
tion of the railways mentioned should be a sufficient guarantee 
of their importance and their actual necessity. 
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Telegraphs. It is expected that a through telegraph service 

will be established with Dawson, Yukon Territory, 
early next month. Two parties were in the field last year, one 
working from Atlin southward and another from this end work- 
ed northward. It only remains to construct a short intervening 
distance in order to connect. Messages must now be forwarded 
by steamers to Lynn Canal. - 


A branch of this line has been constructed from Hazelton to 
Port Simpson. 


British Columbia is served by two strong telegraph 
companies. 


Ocean Trade. There has not been much change in the ocean 

~ trade. The Canadian Pacific Railway ‘‘Empress” 
steamships engaged in the China-Japan trade continue their 
regular service every three weeks in summer and monthly dur- 
ing the winter, and it has been found necessary to put additional 
steamships on the route occasionally. The Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company has six vessels, and the Japan Mail Steam- 
ship Company, running in connection with the Great Northern 
Railway, six engaged in the same trade. All these call at Vic- 
toria on both inward and outward voyages. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway Company have three steam- 
ships on the Australasian route, giving a monthly service, and 
calling at Honolulu, Brisbane (Queensland) and Sydney (New 
South Wales). 


Alaska There is nothing to add to the reasons set forth 
Boundary. in previous reports for the necessity of immedi- 
ately defining the Alaska boundary. It is merely 

mentioned as an assurance that a matter of such importance is 
not overlooked. It appears unreasonable on the part of the 
United States that it will not submit the question toarbitration. 


Trade and No one who will carefully review the natural 
Outlook. | resources of British Columbia can fail to be most 
favourably impressed with the great wealth con- 
tained therein. Distributed over an area of nearly 400,000 
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square miles and the population being sparse rapid development 
will be impossible under present conditions. But the situation 
can be entirely changed by improving means of communication. 


In the early months of this year there was a very buoyant 
feeling in business circles engendered by the belief that import- 
ant railway construction would be commenced immediately. 
Disappointment has caused a perceptible reaction. Construction 
of the railways provided for in the Act which was passed at the 
recent session of the Legislature would give a great impetus to 
business throughout Canada. The opening up of Vancouver 
Island bya railway to the north end is of the utmost importance. 
Unprecedented mining developments may be expected to follow. 
There is much land too which could be brought under cultiva- 
tion. In no part of the Province is there so much timber 
wealth. The railway would also pass through lands which will 
be utilized in the manufacture of wood pulp. The beneficial 
effect of the establishment of such industries in a country at 
present practically waste lands would be felt throughout Can- 
ada. The proposed railway between Kitamaat and Hazelton 
is equally a necessity. It would pass through much agricultural 
land and form an outlet for a country rich in minerals which 
cannot now be developed on account of the cost of transporting 
the requisite plants. It is gratifying to note that surveyors have 
gone north to locate this line. 


Injury is being done to Canada by delaying construction of 
the Coast-Kootenay line. In consequence the trade of the ter- 
ritory in which mining is more advanced than elsewhere in 
British Columbia, is made tributary to the United States via 
Spokane. 


The Yukon trade is undergoing a change in consequence of 
the high freight rates charged by the White Pass and Yukon 
Railway. The immense trade of the country is rapidly becoming 
the monopoly of large trading and transportation companies in 
the United States, who ship from San Francisco and elsewhere 
via St. Michaels, and are thereby able to sell goods on the basis 
of cost price of similar goods shipped via the railway and realize 
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a good margin of profit on the difference in the freight. If the 
all Canadian route had been provided, as was so urgently 
demanded, the present situation would not be nearly so 
acute. | 


It is no exaggeration to say that the possibilities of trade 
expansion in British Columbia are unequalled in any part of the 
British Empire. But if the full benefits are to accrue the situa- 
tion must be faced boldly. Prompt, united and vigorous action 
is necessary. 


Ministers of the Dominion Government and eastern manu- 
facturers, who visit this Province too seldom, have expressed 
their astonishment at the resources. They have arrived quite 
prepared to believe in their existence, but after personal investi- 
gations have admitted them to be far greater than previously 
conceived. Their support is necessary in expanding what is 
acknowledged to be the manufacturers’ best Canadian market. 
The most pressing need is Federal aid towards railway construc- 
tion which the Provincial contributions to the Federal treasury 
amply justify. The sum paid into the Dominion treasury through 
the customs and inland revenue departments alone during 
the past twelve months amounted to approximately $3,250,000, 
about one-third of the collections having been made at Victoria, 


the capital. 


To these must be added the amounts paid through the 
fisheries, the post office and other departments of the Federal 


Government. 


’ The confidence of investors in the Province of British Co- 
lumbia is shown in the high standing of the provincial and civic 
bonds and debentures in financial centres. 


The statistical information appended hereto, as far as 
possible, has been brought down to date. 


In congratulating the Board upon the general prosperity of 
the Province, it is desired to record the active and increasing 
interest taken by members in the various matters above referred 
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to. Atno time in its history was there greater need of vigilance 
if its set standard of usefulness is to be maintained.

Addresses in Reply to the Foregoing Report. 


By SIR HENRI G. JOLY Dre LOTBINIERE, Lievt.-GovEeRNnor or 
British CoLuMBIA: 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN,—I have listened to the report 
which your Secretary has just read, with the deepest interest. I find 
that the resources of British Columbia are vaster than I have ever 
thought, but I feel at the same time that it is incumbent upon the 
people of British Columbia to assume their responsibility in developing 
these resources. I think it is a great pity to see all these resources— 
minerals, timber and so many things which ought to be a source of 
prosperity to us here going out of the Province as raw material to be 
manufactured abroad. I think it is a great pity that in British Colum- 
bia as well as in every other part of the Dominion, our young men are 
obliged to leave their homes—are obliged to go to the United States and 
beg for work upon the very materials which ought to be sources of riches 
to us. 


I see here my two honourable friends, members of the cabinet, and 
who have both got important departments, the working of which is a 
matter of such deep interest to the Province, and I know ?you will take 
as much pleasure in listening to them as I will. 


By THE HON. J. H. TURNER, Minister or FINANCE: 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN,—I thank you for the invitation so 
kindly extended to me to be present this afternoon at the annual meet- 
ing of the British Columbia Board of Trade, and I presume from that 
invitation that Iam present here in somewhat of a dual capacity, that 
is, as a member of the Board and also as a representative of the Govern- 
ment of the Province. Iam thankful, however, that polities are strictly 
prohibited at such a meeting, and it has given me a great deal of plea- 
ure to listen to the most useful remarks that have been made by pre- 
ceding speakers. But, Mr. President, it is a very difficult matter whep 
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speaking on the subjects referred to in your annual report to avoid what 
may be termed politics, though I can assure you that I shall do my best 
not to offend in that direction. I think you are aware of my desire not 
to enter upon matters of a political nature at this time. 


I have been very much interested in the report just read by the 
Secretary, and I must take this opportunity of, thanking him for his 
kindness in sending proof sheets to the members of the Government 
this morning. I am sorry tosay that I have not had sufficient time in 
which to digest it thoroughly, but there are some matters contained in 
it upon which I may be able to make a few remarks. I will first deal 
with that portion regarding agriculture. 


I have only lately returned from an extended trip practically all 
over the southern part of the Province, and I may say that almost every 
portion visited by me has greatly improved within the past few years. 
Agriculture is a matter in which the present government has always 
taken very great interest. But in one direction, in particular, a very 
great advance has been made, which is most gratifying. I speak in 
regard to the creameries. At the present time not only are the old 
established ones doing well, but there are several new ones in course of 
erection, and one has recently commenced operation on the outskirts of 
this city. 


Infthe report your Secretary refers to the amount of butter imported, 
which I take it refers to that imported from abroad and not to that from 
the east. At the end of 1880 the imports were of a value of $36,000.00, 
which in 1899 fell to $16,767.00. Now, I think we may assume that this 
decrease arises from a greater production in the Province; in fact it is 
only a few years since we produced very little, if any ; but it is most grati- 
fying to see that now the industry is steadily increasing and should soon 
be one of the most important we have. There are large sections of the 
Province admirably adapted for butter making, as also cheese, and any | 
Government in British Columbia must feel deeply interested in this 
matter. I may say that I think this increase has arisen to a very large 
extent from the attention that has been directed by the Government to 
the dairy products of the Province. 


Attention has also been turned to the improvement of live-stock, as 
you know, and assistance was last year given towards the importation 
of high class animals. This proved materially successful, a number of 
car loads haying been ordered, in respect of which it has been found 
unnecessary, so far, to call upon the Government guarantee. Orders 
are still in the east for more. 


Turning to fruit, I may say that this is one of the subjects in which 
the Lieut.-Governor is interested, that is, in the fruit trees of the 
Province. Now, speakingfof/ British Columbia, I have seen the time 
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when we used to give 25 cents for an apple, and when practically none 
were produced here at all. But the production is increasing very 
rapidly, so much so, that on one farm at which I was visiting they assured 
me that they were alone exporting some 150,000 boxes. The reports on 
all hands show that certain classes of fruit from British Columbia is 
better in quality, of better flavour, and is better adapted for exportation 
than that of the adjoining territories. Everyone knows that our apples 
are better than those of the south and east; but the trouble was that the 
producers had not got into the way of packing them, and that the 
fruit-growers did not co-operate. 


There is another matter affecting agriculture on which I would like 
to say a few words, the matter of irrigation, dyking, etc. Not only the 
present, but past governments have taken great intersst in the question 
of dyking, and it is only reasonable that in the dry sections they would 
deal with the matter of irrigation. There is a very large extent of 
country on which occasionally large crops are raised, and even if a 
private company took hold of an irrigation system, which would be an 
easy matter, I am informed by engineers, as there is a large supply of 
water available, a good system would make many thousands of acres 
available for the growing of wheat in British Columbia. I was pointed 
out one spot upon which water was taken this year, and was assured 
that the crop would not be less than 45 bushels to the acre, and that on 
land which was looked upon as practically useless before. If such a 
system was carried out over the whole of the dry belt we would be able 
to grow at least all the wheat required for home consumption. 


We have had an agent visiting various parts of the Province enquir- 
ing into the question of freight rates on fruits and vegetables, with a view 
to obtaining a reduction of the same, and I am happy to say that very 
satisfactory arrangements have been made, whereby fruit will be trans- 
ported at as low rates as possible. Orders have already been executed 
for a considerable amount of fruit. The farm about which I spoke as 
haying shipped fruit last year, has, I was informed by the manager, 
sold all this year’s crop in the North-west and Boundary country owing 
to the reduced rates. 


Regarding assistance to settlers. Settlers are, to a great extent, 
short of money for the purpose of clearing their farms. To meet this, 
the Government has made arrangements that they can obtain stumping 
powder at about half the price they could before. Of course the Goy- 
ernment has taken no risk but simply arranged that the freight be cut 
in half, together with reduction of price by buying the powder in large 
quantities. 


In the report some allusion was made to the lumber industry. Now 
there was one difficulty which was pointed out to me by a very clever 
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and intelligent lumberman. It was at the time when a subsidy was 
proposed for shipbuilders. It was this. He went to the map and put 
his finger on the Baltic, and then round south to Australia. He said 
that Baltic timber is laid down there for $9.00 per thousand feet for 
freight, while on timber from British Columbia there was a charge ‘of 
$19.00 for freight. That being the case, they can send any amount from 
the Baltic, and you can see large quantities of such timber in the yards 
in Glasgow from where it is regularly sold. Investigations have lately 
been made and in the report it has been stated that a great deal of that 
timber was only 4” x 4”, and that it showed bark on its edges. Whilst 
British Columbia could only send timber of the very finest quality, the 
mills having practically to throw away inferior quality, there being no 
home market for it, thus much timber was wasted in British Columbia 
and it has been thought that the only remedy was for all the mills to 
combine and secure the cheapest methods of transportation to Australia. 
Until this was done, my informant said, they could only sell the highest 
grades of timber as is the case at the present time. 


Speaking of the fisheries, sir, I need hardly say anything. They are 
in great trouble just now, but arrangements have been made that the 
Province will secure a portion of the revenue derived by the Dominion 
at present from license fees. It is admitted that the fish in our rivers 
belong to the Province, and we have arranged that we get something 
from them. 


I understand that while I was absent there wasa mis-interpretation 
of some remarks of mine in one of the provincial newspapers, and that 
it stated that I was opposed to the proposition that the Province should 
take charge of the fish entirely. What I really said was this—as we 
were’ so near the commencement of the fishing season, and there were 
so many difficulties in defining the boundary between Dominion and 
Provincial control, I thought it would be better for the Dominion to col- 
lect the whole of the revenue this year and hand to the Province that 
proportion which rightfully belonged toit. Jexpressed no opinion that 
the Dominion should take entire charge, but said that at any rate we 
should stand up for our rights as far as they go. 


The Secretary read a letter in connection with theassay of gold, and 
I trust the arrangement proposed will be of advantage to the Province. 
Under it a miner could go to the assay office here or in Vancouver and 
have his gold assayed and melted; the actual value of the gold being 
stamped onthe bar. He could then go to the Treasury and receive a 
gold certificate which he could cash at any of the banks forits full value. 
I hope that this arrangement will be the means of securing a large 
amount of gold, which otherwise would go to the United States. But I 
do not see that anything more can be done in this connection. 
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There is also the subject of railways, a somewhat delicate one, and 
one upon which there have been some very adverse criticisms. As to 
the subsidies, they have been provided for in the House. In connection 
with all similar subsidies in the past there had always been much 
criticism, and after the passage of the Acts there were great cries from 
all parts of the Province. It used to be said. ‘‘The Government has 
given subsidies and taken no precaution with regard to the regulation of 
rates.’’ In fact, that was the only fault found in connection with them. 
Personally, I feel that when the Province gives a subsidy, when it gives 
a valuable charter to a railway, it ought to be able to step in and regu- 
late the rates for freight and passengers. The Province provides the 
whole, ora large part, of the land required to build the road and they 
should certainly have some say in the matter. It had been asked by 
nearly every member in the House that the Government should have 
some right to regulate rates, both for freight and passengers. I do not 
think that such an arrangement is any hardship at all, and we know of 
one railway, the contractors for which, as is very well known, offered to 
give a large per centage of their gross receipts to the Government. I 
have recently seen some of the gentlemen interested in the proposed 
railways and they say they do not object to the proposition. The time 
has arrived when railways coming in and having concessions given to 
them should make some return to the Government for the privileges 
granted. 


In a small way, the Dominion has also met the Province in respect 
to subsidies, and I think the Federal authorities will yet give much as- 
sistance to projects of this description. In fact, when the subject is 
studied, it will be found to be a good thing to give such assistance. It 
has been clearly shown that the Province has paid the Dominion for 
every cent ever received from it, including the entire construction of 
the C.P.R. and its branches in British Columbia. The revenue derived 
by the Dominion from this Province is so great that it reaches $25.00 
per annum per head. Now, supposing that there were 10,000 men 
employed in the construction of railways, at the present time, at this 
rate there would be more than enough to pay 4% interest on the subsidy 
of $8,000.00 per mile for 1,000 miles of railway, as well as the sinking 
fund. It does not matter whether men, women or children, we are pay- 
ing at the rate of $25.00 per head. This is a fair proposition for the Do- 
minion Government to consider. And from the revenue derived from 
this 1,000 miles of railway the Province would receive a certain per 
centage. 


Something has been said about the credit of the Province. I am 
sorry to have to admit that it is not standing so high as some time ago, 
but we trust that under the present favourable conditions it will shortly 
reach its accustomed high level. Even now, our securities stand at 
about 92. 
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There is one other matter upon which I may be allowed to speak as 
a citizen of Victoria, and that is one of the railways out of the multi- 
plicity this one the people of Victoria seem to have lost sight of. I 
refer to what I consider the most important railway in the interests of 
the whole of British Columbia, and the only one that would largely 
build up the City of Victoria, which was agitated for some years ago. 
I refer to a line crossing British Columbia to the north and approaching 
the coast somewhere in the vicinity of Seymour Narrows, thence cross- 
ing to the Island. The conditions have entirely altered since the time 
the subject was first mooted. At that time our revenue was not half 
what it is to-day, and it may be that then it was beyond the power of 
the Province to go ahead with the line, but as I just said, conditions are 
now altered. The revenue is now in a position to ask for such a propo- 
sition. 


Let me go back a little, but first I would say that such a line across 
British Columbia would be no use at all to the Province or Vancouver 
Island unless connections were provided with some eastern system. 
Now, when this matter was taken up some years ago there was nothing 
in sight inthe way of a connection between us and the Atlantic, but 
there is to-day. This connection is being pushed on from day to day 
and will soon reach the Yellowhead Pass, intending to strike north to 
Atlin and finally reach the Klondyke. Where will Victoria be if we 
dont’t wake up? That line will capture the whole of the northern 
interior. Weare going to sleep, and this although the wished for con- 
nection could be easily obtained. 


Only the other day I saw some of the gentlemen connected with 
that line and also the contractors. I pointed out to them that their best 
way was to carry it on to Vancouver Island and then south, and told 
them why I advised it that way. In crossing to Seymour Narrows they 
would open up what we know to be a good section, a stock raising 
country. They would also cross the gold fields of Cariboo and bring it 
into easy connection with the coast. At the coast they could maintain 
a ferry in perpetual still water, and on the Island the line would pass 
through a settled district having two large towns, Nanaimo and Vic- 
toria, that would at once provide very considerable traffic, so there 
would be a future for the line if carried that way. The gentlemen said, 
‘¢ We believe in your proposition and shall eventually get there. If we 
‘run up north, we go to a place practically unpopulated, but if we take 
‘‘the route you suggest and go down Vancouver Island we reach a city 
‘‘of no mean dimensions, where, if a terminus were provided, a consid- 
‘‘erable amount of freight would be insured for the line.’’ I spoke of 
this first in 1898, but now is the right time, then it was too early maybe. 
It only wants the people of Vancouver and Victoria to wake up and they 
can insure the building of a line which will secure the development of 
the whole of the Island and the Mainland north of the C. P. R. 
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Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN,—After the remarks made by my 
friend the Finance Minister, there is very little left for me to say in 
connection with the proceedings this afternoon. I appreciate the hon- 
our done me by the Board in asking me to make a few remarks with 
reference to the mines of British Columbia, and I am very gratified to 
see that the mining industry occupies such a prominent place in your 
Annual Report. There can be no question, sir, about your recognizing 
the importance of this industry, for it undoubtedly shows that you keep 
a strict eye upon its progress. 


The question of advertising our Province is a most important one 
and the Government has taken great pains to have distributed to the 
public reliable data regarding the natural resources of this country. 
Within the past few weeks a pamphlet has been published from the 
Government printing presses, entitled, ‘‘ British Columbia, the Minera] 
Province of Canada,’’ which has already been widely circulated not 
only in this Province, but also in the east and the mother country as 
well. From reports already received, I fully believe this publication 
will prove of great benefit in bringing our mineral resources before the 
investing public. 


It is to be regretted that, during the past few years, at times cir- 
cumstances have arisen which somewhat retarded our progress. Irefer 
to disputes as between employer and employee; in fact, I was pained 
very much this morning to see by the papers that another strike had 
been declared in the Rossland camp. But these are matters in which, 
unless requested, the Government cannot interfere. On the whole, 
however, our showing in point of progress and general development is 
most creditable. 


The question of transportation plays no unimportant part in con- 
nection with our mineral development, and one of the most urgent 
problems of the day is the construction of railroads, trails, roads and 
bridges, which will bring into prominence the outlying sections of 
the Province. Your report dwells particularly on the Coast-Kootenay 
proposition, a scheme involving millions of dollars and one which must 
be considered with the greatest caution. I cannot help but admire the 
outspoken tone of your report this afternoon in this connection, 
though, in a measure somewhat critical of the Government’s action. 
I know that the Premier is only too anxious to serve the best interests 
of the country and will spare no effort to that end. In fact, arrange- 
ments have already been made for a proper exploration of the Hope 
mountains with a view of obtaining a definite knowledge of the facts, for 
the information and guidance of the Government and the publie as well. 
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Then there is the northern country to be considered. Take, for 
instance, the Skeena river, a quarter from which the most encouraging 
reports constantly reach me. Here, again, readier means of transporta- 


tion must be at once provided in order to allow of the development which . 


already gives so much promise. The whole railway question must not 
be considered from an Island or Mainland point of view, but in the 
interests of the Province generally. 


It is impossible for me to add to the report just read by the Secre- 
tary, which covers the whole ground almost minutely. It shows how 
much has been accomplished during the past year. If the Government 
can render any assistance by arranging for its distribution at the Expo- 
sitions, we will only be too glad to undertake the task. 


With respect to the local assay office, I was very glad to see that 
arrangements have been made so that gold can be brought here and 
sold instead of its being taken away to the City of Seattle. All along it 
has been a grievance to the people of British Columbia that all this 
wealth should be taken away from the Province. To show the import- 
ance of this matter, only yesterday I received the report of the Director 
of the United States Mint, by which you will see what a large propor- 
tion of our gold went last year to Seattle: 


‘‘The assay office at Seattle received during the fiscal year ending 
30th June, 1900: 615,648 oz. gold and 157,348 oz. silver from the Yukon, 
and 44,720 oz. gold and 11,685 oz. silver from British Columbia. ..... 
The total received from the United States was 66,392 oz. of gold and 
11,517 oz. of silver besides small quantities of mutilated coins and 
jewellery.” 


This gives an idea of how we have been building up the City of 
Seattle, and is certainly proof of the justice of the complaints made from 
time to time by your public bodies. I am glad to see that there is every 
prospect of British Columbia receiving a large proportion of this 
immense sum in the future. 


In conclusion I cannot but congratulate your Board on the remark- 
able strides made by the mining industry on Vancouver Island within 
the past year. Not only have the black sands at Wreck Bay turned out 
well, but quartz mining at Mount Sicker and the vicinity gives promise 
of being a permanent and valuable industry. The various discoveries 
along both coasts are also a cause for predicting a bright future, and as 
all these sections are naturally tributary to the City of Victoria I have 
not the slightest hesitation in saying that the capital and its vicinity 
will within a very short time take its place among the mining centres 
of the continent.

office you now occupy, lend a keener interest to your personal observa- 
tion of the limitless resources and attractions of British Columbia and 
its rightful claim to that attention which shall place it in the foremost 
rank as an integral part of the Dominion. 


It is particularly gratifying to this Board that Your Excellency pro- 
poses to visit the northern limits of British Columbia and to personally 
become familiar with the conditions prevailing there. 


As the volume of northern trade extends with the opening up of the 
Atlin and Yukon country, the urgency of an early adjustment of the 
Alaska boundary question is impressed more and more forcibly on this 
Board. 


This Board observes with pleasure that the importance of this sub- 
ject in relation, to the trade of the Dominion was recognized at the 
Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire held in London in 
June last, and it heartily endorses the resolution which was unani- 
mously passed by that Congress, viz. : 


“ That it is of vital importance to British and Canadian trade on the 
‘* Pacific Coast to press forward a settlement of the Alaska boundary ques- 
“tion; and this Congress while recognizing the endeavours of Her 
““ Majesty’s Government to effect an adjustment would urge the desirability

‘ Goree folt that the settlement of the Alaska boundary and the com- 
‘© pletion of a British Pacific cable would mark a new era in the develop- 
ment of the commercial interests of the Empire on the Pacific. 


This Board has a lively appreciation of the immense benefits which 
will accrue to this Province and the Dominion from an extension of 
Canadian, trade with South and Central America, Australia, the Pacific 
Islands, and the far East, for which British Columbia is the natural outlet. 


This Board is sensible of the immediate necessity of finding markets 
for our raw materials, as the wealth of this Province in base and precious 
metals, and coal, as well as in lumber and fish, is so immense that the 
prosperity of the country is dependent on the procurement of markets 
for those products, and we anxiously look for further action from the 
Dominion Government in this direction. 


Although certain influences have affected the mining industry in 
British Columbia during the past year and many mines have been closed 
down, it is a signal evidence of the immense mineral resources of the 
Province, that the output has exceeded that of previous years; and it is 
also gratifying to note that the returns of the lumbering and salmon 
canning industries show a material increase. 


At the same time it is keenly felt that while this Province contri- 
butes so largely to the revenues of Canada, a fair or proportionate assist- 
ance has not hitherto been received from the Government towards 
opening up that natural wealth which has been so bountifully bestowed 
on both the Island and the Mainland, and in consequence not only the 
progress of British Columbia but the whole Dominion is retarded. 


In order that Your Excellency may have an opportunity if you 
should so desire of viewing the condition of this Province in its com- 
mercial aspect, we beg leave to tender syou herewith a copy of the 
Annual Report of this Board. 


In conclusion we would repeat our cordial and respectful welcome 
to Your Excellency and to Lady Minto, and we trust your visit to 
this portion of the Dominion will be remembered with pleasure.

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PLACER GOLD. 


Table V contains the yearly production of placer gold to date, as 
determined by the returns, sent in by the banks and express companies, 
of gold transmitted by them to the mints, and from returns sent in by 
the Gold Commissioners and Mining Recorders. To these yearly 
amounts, one-third was added up to the year 1878, from then to 
1895 and for 1898 and 1899, one-fifth, which proportions are considered 
to represent, approximately, the amount of gold sold of which there is 
norecord. Thisplacer gold contains from 10 to 25 per cent. silver, but the 
silver value has not been separated from the totals, as it would be 
insignificant.

Climate. 


No general description will serve the purpose in speaking of the | 
climate of British Columbia. On the coast it varies considerably, while 
in the interior the variations are yet more plainly marked. 


Dr. Bryce, in ‘‘ The Climate and Health Resorts of Canada,’’ says: 
‘““ Tn all this country,’ from the south of Vancouver Island to the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, ‘‘the fruits of temperate climates grow well, and 
farm animals live out doors the year round. The rich bottoms of the 
Fraser delta have long been famous for their great hay crops and pasture 
lands; but here the extreme of rainfall is met, the mean for six years 
being 59.66 inches at New Westminster. The climate of the great Island 
of Vancouver, running north-west across two degrees of longitude and 
two degrees of latitude, presents every variety from that at the sea 
coast, with as at Esquimalt, a very low daily range, and no annual ex- 
tremes—the lowest temperature in two years being 8 degrees F., the 
lowest monthly average being 20 degrees F., and the highest in summer 
being 82 degrees F.—to that as above Alberni on the west coast, where 
the Vancouver range rises first into a plateau to 4,000 feet, and even to 
7,500 feet in Victoria Peak.”’ 

** Apart from the mineral wealth of Vancouver Island, its climate, 
with every variation possible, becomes most attractive. Its seashore 
climate is milder than many parts of England, with less rain and less 
seasonal variations.”’

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CLIMATE, OF VIGHORTAW Ea 


There are many beautiful localities in this grand Province of British Columbia, 
and the general healthiness of the various climatic conditions throughout the 
whole of its extensive boundaries, is a point on which there isan universal consen- 
sus of favorable opinion. 


Pre-eminent, however, for its natural beauty and its delightful climate, stands 
VICTORIA, the ‘' Queen City,” the capital of the Province and the seat of its Gov- 
ernment. Situated at the south-eastern extremity of Vancouver Island, its insular 
climate is considered to be the most delightful on the Pacific coast, and has been 
compared with that of the south of England. 


‘*Tt is spoken of as England without its east winds, in reality it is Torquay 
‘in the Pacific ; a mild and even winter with rain, and occasional snow, an early 
‘‘spring, a dry and warm summer, and a bright and enjoyable atmosphere ; 
‘¢ thunderstorms are seldom seen here, they can be heard in the interior but are 
‘‘ rarely experienced.” 


The situation of Victoria sheltered by the Island mountain ranges, causes its 
rainfall to be much less than that of the cities of Vancouver and New Westminster 
on the adjacent Mainland. The greater portion of the moisture from the ocean 
has been caught and condensed on the westward side of the Island ranges and a 
second heavy precipitation does not occur until the moisture giving winds strike 
the highlands of the opposite coast. 


The following table, compiled from official returns, shews the relative preci- 
pitation (rain and snow) in inches, for Victoria, Vancouver and New Westminster 
for the year 1900:

‘The rainfall is more seasonal than that of London though greater in 
amount. From May to September is usually a period of small rainfall and bright 
skies at Victoria, while in London the summer and winter rainfall is not very 
different, and the percentage of bright sunshine from May to August at Victoria is 
largely in excess of that of London.”

PRINTING AND PRESSWORK. 


Wages in the printing trade vary somewhat according to locality. 
For machine composition the standard is 50 cents per hour on morning 
papers, and from 40 to 45 cents per hour for evening papers and book- 
work; by the week on morning papers, $22.50 to $27, and from $20 to 
$24 for evening papers and other work. Time and a half is usually al- 
lowed for overtime per hour, 48 hours being the standard weekly time. 


For hand composition wages are 50 cents per 1,000 ems on morning 
papers, and 40 to 45 cents on evening papers and for bookwork ; 50 to 60 
cents per hour is paid on morning papers, and 314 to 60 centson evening 
and weekly papers and for book and job work. The high rate is 
unusual however, and is only paid at Nelson. The weekly wage on 
morning papers is $21 to $22.50, and from $18 to $21 on evening papers 
and for other work. The usual time and a half for overtime is allowed. 
The hours per week vary from 42 to 54, 53 and 54 being the average. 


The foregoing are union wages. In towns not organized the wages 
are from $12 to $18 per week. 


Pressmen’s wages are from $3 to $3.50 per day, $17 to $21 per week, 
with 48 to 54 hours per week. Pressmen’s assistants receive $2.50 per 
day and upwards, from $12 to $18 per week; apprentices, from $4 to $15 
per week. 


MINERS’ WAGES. 


The wages in the Crow’s Nest coal mines are: Average daily, 
underground miners, $3.50; underground labourers, $2.25; above ground 
labourers, $2; mechanics and skilled labour, above ground, $3; boys, 
underground, $1; boys, above ground, 75 cents. 


White miners in the Nanaimo colliery, $3 to $4.50; labourers, 
underground, $2.50 to $3.50; labourers, above ground, $2.50 ; mechanics 
and skilled labour, $3 to $4; boys, $1 to $2, underground; boys, above 
ground, $1 to $1.50; Chinese, above ground, $1.124 to $1.25. 


The current wages paid in and about metalliferous mines are as fol- 
lows: Miners, $3 to $3.50 per day (12 to 14 shillings) ; helpers, $2 to $2.50 
per day (8 to 10 shillings); labourers, $2 to $2.50 per day (8 to 10 shil- 
lings); blacksmiths and mechanics, $3 to $5 per day (12 to 20shillings). 
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Iron and Steel. 


As in the case of paper and pulp, the possibilities of the iron and 
steel industry are shown by the markets which are at present being sup- 
plied from the United States and the nations of Europe, and which 
could be best supplied from British Columbia, provided other conditions 
for production on a competitive basis were present. There are several 
factors eminently in favour of the industry on this Coast, so far as the 
markets in question are concerned : 


Geographical relation ; 
Large deposits of magnetite and hematite ore; 
Mainly located at the very edge of ocean navigation ; 


The price of labour in eastern iron and steel centres is levelling, and 
will inevitably continue to level, upwards. 


There is every reason to believe that with the compensating natural 
advantages of this Coast, production is possible on a competitive basis 
at the present prices of labour. What, therefore, is wanted is the de- 
velopment of ore bodies sufficient to justify the erection of blast 
furnaces and iron and steel works. It is impossible at the present time 
to obtain complete returns of imports of all countries which would afford 
a market for British Columbia iron and steel, if produced, but the trade 
returns of the United States and Great Britain are a fair indication of 
the market as a whole. Taking the Philippine Islands, China, Japan, 
Mexico, Guatemala, San Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Republic: of 
Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Brazil, Uruguay, and the 
Argentine Republic, the British East Indies, Hongkong and Australasia, 
the markets of which are either now or would be in the future equally 
available for British Columbia products as for those of the United States 
and the European countries, it is found that in products of iron and 
steel, such as could be reasonably manufactured on this coast, if iron 
mines were developed andiron works established, the amounts imported 
from Great Britain alone aggregated £13,270,000 for the year 1900. 
Japan from all countries imported of iron and steel manufactures nearly 
$16,000,000 worth, an increase of about $8,000,000 over the preceding 
year. 


The seven colonies of Australasia in 1898 imported £8,681,451 worth 
of all descriptions of iron machinery and iron manufactures, which was 
an increase of over £4,500,000 since 1894, and average yearly imports 
within the latter period of £6,535,901. Of course, the whole of this 
amount does not represent what could be supplied by British Columbia, 
as it includes manufactured iron products of all kinds, but it indicates 
generally the extent of the market. In Coghlan’s book, ‘‘The Wealth 
and Progress of New South Wales,’’ he remarks: ‘‘The quantity of pig 
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iron required to produce the material represented by these values is ap- 
proximately 130,000 tons, and 470,000 tons for New South Wales and the 
whole group of the colonies, respectively. 


Paper and Pulp Figures. 


The accompanying figures are simply given to illustrate the extent 
of market which is legitimately open to British Columbia when its paper 
and pulp industry is fairly established. With the exception of Japan 
and Australia, complete returns of the imports are not yet available, 
but the imports from the United States and Great Britain afford a good 
indication of the market as a whole. Taking the same countries as are 
included in the remarks on the iron industry, namely, the South 
American Latin republics, Australasia, etc., the value of paper exported 
to them by Great Britain in 1900 amounted to £5,774,162. 


Japan alone of books and paper stationery imported $2,630,905 
worth; of this amount, $267,560 was for packing paper and $1,426,667 
for printing paper. In the year 1900, $227,564 worth of pulp for paper- 
making was imported, being practically double the amount in 1898. In 
1900 the value of the exports of paper and manufactures of paper from 
the United States to the countries, the markets of which will be tribu- 
tary to British Columbia, was $1,490,635, of which amount $173,825 was 
for printing paper and $236,305 for writing paper and envelopes. The 
United States exported to the countries in question $36,448 worth of 
wood pulp.

Or in either case, the amount 
actually paid, if more. The consignee to have the option of charging by measure- 
ment or weight. Any fraction of a month to be charged as a month. 


REGULATIONS. 


(a.) Concerning the delivery of merchandise, payment of freight, etc.: When 
no express stipulation exists per bill of lading, goods are to be considered as 
deliverable on shore. 


(6.) Freight on all goods to be paid, or secured to the satisfaction of the 
captain or consignee of the vessel, prior to the delivery of the goods. 


(c.) After delivery to the purchaser of the goods sold, no claims for damage, 
deficiency or other cause shall be admissible after goods sold and delivered have 
once left the city. 


(d.) When foreign bills of lading expressly stipulate that the freights shall be 
paid in a specific coin, then the same must be procured if required, or its equiva- 
lent given, the rate to be determined by the current value at the time at the banks. 


The foregoing scale of Commercial Charges and Rules and Regulations were 
approved at the Quarterly General Meeting of the British Columbia Board of 
Trade, held October 21st, 1898. 


Mining Regulations. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The mining laws of British Columbia provide, with respect to coal mining, 
that a prospector for coal or petroleum on leased Crown lands in which the min- 
erals are reserved, before obtaining a license, shall place a post at one angle of 
the land with his name and the initials of the angle, and shall post a notice of his 
application on the land and on the government office of the district for thirty days, 
and shall advertise it in the British Columbia Gaze¢/e and some local newspaper 
for thirty days. 


Security for damages must be given if the Crown lands in question have been 
leased or are covered by a timber license. 


After the expiration of thirty days, and within two months from the applica- 
tion in the Gazette, an application in duplicate (with a plan and a fee of $50 for 
each and every license) must be sent to the Assistant Commissioner of Lands and 
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Works for a prospecting license for not more than one year, when the Chief Com- 
missioner may grant the license. Such lands must be in one rectangular block 
with ths sides running north, south, east and west, and of era not exceeding 640 
acres. 


The license shall cease at its expiration, and a new license may be granted to 
a new applicant. 


On proving that he has Joma fide explored for coal during the year he shall be 
entitled to an extension for a second year on payment of $50, and a further exten- 
sion for a third year may be granted. License holders of adjoining lands, not 
exceeding ten, may work in partnership, when they need not prospect separately, 
provided the Chief Commissioner is satisfied with the prospecting done on the land 
of one of them. 


The licensee may use the timber and stone on the land for the purpose or 
buildings on the land. Dispute as to the right of title shall be decided in the 
county court. No transfer for a prospecting license may be made without written 
notice to the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works. 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may grant tu a prospecting licensee a 
lease for five years at a rent of ten cents on proof that he has discovered coal on 
the land ; and if during this term, or three months thereafter, he can show that he 
has continuously and vigorously carried on coal-mining he shall be entitled to pur- 
chase the land at $5 an acre, in one payment at time of sale. 


Before the lease is issued, a survey must have been made by the applicant. 
Besides the ten cents rent a royalty of five cents a ton on coal and one cent a barrel 
on petroleum must be paid. The lessee must carry on coal mining continuously. 
Any number of persons, not exceeding ten, may work in partnership on adjoining 
lands when it shall not be necessary to work each leasehold separately, provided 
work on one is done to the satisfaction of the Chief Commissioner. 


(Cons. Act, 1888, chap. 83, and amending acts; 1890, chap. 32; 1892, chap. 
31; 1895, chap. 37, and acts of 1897, 1898 and 1899.) 


Proprietors of coal mines may acquire such portion of any Crown lands, or 
lands held under pre-emption or Crown grants, or lease or license, as may be 
necessary for a right of way to the sea shore, a river or public highway, together 
with a block not exceeding five acres on the shore, river or highway. Minerals 
are not to be conferred by the conveyance without the consent of the grantor. 
Compensation shall be paid by agreement or arbitration. (Cons. Acts, 1888, chap. 
83, amendment Act, 1890, chap. 32, and chap. 137, Acts of 1897.) 


Regulations of coal mines.—No boy under twelve, no woman or girl of any 
age, and no Chinaman or Japanese shall be employed under ground in coal mines. 


Boys from thirteen to fourteen shall only be employed under ground in excep- 
tional circumstances to be allowed by the Minister of Mines. 


» 


There are various other regulations as to the employment of young persons. 
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No wages shall be paid to employees of a coal mine in a public house or con- 
tiguous office or place. 


Coal getters must be paid by weight, unless exception is allowed by the 
Minister of Mines ; anda check weigher may be appointed by them. 


There are a number of regulations to secure safety. (Cons. Acts, 1888, chap. 
84; amending acts, 1890, chap. 33; 1894, chap. 5; 1895, chap. 38; and in 
1897, chap. 138.) 


Mining, other than coal.—Persons over 18 years of age and joint stock com- 
panies may become ‘‘ Free Miners” on taking out certificates (which are not 
transferable) for one year in case of joint stock companies, and for one or more 
years in case of individual miners. 


Every person or joint stock company mining (except for coal) must take out 
a free miner’s certificate under a penalty of $25. Owners and contractors shall 
pay the free miner’s fees of their employees, deducting amount from them and 
giving a list to the Mining Recorder, under a penalty of $100. 


No person, unless he has an unexpired free miner’s certificate, can hold any 
mineral claim, minerals or mining property. 


Free miners may prospect and mine (except for coal) upon any Crown lands 
or lands where minerals are reserved to the Crown, provided they may not locate 
or mine on land uncoyered by hydraulic mining works for six months, and pro- 
vided they must give security for damages to any occupier. 


FEES. 
For every free miner’s certificate issued to an individual....$ 5 00 
For every free miner’s certificate issued to a joint stock 
company— 
(a.) Having a nominal capital of $100,000 or less... ..... 50 00 
(b.) Having a nominal capital exceeding $100,000...... .. I00 00 


Free miners may cut timber necessary for their mining upon Crown lands, 
even if covered by timber lease or reserved, and they may kill game for their own 
use at any time. 


A free miner may locate a mineral claim measuring 1,500 feet square as nearly 
rectangular as possible, marking it by two posts, I and 2, on the line of the vein 
not more than 1,500 feet apart, or a fractional mineral claim can also be marked 
out. On No. 1 post of a mineral claim shall be written the names of the locator 
and the claim, the date, the compass bearing of No. 2 post and the number of 
feet (of the 1,500) lying to the right and left respectively of this line ; these parti- 
culars are to be furnished also to the Mining Recorder. He must mark the line 
by blazing trees or post planting, and place a post where he found rock ‘‘in place,” 
and as near as possible to four corners of the claim. He is entitled to all the min- 
erals within the claim. The claim is not to be recorded without an affidavit that 
mineral has been found ‘‘in place” on the claim, that the legal notes and posts 
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have been put up, that ground is unoccupied, etc. A location made on Sunday or 
a holiday is not invalid. Where, from the nature of the ground the location can- 
not be thus marked, posts may be set as near as possible, and the direction and 
distance recorded. The free miner shall record his claim with the Mining Re- 
corder within 15 days, if his office is within 10 miles, with an additional day for 
every additional 10 miles. A claim recorded by error in the wrong district may 
be recorded anew in the right district with the original date. | If left in the Re- 
corder’s absence, the applicant is entitled toa record of that date. The claim may 
be held from year to year on a certificate by the Gold Commissioner, or. Mining 
Recorder, that work has been done on it to the value of $100. Assessment work 
to be counted in certificate. A free miner or partners having adjoining claims 
may work them together, and may obtain certificates for all the claims for sufficient 
work done on one. A free miner may, in lieu of work, pay $100 to the Mining 
Recorder. Disputes as to titles are determined by priority. 


No free miner can hold (except by purchase) more than one claim on the 
same vein or lode, but he may hold by location a claim on any separate vein or 
lode. He may abandon his claim by notice in writing to the Recorder and may 
remove his machinery and extracted ore; he cannot re-locate the same claim (or 
one which he has not recorded in time) without written permission from the Gold 
Commissioner. 


Lodes discovered in a tunnel to develop a lode may be marked out as a min- 
eral claim and recorded by the owner. The interest of a free miner in his claim 
is deemed a chattel interest. 


The lawful owner of a mineral claim is entitled toa Crown grant on payment 
of $500 to the Government in lieu of expenditure (assessment work to be consid- 
ered a part of $500) and after having obtained a certificate of improvements from 
the Gold Commissioner. With a certificate of improvement the owner need not 
take out a free miner’s certificate, or work on the claim to hold it. 


With a certificate of improvement the owner of a claim outside the railway 
belt is entitled to a Crown grant, and inside the railway belt on payment of $5 an 
acre to the Mining Recorder. 


The claim for the grant must be made within three months. The issue ot the 
grant does not invalidate any previous lien. The grant covers all minerals except 


= 


coal. = 

Conveyances, mortgages, etc., of mineral claims shall be recorded or shall 
not be good against third parties, and transfers must be in writing. A free miner’s 
claim shall not be open for location during his last illness, nor for twelve months 


after his death. The Gold Commissioner and official administrator administer 
miners’ estates. 


A mill site may be located by a free miner, not over five acres in extent, on 
unoccupied and unreserved Crown lands not known to contain minerals. He may 
obtain a lease for one year, during its continuance, on proof of having expended 
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$500 on machinery, and shall be entitled to a Crown grant for $5 an acre. This 
applies to former leases also Minerals are not included in the grant. 


Tunnels or drains may be run for a free miner to work his claim by license 
from the Gold Commissioner. Water rights may be granted to him by the Gold 
Commissioner, and must be recorded, rights of miners working on the streams 
being safe. He may not sell the water, and the grant shall cease when the mine 
is no longer worked. Work must be begun within 60 days; and there must be no 
waste of water, and an outlet must be provided for superfluous water. 


Mining partnerships and limited liability companies are regulated by a num- 
ber of clauses. 


The duties of Mining Recorders and Gold Commissioners are fully laid down. 
Free miners may elect by-a two-thirds vote a Recorder, where there is none. 


County Courts have mining jurisdiction which is fully provided for. 


Any person contravening the Act ot refusing to obey the lawful order of a 
Gold Commissioner or Judge is liable to a fine of $250 or three months’ 
imprisonment. 


An annual tax of 25 cents an acre is payable on every claim held under Crown 
grant. The tax shall be remitted on proof that the sum of $200 has been 
expended on the claim within the year. 


Mines and moneys invested in them are not exempt from provincial taxation. 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may make orders to carry out the Act. 


(Cons. Act, 1888, chap. 82, and amending Acts, 1889, chap. 16 (repealed) ; 
1890, chap. 31 (repealed); 1891, chap. 25; 1892, chap. 32; 1893, chap. 29; 
1894, chap. 32, and 1895, chap. 39; 1896, chap. 34; 1897, chap. 45; and Acts 
of 1898.) 


Placer Mining Act.—Every free miner holding a certificate may mine for 
gold or other precious metals on any land, except Government reserves for town- 
sites, lands occupied by buildings, curtilages and orchards, or for placer mining 
on Indian reserves. He must give security for damages. 


He may locate a placer claim on each separate creek, ravine or hill, but not 
more than two in the same locality, and only one a creek claim, but he may hold 
any number for purchase. A creek claim shall be 100 feet long, and in width from 
base to base of the hills ; a bar diggings claim shall be a strip 100 feet long, ana 
in width, from high water mark to the lowest water level; a dry diggings claim 
shall be 100 feet square, and the same for bench diggings and hill diggings. Dis- 
coverers of new mines shall be allowed: If one, a claim 300 feet long ; if a party 
of two, 600 feet ; if three, 800 feet ; if four, 1000 feet ; if more than four, ordinary 
claims. 


Placer claims shall be as nearly rectangular as possible. Posts shall be placed 
at the corners, and the initial post shall bear names and description. Locations 
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on Sundays and holidays shall not be invalid. Placer claims must be recorded 
with the Mining Recorder. The removal of posts entails forfeiture. Records 
of placer claims may be renewed on payment of the fees, $2.50 a year. 


A placer claim gives no right to a vein or lode unless the ground is located 
and recorded as a mineral] claim. 


A-placer claim must be worked continuously by the holder or his employee, 
and shall be held abandoned and forfeited if unworked for 72 hours, except for 
reasonable cause, satisfying the Gold Commissioner. <A year’s leave of absence 
may be given if the sum of $1000 has been expended without reasonable return, or 
if all holders of the set of claims sign the application. 


Provisions as to the tunnels and drains, water rights (see 1879, cap. 45) 
partnerships, mining recorders, gold commissioners, county courts, penalties, pay- 
ing free miner’s fees for employees, are much the same as those regarding mineral 
claims. 


Provisions are made for ‘‘ bed rock flumes.” 


Free miners may obtain a lease of placer mining ground for 20 years, as fol- 
lows :—Before application for lease, legal posts to be placed, with names and de- 
scriptions, and plans, etc., to be deposited with Mining Recorder ; creek diggings, 
or abandoned or unworked creeks, half a mile.in length ; any other placer mining 
grounds, 80 acres ; precious stone diggings, 10 acres. The lease may be renewed. 
The ground must be already occupied (without consent of occupiers) nor immedi- 
ately available for agricultural purposes ; and only placer mining must be carried 
on. Consolidation of holdings into one not to exceed 640 acres is provided for by 
Act of 1898, amending the Placer-mining Act, 1891. 


Water may be granted by the Gold Commissioner for hydraulic workings on 
bench lands. 


Leases may be granted for twenty years of the bed of the river for dredging 
for a distance not over five miles. 


(Act, 1891, Chap. 26, and amending Acts, 1894, chap. 33, and 1895, chap. 
40; 1896, chap. 35; 1897, chap. 29; 1897, chap. 45.) 


A Bill intituled ‘‘An Act to repeal an Act to aid the Development of Quartz 
Mines,” and amending Act has been passed (1896, chap 36.) An Act to amend 
the Placer Mines Act (1891) was passed in the session of 1898. : 


Counting the consolidated Acts of 1888 and subsequent amending Acts to 
1898, there have been twenty-four British Columbia Acts relating to mining, with- 
out reckoning several special Acts concerning hydraulic mining companies. 


The Mineral Act, 1896, chap. 34, as amended by 1897, chap. 29, has been 
consolidated for convenience only. 


The Placer mining Acts have been also consolidated. 
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A Bureau of Mines was established in 1895, under the Minister of Mines, 
with a Provincial Mineralogist, whose duty it is to collect information relating to 
the mining industry and publish it. Besides a museum, there are to be lecture 
rooms, as assay office and laboratory, where assets and tests may be made accord- 
ing to a schedule of fees. Arrangements may be made for giving instructions to 
prospectors and others, and societies of arts and other societies may affiliate with 
the Mining Bureau for the instruction and examination of students. 


An Act intituled the ‘‘ Inspection of Metaliferous Mines Act, 1897,” amended 
in 1899, provides for the appointment of an Inspector, and contains rules and 
regulations for the safe working of mines other than coal. 


DOMINION. 
COAL. 


The Dominion Government have provided regulations for the disposal of coal 
lands the property of the Dominion in Manitoba and the Northwest Territories. 
These regulations provide that locations of an area not exceeding 320 acres, may 
be reserved for an applicant for a period of sixty days to prospect for coal, on 
payment of a fee of $10 and an expenditure in prospecting of $2aday. A 
location may be sold at the rate of $10 per acre (cash) unless the coal is anthra- 
cite, in which case the price is $20 per acre. 


Settlers at a distance from coal mines worked by purchasers may secure per- 
mits authorizing them to mine for domestic purposes, on payment of a royalty of 
20 cents for anthracite, and 15 cents for bituminous, and Io cents for lignite coal. 
The regulations provide that the location shall be marked on the ground, that the 
frontage shall not exceed three chains, and the length ten chains; that the appli- 
cant shall within thirty days after marking his location, file application with the 
agent, who is to issue a permit at the rate of $5 an acre or fraction of an acre per 
annum. 


In the Yukon Territory all applications for coal lands are to be made to the 
Crown Timber and Land Agent, who is empowered to sell such lands at $40 an 
acre (cash) if the coal is anthracite, and $20 for any other coal. 


GOLD QUARTZ CLAIMS. 


Persons of 18 years and over, and joint stock companies holding a free 
miner’s certificate may obtain entry for a mining location. 


A free miner’s certificate (non-transferable) is granted for one year. The fee 
for an individual is $10, and to a joint stock company $50 to $100, according to 
capital. 


The holder of a free miner’s certificate who has discovered mineral in place, 
may locate a claim 1,500 feet by 1,500 feet, by marking it with two legal posts, 
one at each end, on the line of the lode or vein, and marking out the line between. 
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Upon each post shall be marked the name of the claim, the person locating and 
date, and the number of feet lying to the right and left of line. 


The claim shall be recorded with the Mining Recorder of the district within 
15 days, if located within 10 miles of the office; one additional day allowed for 
every additional 10 miles or fraction. If a claim is more than 100 miles from a 
recorder’s office, and situated where other claims are being located, five free 
miners may appoint a Free Miner’s Recorder; but if the latter fails within three 
months to notify the nearest Government Mining Recorder of his appointment, 
the claims will not hold good. Fee for recording a claim is $5. 


At least $100 per year must be expended on the claim, or paid to the Mining 
Recorder in lieu. When $500 has been expended or paid, the locator may upon 
having a survey made and upon complying with certain other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $5 per acre, cash, but if the surface rights have already been 
disposed of, at $2 an acre. 


A location for mining iron and mica not exceeding 160 acres may be granted, 
but if therein other valuable mineral is discovered the miner’s right is limited to 
the area prescribed for other minerals, the remainder reverting to the Crown. 
The Minister of the Interior may also grant 160 acres for copper mining in the 
Yukon Territory. 


The patent for a mining location reserves forever whatever royalty may here- 
after be imposed on the sales, such royalty to be collected on sales made prior to 
issue of patent. 


Provincial Government Lands. 


Crown lands in British Columbia are classified as either surveyed or unsur- 
veyed lands, and may be acquired by entry at the Government Lands Office, pre- 
emption or purchase. 


The following persons may pre-empt Crown lands: Any person being the 
head of a family, a widow, or a single man over eighteen years of age, being a 
British subject, may record surveyed or unsurveyed Crown lands, which are unoc- 
cupied, or unreserved, and unrecorded (that is unreserved for Indians or others, 
or unrecorded in the name of any other applicant). 


Aliens may also record such surveyed or unsurveyed land on making a 
declaration of intention to become a British subject. 


The quantity of land that may be recorded or pre-empted is not to exceed 
320 acres northward and eastward of the Cascade or Coast Mountains, or 160 
acres in the rest of the province. 


No person can hold more than one pre-emption claim at atime. Prior record 
or pre-emption of one claim, and all rights under it, are forfeited by subsequent 
record or pre-emption of another claim. 
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Land recorded or pre-empted cannot be transferred or conveyed till after a 
Crown grant has been issued. 


Such land, until the Crown grant is issued, is held by occupation. Such 
occupation must be a bona fide personal residence of the settler or his family. 


The settler must enter into occupation of the land within thirty days after 
recording, and must continue to occupy it. 


Continuous absence for a longer period than two months consecutively of the 
settler or family is deemed cessation of occupation ; but leave of absence may be 
_ granted not exceeding six months in any one year, inclusive of two months’ 
absence. 


Land is considered abandoned if unoccupied for more than two months con- 
secutively. 


If so abandoned the land becomes waste lands of the Crown. 
The fee on recording is two dollars (8s). 


The settler shall have the land surveyed at his own instance (subject to the 
rectification of the boundaries) within five years from date of record. 


After survey has been made, upon proof, in declaration in writing of himself 
and two other persons, of occupation for two years from date of pre-emption, and 
of having made permanent improvement on the land to the value of two dollars 
and fifty cents per acre, the settler on producing the pre-emption certificate, 
obtains a certificate of improvement. 


After obtaining the certificate of improvement and paying for the land the 
settler is entitled to a Crown grant in fee simple. He pays five dollars therefor. 


The price of Crown lands, pre-empted is one dollar (four shillings) per acre, 
which must be paid in four equal instalments, as follows : 


First instalment two years from date of record or pre-emption, and yearly 
thereafter, but the last instalment is not payable till after the survey, if the land is 
unsurveyed. 


Two, three or four settlers may enter into partnership with pre-emptions of 
160 acres each, and reside on one homestead. Improvements amounting to $2.50 
per acre made on some portion thereof will secure Crown grant for the whole. 


The Crown grant reserves to the Crown a royalty of five cents per ton on 
every ton of merchantable coal raised or gotten from the land, not including dross 
or fine slack, and fifty cents per M. on timber. All coal and petroleum Crown 
lands are now reserved under Land Act Amendment, 1899. 


No Crown grant can be issued to an alien who may have recorded or pre- 
empted by virtue of his declaring his intention to become a British subject, unless 
he has become naturalized. 
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The heirs of devisees of the settler are entitled to the Crown grant on his 
decease. 


Crown lands may be purchased to the extent of 640 acres. Minimum price 
of first class land, $5 per acre ; second class, $2.50 per acre ; third class, $1 per 
acre. No settlement duties are required on such land unless a second purchase is 
contemplated. In such a case the first purchase must be improved to the extent 
of $5 per acre for first class ; $2.50, second class ; and $1, third class, 


Leases of Crown lands in lots not exceeding 20 acres may be obtained ; and 
if requisite improvements are made at the expiration of lease, Crown grants are 
issued. 


Leases are also granted for hay lands for terms not exceeding ten years, and 
for any purpose whatsoever, except cutting hay, for a term not exceeding 21 years. 


Twenty-one years’ timber leases are now subject to public competition, and 
the highest cash bonus is accepted, subject to the 50 cents per M. royalty above 
mentioned and an annual rental, in advance, of 15 cents per acre. The holder 
must put up a sawmill capable of cutting not less than 1,000 feet of lumber per 
day of 12 hours for every 400 acres of land in such lease ; and such mill shall be 
kept running for at least six months in every year. 


Pre-emptors of Crown lands who, at the time of the coming into force of this 
Act, are in arrear in the payments of instalments of purchase money required to 
be paid by section 24 of the ‘‘ Land Act” shall, on conforming with the pro- 
visions of the ‘‘ Land Act,” except as hereby altered, be entitled to obtain Crown 
grants of their pre-emptions upon payment of twenty-five per cent. of such instal- 
ments in arrear on or before the 31st day of Decentber, 1900, twenty-five per cent. 
on or before the 30th day of June, 1901, and twenty-five per cent. on or before 
the 31st day of December, 1901, and without any further payment of interest of 
arrears of interest, upon such instalments in arrear, and upon payment in full 
according to the terms of the ‘* Land Act,” of the instalments not in arrear at 
the coming into force of this Act ; or on payment in full of all instalments of 
unpaid purchase money, whether in arrear ,or not in arrear at the coming into 
force of this Act, but without any further payment of interest, or arrears or 
interest, if such payments be made after said 31st day of December, 1901, but 
on or before the 30th day of June, 1902.

To the Members of the British Columbia Board of Trade 


GENTLEMEN,—In presenting the Eighteenth Annual Report 
we may congratulate you upon the substantial advance made by 
the Province during the past twelve months. We consider the 
forecast made to you a year ago has been largely realized, and we 
now beg to submit the data upon which this opinion is based. 


Obituary. Before proceeding, however, we would refer 

Bere = with-much regret to the loss this Board has sus: 
tained by the decease of the late Vice-President, Mr. Gustav 
Leiser. Your Council at a special meeting having unanimously 
adopted a resolution containing a brief tribute to his memory, 
it only remains for us to mention the very active part the late 
Mr. Leiser took in matters connected with the erection of the 
Board of Trade building. 


This Board has also lost another very zealous member in 
the late Mr. H. F. Heisterman. He was connected with the 
institution since its inception. The resolution of condolence 
passed on that occasion together with that referring to the late 
Mr. Leiser will be found in the Appendices hereto. 
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Mining. The increased value in products of the mines 
is indicated by the following table which has been 
prepared with great care by the very competent Provincial

Some other tables received from the same source will be 
found in the Appendices, from which it will be seen that the 
output of the mines in Kootenay during 1806 nearly doubled 
that of the previous year. 


In the Trail subdivision over 175 claims are being worked 
and five have developed into mines from which regular shipments. 
of ore are made. The quartz, carrying gold and copper, is 
mostly found under an iron capping and hitherto it has been 
necessary to do considerable work before reaching pay ore. 
This accounts for the small number of shipping mines when. 
compared with the number of claims being worked. There are 
enormous quantities of low grade ore which cannot be profitably 
handled at present, owing to the high rates for transportation 
and treatment, costing together from $10 to $14 per ton. It is 
expected, however, that these difficulties will be partially over- 
come by the erection of smelters nearer the mines, and the 
cheap fuel which will be available, as soon as the Crow’s Nest 
Pass Railway is in operation. 


A very interesting experiment was recently made with ten 
tons of silicious ore containing $16 per ton in gold. In milling 
and concentrating 65 per cent. was saved. The surface indica- 
tions of the Trail subdivision claims are rarely very promising, 
but the ore is usually found to increase in value with depth and 
often the veins widen. The average value of the ore shipped 
from Trail mines may be taken at $40 per ton. 
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Rossland, the centre of this subdivision, is now tapped by 
two railways. The Columbia & Western, 11% miles long, ter- 
minates at Trail on the Columbia River. The Red Mountain 
Railway gives Rossland and some of the principal mines adjacent, 
direct communication with two United States trunk lines. 
Trail ores are now treated at Smelters on Puget Sound and in 
Montana, Colorado and other United States points. 


The Nelson subdivision of West Kootenay is not so well 
advanced as Trail, but there is promise of considerable mining 
development in the immediate future. During 1896, 2544 
mineral locations were recorded, and many of these are now 
being worked. The recent discoveries are varied in character, 
some being similar to the Trail ores and others are gold-silver 
quartz with galena. They lie principally south of the Town of 
Nelson in the Salmon River country, through which the Nelson 
and Fort Sheppard Railway runs. 


In the Ainsworth subdivision, the mines, excepting the 
_ Blue Bell, show an increase in output. 


The Slocan subdivision has made a remarkable record. Its 
area does not exceed 15 by 25 miles and silver-galena ore was 
only discovered there in 1891. At present this subdivision con- 
tains about 50 nines from which regular shipments of ore are 
made: The average of that shipped during 1896 contained 117 
ounces of silver per ton and 52 per cent. of lead, and is estimated 
to have returned the mine owners a net profit of $75 per ton. 
Slocan is often spoken of as the ‘‘ poor man’s mining camp.” 
The veins being mostly situated on steep mountains, can be 
worked by tunnels, and very little capital has been necessary to 
place the properties on a paying basis... Railways connect this 
subdivision with the Columbia River and Kootenay Lake, on 
each of which there is a daily service between the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Arrowhead and the United States systems at 
Nelson and Bonner’s Ferry. 


East Kootenay has not yet received so much attention as 
the country adjoining on the west, the natural advantages for 
transportation not being equal. There is abundant evidence,

however, that this section is rich in gold, silver, lead and copper, 
and the assured early construction of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
Railway has already given an impetus to mining development. 
There are very extensive deposits of coal along the proposed line 
of railway which at present cannot be profitably marketed, and 
the benefits which the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway will confer 
upon the mining camps referred to can hardly be overestimated. 
Cheap fuel, coal and coke, will make it possible to treat enor- 
mous quantities of low grade ores which now lie undisturbed. 
The increased competition in all kinds of supplies which will 
follow the opening of the new railway will also materially assist 
the cheaper mining of all grades of ores. 


If the expectations formed from surface indications are 
realized, the oil fields of East Kootenay will possibly furnish 
another important industry. 


Passing on to Boundary Creek, ‘situated near the United 
States boundary in the District of Yale, we find very important 
mining works in progress. Previous to January 1st, 1895, only 
370 claims had been registered, but during the following twelve 
months and during 1896, 771 and 1279 new claims were recorded 
respectively. The ores mostly carry gold and already many rich 
deposits have been discovered, but the great cost of transporta- 
tion, sixty or more miles haulage by wagon, has retarded 
extensive operations. 


Before proceeding further, it will be found instructive to 
follow the developments embraced in the area referred to. The 
first shipments of ore were from mines near Nelson and Ains- 
worth situated conveniently near the great natural waterway 
afforded by Kootenay Lake. Shortly after, rich ore deposits 
were found in the Slocan; so rich were these discoveries that 
only a year passed before railways were projected which gave 
the Slocan mining camps connection with lakes and rivers on 
the east and west. 


The general public was scarcely aware of the value of these 
silver-lead locations when the copper-gold deposits near Ross- 
land were heralded forth. Upon the wealth of this country 
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being demonstrated two railways were almost immediately pro- 
jected and now place Rossland within easy reach of the outside 
world. In the meantime, the great crowd of prospectors had 
dispersed to new regicns, to fields further removed from natural 
waterways and in some cases so remote that ore averaging $100 
per ton could hardly be handled at a profit. In East Kootenay 
many such properties will be placed ona paying basis by the 
opening of the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway. In the Boundary 
Creek country a similar result may be expected upon the opening 
of the projected railway between Penticton and Rossland, and 
after the prospectors have more thoroughly examined the 
country which these railways will traverse other districts in turn 
_ will receive their attention. 


Yale and Lillooet Districts have already furnished evidence 
of great mineral wealth. 


In the Cariboo District large sums of money have been 
expended upon mining works, principally hydraulic. These 
workings suffered during 1896, the season being the driest ever 
known, and not many of the claims were operated more than a 
few weeks. 


Mining by hydraulic elevators is being successfully carried 
on, but river dredging is still in the experimental stage. 


Great efforts, costing large sums of money, are being made 
to reach the bottom of deep channels of creeks, the surfaces of 
which were worked some thirty years since. Those placer 
claims furnished work for hundreds of men at wages from $8 to 
$10 per day, but the bottoms of the deep channels were not 
reached. This is now being effected by shafts and tunnels and 
some idea of the magnitude of the work may be judged from 
the experience of a company engaged in these creek diggings. 
Bedrock in the channel is ascertained to be 100 feet from the 
surface of the ground—but in order to reach it it has been found 
necessary to sink and run about 1,500 feet of shafts and tunnels. 


A theory has lately been evolved that the earlier waterways 
of Cariboo were different from those which now exist. This 
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has led to prospecting in what are believed to be dry beds of 
former rivers and creeks, and it is reported that immense quan- 
tities of gold bearing gravel have been located. It is hoped 
that before this is in print we may be ina position to give further 
particulars regarding these late discoveries. 


Both placer and quartz mining received more than usual 
attention during the year 1896, and it has been ascertained that 
large bodies of ore will yield satisfactory to the cyanide treat- 
ment. 


In the Omenica subdivision preparations are being made 
for hydraulic workings. The gravel must be very rich to induce 
the companies to pay over $300 per ton freight on the plant and 
work in a country where it costs $12.50 to place a 5olb. sack of 
flour. 


The future of Cariboo depends upon cheaper transporta- 
tion, and as soon as the building of the railway between Bute 
Inlet and Quesnelle is assured greatly increased activity may be 
expected in Cariboo in all kinds of mining. 


Immediately north of Cariboo is the District of Cassiar, an 
immense country, very little prospected. Several of the water- 
ways have afforded rich placer diggings. 


It is hardly within the scope of this report to do more than 
mention the Yukon gold fields which lie north of Cassiar 
in the North-West Territory of Canada. The latest excitement 
resulted from discoveries on the Klondyke River and tributaries. 
Some of these are reported by old miners to equal California in 
early days in richness. It is believed that this mineral belt 
extends to Cassiar and that the whole of the divide will be found _ 
to be rich in gold. 


Some prospecting has been done in the Coast District, but 
it has been principally confined to the inlets and points easy of 
access by water. Specimens from such locations have assayed 
well, but the owners of the claims seldom have the means for 
carrying on extensive development. 
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In consequence of the numerous attractions in the interior, 
{especially in Kootenay) it is not easy to get men with capital 
to give claims on the coast and islands of British Columbia the 
attention they undoubtedly deserve. Many of these being close 
to navigable waters the ores can be transported at a small cost 
to the smelters. The principal quartz developments are being 
made on claims situate on Texada Island, and from one of these 
mines shipments have been made for several months past. 
Other properties on the north of Texada Island will soon be ina 
position to commence shipping. All the ores carry gold and 
some of it is free milling. Claims on Valedz Island are also 
being worked with encouraging results. 


Queen Charlotte Island is known to be rich in minerals— 
gold, silver, ironandcopper. Coal of excellent quality has been 
found near navigable water. 


On Vancouver Island, especially on the West Coast, pro- 
-specting is being actively prosecuted and immense bodies of 
quartz carrying copper and gold have recently been located. 
Many claims are being worked, but no important shipments of 
ore have yet been made. The owners interested in these devel- 
opment works are most sanguine as to the value of their respect- 
ive claims, and assert that only capital is required to establish 
many paying mines. 


Year by year this Board has called attention to the great 
value of the iron deposits of British Columbia. This natural 
resource has not yet been examined into but it is expected, now 
that interest in the natural resources of British Columbia is 
greatly increasing, the possibility of successfully operating 
extensive blast furnaces may receive due attention. | 


The output of coal during 1896 was 846,235 tons; 1,565 
tons of coke were produced additional. The coke ovens have 
only recently been completed; the output of coke is therefore 
likely to be largely increased in the next return. 


The foregoing summary embraces an area of nearly 400,000 
square miles, and in consequence of the ever changing aspect of 
mining affairs it is simply impossible to present an up-to-date

account of what is going on. Whilst individuals are numerous 
who assert that the particular localities with which they are 
acquainted are rich in precious metals beyond all question, no 
one can point with any degree of certainty to that portion of the 
Province where is to be found the greatest wealth of minerals. 
It is more than ever apparent that only a superficial knowledge 
has yet been obtained and that within the last few years. When 
all the conditions are fully realized, the immensity and richness 
of the treasure fields, and that they are entirely within British 
influence, also beyond the sphere of possible foreign complica- 
tions, it is reasonable to expect an influx of capital for the reali- 
zation of this underground wealth, exceeding the hopes of the — 
most sanguine. 


In the previous annual report, attention was directed to the 
principle upon which some companies were being formed. Mere 
prospects were taken over by companies capitalized out of all 
proportion to the value of the claims acquired, the vendors of 
the property taking by far the larger share of the stock in pay- 
ment. Although such stock purported to be worth one dollar 
per share, it was placed on the market at prices from one cent 
upwards, according to the probable demand. An extensive 
business was done for several months, mostly by persons who 
invested in the hope of early realization at an advance. In the 
majority of such cases there were insufficient funds for working 
the claims, and at present many stocks can be bought for much 
less than was paid for them. That such is the case is rather 
beneficial than otherwise to the mining industry, because there 
will now be a tendency to organize companies on a proper busi- 
ness basis for development work. 


This Board’s Mining Committee went very thoroughly into 
the matter, and in a report which was approved at a special 
general meeting and afterwards forwarded to the Provincial 
Government, certain recommendations were made tending 
towards the protection of the general public when dealing in 
these mining stocks. 


Fisheries, The salmon pack of 601,570 cases during 1896 
was the largest on record; a very satisfactory 
result when it is considered that last year was what is known 
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as an -‘‘off season”’ on account of the smaller number of fish 
entering the rivers. The increase in the pack was partly due to 
new canneries, but there is no doubt that the hatchery on the 
Fraser River also contributed towards it. 


The importance of establishing hatcheries on the Skeena 
and Naas Rivers and Rivers Inlet and additional ones on the 
Fraser River was brought to the notice of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and it was understood that the work would be com- 
menced last year and continued systematically. We regret to 
report that such was not done. 


The fisheries of British Columbia are capable of far greater 
“expansion and should give employment to many of the schooners 
formerly engaged in sealing. The supply of several kinds of 
excellent food fish is practically inexhaustible. 


The United States furnishes a good market for halibut, but 
the duty of half a cent a pound amounts to a large sum on the 
annual quantity sent there, and represents a loss of profit to 

_ British Columbia fishermen when competing with those from 
United States ports, who fish mostly in what are claimed to be 
Canadian waters. This matter has been brought to the notice 
of the Dominion Government, but the steps taken have not yet 
had any appreciable effect. 


The Report of the Dominion Government Commercial 
Agent to Mexico and countries to the south will be looked for 
with much interest as it is believed that markets for large quan- 
tities of low priced fish will be found there. 


Sealing. The condition of the sealing industry may be 
judged from the following figures:

The Spring catch this year was only 5,035 seals, which is 
3,893 less than during the same period in 1896. This continu- 
ous and very serious falling off is due principally to the restric- 
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tions imposed upon the industry, but low prices and bad weather 
have also affected it appreciably. 


Until lately, 807 whites and 903 Indians were employed in 
sealing. 


The value of the catch for some years averaged $750,000 
per annum. 


The commissioner’s appointed under the convention between 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Government and the United States were 
in session continuously at Victoria between November 23rd, 
1896, and February 2nd, 1897. The total amount of claims 
submitted is $857,702.23, with interest at the rate of 7 per cent. 
per annum from the date of alleged illegal seizure. Written 
arguments and replies on both sides have been presented, and 
the oral arguments by counsel will be made next month at 
Halifax. 


Lumber. The exports of lumber during 1896 show a 
Pee Wis good increase compared with several of the pre- 
ceding years, but during the past few months there has been a 
falling off and at present the demand from all parts is limited. 


The combine between the principal exporting mills on the 
North Pacific ocean does not now exist, and competition is very 
keen, present prices being barely remunerative. 


For some years past this Board has urged that all lumber 
for export be graded, as such specific grading would protect 
millmen and simplify the work of purchasers when placing 
orders. The Local Legislature recently passed the necessary 
Act, which may-be enforced at any time by proclamation of the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. 


The wooded area of British Columbia is estimated at 
285,000 square miles, and includes 4o kinds of timber. These 
forests will increase in value year by year as the supply dimin- 
ishes in the east. 


It is regretable that the annual destruction by fires is so 
great, and it is feared that some have been started with the view 
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of clearing tracts of land simply to make prospecting for min- 
erals more easy. There is an Act which provides for such cases, 
and it is hoped that effective measures will be taken for the 
apprehension and punishment of offenders. 


Agriculture. The crops of all kinds of agricultural products 

~ grown in British Columbia during 1896 were fair 
and the whole found ready markets at good prices. Stocks are 
very low at present and the outlook is favorable for this year. 


Fruit crops were satisfactory and the Fruit Growers’ Ship- 
ping Associations, recently formed, are proving successful. 


Most of the cities have substantially built markets and great 
efforts are being made to increase their usefulness by bringing 
together a larger number of farmers and consumers. Beneficial 
results are expected from these efforts. 


The creameries are increasing in number and the butter is 
disposed of as fast as produced at remunerative prices. The 
importations from the east and from the United States are not 
materially diminished as with the larger population in the mining 
districts, there has been a greater demand for this article. 


The opportunities for small and mixed farming in this Pro- 
vince are not receiving the attention they deserve. The mining 
districts are settling up rapidly and furnish markets for all kinds 
of agricultural products. The miners live well, if possible, and 
fresh supplies are invariably purchased in preference to those in 
cans. There is no probability of these markets being over- 
supplied for many years. 


It is stated that Japan is greatly in need of horses for mili- 
tary purposes; if such is the case, many could be supplied from 
this Province. 


Industrial The smelters lately established at Trail and 
Estabishments. Nelson are fully employed and their capacity has 
™ been increased since they were ‘blown in.” 
Refining plants have’ been added and instead of shipping 
‘“matte” it is now treated on the spot. 
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Smelter men have been looking at points on the Mainland 
and Vancouver Island for suitable sites for their operations, one 
object being to locate on a good harbour. In this respect there 
is no better than Esquimalt, which also has the advantage of 
being on the route of regular steamships to China, where there 
is an extensive market for lead. 


In the Slocan country five concentrators are reducing silver- 
galena ores, and as the output of the mines increases, others 
will be built. These concentrators and smelters furnish employ- 
ment for many skilled and ordinary labourers at good wages. 


British Columbia is the largest manufacturer in the Do- 
minion in proportion to population. The following establish- 
ments are mostly able to supply present local demands: Lum- 
ber mills, sash and door factories, shipyards, iron foundries, 
machine shops, flour, rice and oatmeal mills, chemical works, 
paint works, soap factories, coffee and spice mills, breweries, 
carriage factories, powder works and potteries. | 


The manufacture of wood pulp for export has not yet started 
here, but the natural conditions appear favourable for such an 
industry. . 


During the past week metallurgical works have been estab- 
lished at Victoria, capacity at present 20 tons of ore per day. A 
chlorination plant is in course of erection and as soon as the 
works are completed ores will be treated by several different 
processes. These works are the first of the kind established in 
British Columbia and should be of great value to mine owners. 


Railways. The railway between Trail and a point oppo- 

“site Robson on the Columbia River, a portion of 
the ‘‘Columbia and Western,” from the Columbia River to 
Penticton, for which a charter was granted in 1896, will be open 
for traffic very soon. The line between Trail and Rossland is 
being widened to standard gauge 


A line is also being built by the C. P. R. Co. from Slocan 
Lake to Slocan Junction on the Columbia and Kootenay 
Railway. 
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With the immediate commencement of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
Railway much greater activity will be shown, and it is expected 
will continue for some years as other important railways appear 
to be on the eve of construction. 


Tenders are being called for a considerable section of the 
Crow’s Nest Pass Railway, between Lethbridge and the Kootenay 
Lake. Itis probable that 100 miles will be built this year, and that 
the road as far as the lake, another 200 miles, will be completed 
by the 31st December, 1898. Nelson, the objective point, may 
be reached by ferrying the cars across the lake for a time, whilst 
the line is being continued to give all rail connection. The cost 
of the 330 miles is estimated at twenty-five to twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars per mile, exclusive of the equipment of the road. 


The Coast Cities have made strenuous efforts to secure the. 
building of a direct railway into Kootenay, and the Provincial 
Legislature recognizing its importance, voted a grant in aid of 
$4000 per mile for 330 miles between Boundary Creek and the 
coast, one of the conditions being that the company receiving it 
should equip and maintain a ferry suitable for freight and pass- 
enger cars between the Mainland and Vancouver Island. The 
Dominion Government was also disposed to aid the immediate 
construction of that portion between the Columbia River and 
Penticton, but in consequence of the opposition of rival charter 
applicants that aid has been withheld, and unless prompt and 
united action is taken it is feared there will be delay in com- 
mencing the line. 


The local Legislature also voted a grant in aid of 230 miles 
of railway between Bute Inlet and Quesnelle at the rate of $4000 
per mile. This is a very important line, as in addition to open- 
ing up for development this rich section of the Province, it will 
place the bulk of the trade thus created, in the hands of coast 
city merchants. In consequence of all supplies requiring water 
transportation to Bute Inlet no city will have undue advantage. 
At a comparatively small expenditure, 300 miles of the Fraser 
River can be made navigable, and will be tributary to this 
railway. 


— 
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It is a matter for congratulation to find British capitalists 
interesting themselves in transportation enterprise in this Pro- 
vince, as it affords some assurance that the accounts of the great 
natural resources of British Columbia are gaining credit in 
established centres of finance. The charter of the Cassiar 
Central Railway has been acquired by such persons. Although 
the railway in this case will be short, probably not more than 75 
miles, an immense area will be tributary to it. Fort Wrangel, 
which is open to deep sea vessels, will, in the meantime, be the 
western starting point; from thence passengers and freight will 
be taken on the Company’s steamers to Telegraph Creek, Stick- 
een River, where the railway will begin. The first eastern 
terminus will be at Dease Lake. 


It is proposed that the Company’s steamers run on this 
lake and on the Liard and Frances Rivers, tributaries to the 
Mackenzie River which flows into the Arctic Ocean. A few 
portages only will be necessary to control navigable waters ex- 
tending over at least 1,000 miles. It is expected that prelim- 
inary surveys will be made immediately, and that the railway 
will be completed before the close of 1899. 


Attention is being directed to improved communication with 
the Yukon country, which for some years is likely to be tapped - 
solely from the Pacific coast. Five different routes are favour- 
ably spoken of and each has its strong supporters; it is difficult 
to decide which is the best, for probably no one from personal 
knowledge can report upon more than any two of the five. The 
routes are as follows: 


1. Via Stickeen River and Teslin Lake; 2. Takou River 
and Teslin Lake; 3. White Pass; 4. Chilkoot Pass; 5. The 
Chilkat Pass and what is known as Dalton’s Trail. 


The urgency for immediately improving the existing means 
of communication with the Yukon has received the attention of 
your Council and a deputation waited upon the local Govern- 
ment in March last and represented the necessity for action- 
With commendable promptness a party was sent north by the 
first steamer with instructions to proceed via the Stickeen River 
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and Teslin Lake, and in the event of this route appearing prac- 
ticable, to immediately commence the opening of a trail, for 
which a grant in aid of $2,000 was voted. In view of the 
uncertainty regarding the best route, this was all that could 
reasonably be expected. By this route any bonding difficulties 
with the United States are obviated. 


British capitalists have recently acquired from the Dominion 
Government concessions for trading and transportation in the 
Yukon and provision is being made for building a railway into 
that country via the White Pass. Representatives of the Com- 
pany have gone north and have the trail to Tagish Lake now 
nearly completed. 


Navigation. During the past year a light was placed at the 

~~ entrance of Chemainus harbour. Two beacons 
(daylight marks) were established at Burrard Inlet. A stone 
beacon was built on Beacon Rock, Nanaimo. At False Narrows 
the channel has been marked by spar buoys and pile beacons. 
The stone beacon with electric light on Brotchie Ledge is 
expected to be completed within two months. It is hoped to 
establish a light and fog alarm at the entrance to the First Nar- 
rows, Burrard Inlet, and a light on the Sisters Rocks 1n the Gulf 
of Georgia. These are the only new works contemplated this 
year so far as known. The light at the entrance of Baynes 
Sound will probably be altered with the view of making it of 
more service. 


This Board has urged year by year that the Canadian coasts 
on the Pacific be more efficiently demarcated by lights, beacons 
and buoys, and when the Hon. the Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries visited Victoria in November last. a long list of first 
requirements was presented to him. It is a disappointment to 
find that so few of the important works recommended are likely 
to be undertaken this year. Much regret is felt that so import- 
ant a point as Fiddle Reef has been overlooked, it having been 
specially brought to the notice of the Department of Marine. 


Attention has been directed to the fact that the position of 
some of the first lights established on our coasts give more 
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general satisfaction than others erected later. Further, experi- 
ence shows, wherever it is proposed that a light should be 
placed there is invariably considerable diversity of opinion as to 
the advantage of the particular spot selected... This Board has 


therefore recommended that an honorary board of officers of the: 


Navy and mercantile men—such as proved of great advantage 
in the early days of settlement of this Province—be appointed, 
to act in conjunction with the local agent of the Department of 
Marine, to whom all such matters should be referred, and that 
no further aids to navigation be placed in position until approved 
by such a Board. 


The S.S. Quadra has been employed principally in repairing, 
maintaining and replacing existing aids to navigation. It has 
been recommended by this Board that a smaller vessel would do 
equally well for such service, and that the S.S. Quadra be used 
for revenue purposes, and be kept in commission all the year 
round. 


Ocean Trade. The volume of Trade with China and Japan is 

yearly increasing. The Canadian Pacific steam- 
ships have the principal passenger business, they also carry very 
full freights on both voyages. 


The Northern Pacific Company has four regular steamships 
which give a three-weekly service. At present this Company 
has five additional ships engaged in freighting. 


The Oregon Railway and Navigation Company’s steamship 
service has been maintained. 


The Canada-Australia service has recently been augmented 
by an additional steamship. 


The success which has attended the subsidizing of the 
Canada-Australia line is very gratifying and should encourage 
the Dominion Government to seek new trade channels. It is 
believed that Mexico, Central and South America, offer markets 
for the disposal of large quantities of Canadian manufactures 
and natural products. The coal and lumber of British Colum- 
bia should find more extensive markets there and considerable 
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business should be done in other lines. As far as can be seen 
the exports to those countries would exceed the imports for 
some time, hence there is all the greater inducement for looking 
into these trade possibilities. The matter was brought to the 
notice of each of the three Dominion Government Ministers who 
visited this Province in the fall of last year; it was also brought 
before the Department of Trade and Commerce and this Board’s 
recommendation that a Commercial Agent be appointed to ascer- 
tain how far the foregoing conjectures are correct has already 
been acted upon. 


The appointment of an agent was recommended as a pre- 
liminary step to the subsidizing of a direct line of steamships, 
in the event of conditions being favourable, for it is felt that the 
desired trade can only be successfully established by regular and 
direct communication. A Victoria firm has approached the 
Dominion Government with an offer to put on a regular monthly 
‘service, and it is understood that this offer may be considered 
when the time arrives for subsidizing a line. 


South Africa has been recommended by this Board as 
embracing markets for Canadian goods in much larger quanti- 
ties than at present exported. It is believed that a Commercial 
Agent could greatly assist in building up the desired trade. 


Siberia is being looked to as an outlet for Canadian goods. 


Yukon. Attention has already been directed to the 

ean richness of the Yukon placer gold mines. Per- 
sons interested in them should read the reports lately made to 
the Dominion Government by Mr. William Ogilvie, land sur- 
veyor. There has been a great rush of miners to that country, 
and many are kept back only on account of transportation difh- 
culties. These difficulties, it is expected, will soon be evercome 
by. the opening up of one or more of the routes previously men- 
tioned, and avery large trade may be expected to result. At 
present the trade of the Yukon is principally in the hands of 
United States merchants, and prospectors are made to believe that 
the Klondyke gold fields are in United States territory. The

gold fields herein referred to are all in Canada and removed 
from any possibility of boundary dispute by many miles. This 
matter has been taken up by the local press and it is hoped that 
the press throughout Canada will use its influence in making 
known the location of these mines. 


The loss of duty which might be collected on miners’ out- 
fits and supplies going in via the White and Dyea Passes is a 
very serious one to the Dominion. Customs officers should be 
stationed there and at the entrance to Canadian territory by 
each of the other routes. 


It is hoped to append hereto a small sketch-map showing 
these gold fields and those of Cassiar and Cariboo, with the 
position of the cities of this Province as a supply base. 


In consequence of the many attractions nearer home, British: 
Columbia merchants have not yet fully realized the trade possi- 
bilities with the Yukon. ‘ 


Mail Service. That business should be interrupted by delayed’ 
mails to and from the east for a period of ten days. 


iS a very serious matter. It is fortunate, however, that such 
delays as occurred last month do not happen often, and it 
seems only reasonable that on these occasions mails should be 
forwarded by some other route, even if more circuitous, when- 
ever a Saving of time can be effected. 


The attention of the Postmaster-General has been called to 
mails for the south being delayed at Seattle nearly a day. The 
train for southern points leaves shortly before the arrival of the 
steamer from Victoria; consequently the mails are held over 
until the following day. As there are two steamers daily 
(morning and evening) by which mails can be carried, it is. 
hoped that better arrangements will be made very soon. 


Until the first day of June last, connection by steamers 
between Revelstoke and West Kootenay points was tri-weekly. 
On the date mentioned a daily service was inaugurated, but the 
mails go forward only three tiv hes during the week as before. 
This matter has been brought to the notice of the Hon. the 
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Postmaster-General, and it has been urged that advantage 
should he taken of the improved steamer service to forward the 
mails daily. 


The contract for the northern mail service expired on the 
3oth ultimo, but it is not yet known what new arrangements 
will be made. It is hoped that they will provide for a more 
frequent delivery of mails as recommended by this Board. 


Imperial The important question of Imperial Federa- 
Federation. tion is now under consideration in Council by the 
“~~ Premiers of the Colonies and the Rt. Hon. Joseph 

Chamberlain. Canada has set a splendid example by giving 
preferential rates on goods from Great Britain and New South 
Wales. It is hoped that this action will be followed by other 
Colonies in the near future. 


Immigration. At the request of this Board, Colonel the Hon- 

ourable James Baker, Minister of Immigration, 
has kindly furnished a report upon Immigration and Coloniza- 
tion. The report will be tound in the Appendices. 


Outlook. The outlook for continued prosperity, and that 
too ona scale greater than anything heretofore 
enjoyed, was never so cheerful as it appeared only a month ago, 
for the prospect of large bodies of men finding immediate 
employment in railway construction, and the certainty of the 
sections to be-traversed adding to the number of mines making 
regular shipments of ore, was indeed encouraging. Since then, 
however, the prorogation of the Dominion Parliament without 
a vote in aid of any portion of the Coast-Kootenay Railway has 
cast a gloom over the business portion of the community, and 
_has proved a bitter disappointment to all who had the interests 
of the country at heart. In seeking such aid, this Province 
asked for only a fair return upon its contributions to the Federal 
exchequer, which amount to over two million dollars per annum. 
Further, it had been represented to the Dominion Government 
by this Board that the exchequer receives from each taxpayer of 
British Columbia $18.60, as compared with $8.40 paid into the 
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local treasury, and that therefore the adoption of a liberal rail- 
way policy in this Province, which would assist in building up 
the various industries, would be a very profitable investment. 


It was most unfortunate that the rival charter applicants 
for the Coast-Kootenay line should have disagreed, but their 
disagreement is not considered sufficient to warrant the Dominion 
Government in retarding the progress of an important portion 
of this Province for a whole year, and it is recommended that an 
effort be made to induce the local Government to appoint dele- 
gates to confer with the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier on his 
return from England, with the view of arranging for the immedi- 
ate construction of that section of the line between the Columbia 
River and Pencticton, and of its continuance towards the coast 
at an early date. 


It is believed, that were the local Government to adopt the 
course recommended, the Dominion authorities might then 
exercise their powers and give such assurance of aid as the Hon. 
the Minister of Railways led this Province to expect. 


The policy of the Dominion Government in controlling rates 
whenever Federal aid is given towards construction, is to be 
highly commended, and with such a safeguard it is a matter of 
little importance by what Company the railway is built. 


Attention is again directed to the insufficiency of aids to 
navigation on these coasts. Yearly increased shipping adds to 
the importance of having lights, beacons and buoys placed as 
recommended. 


The establishment of salmon hatcheries on the Skeena and 
other northern points, also an additional hatchery on the Fraser 
River, were asked for, but these matters appear to be held in 
abeyance. It is desired to impress the fact that British Columbia ~ 
is not a supplicant for favours in respect to any of the foregoing 
requisitions, they are but just dues. 


The possibility for increased business for the coast cities is 
very great, nor can it be said that in this respect any particular 
one has the advantage over the rest. With a direct railway into 
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Kootenay, ores from that country could be smelted probably at 
less cost than near the mines, as fuels are cheap and on the sea- 
board there is a greater choice of fluxes. The Penticton- 
Boundary branch of the Coast-Kootenay Railway is therefore of 
the first importance, in consequence of the advanced state of 
mining between the Columbia River and its western terminus. 
But the railway between Bute Inlet and Quesnelle will make 
Cariboo tributary to this coast; so also will be the districts of 
Cassiar and the Yukon, when communications are improved. 
Only those who are acquainted with the vast resources of the 
North can appreciate what its opening up and development -will 
mean to the cities on this coast. These are matters to be kept 
constantly in view and advanced at every opportunity. 


The Provincial Government securities and municipal deben- 
tures continue to rank high in financial centres. Foreign capital 
is also being freely put into the mines, and it is expected that 
other industries will soon receive more attention. Few countries 
can offer more varied and profitable.investments than British 
Columbia. 


The exports and imports during the past year exceeded 
those of any previous twelve months. 


The statistical information herewith will be found complete 
and more interesting than usual. 


It is gratifying to find that this Board will begin the new 
year with the largest membership in its history, and the increas- 
ing business which falls upon the Council and Standing Com- 
mittees leads to the hope that the highest point of its strength 
and usefulness has not yet been reached.

APPENDICES. 


Immigration. 


PROVINCIAL SECRETARY'S OFFICE, 
VICTORIA, JULY oth, 1897. 


I am able to give a satisfactory report of the immigration to the Province for 
the past year. 


It may be understood that the Government discourages pauper immigration, 
because there is no difficulty in finding labour for the promotion of the various 
industries of the Province. But in view of the fact that notwithstanding the 
favourable conditions for agriculture, both as to land and climate, which exists in 
many parts of the country, we still import nearly two-thirds of the food which is 
consumed, it is manifestly advisable to encourage as far as possible the settlement 
of farming colonists who have each a small capital sufficient for the establishment 
of an agricultural home. If such settlers are scattered over the large area of our 
Province, they may grow crops in abundance, but they cannot, in many cases, 
find a market for their produce for want of facilities for communication. It is 
therefore advisable to give every encouragement to immigrants to combine in 
colonies on such points in the Province as will put them in touch with the great 
cities as markets for their produce. This has been done in the case of Bella Coola 
on the North-West Coast of the Mainland, and at Cape Scott and Quatsino on the 
north of Vancouver’s Island. 


At Bella Coola there are now over two hundred Norwegian colonists, 
including men, women and children, and more are expected in a few months, 
They are establishing comfertable homes and are well satisfied with the locality, 
which is very favourable for agriculture. Both men and women find work at the 
canneries during the fishing season. A wharf has been built at the head of the 
inlet which admits of large steamers coming alongside, and a wagon-road is con- 
tinued from the wharf through the settlement. A trail has been opened up from 
the settlement into the rich grazing grounds of the interior, which admits of cattle 
being driven down for shipment at the wharf. Several promising mineral claims 
have been located in the neighbourhood as a result of the settlement and there is 
a fair prospect of a mining camp being established there. The lands in the Bella 
Coola and tributary valleys will be thrown open to pre-emption next month and 
there is ample room for two thousand inhabitants. 
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The Norwegian colony at Quatsino numbers twenty-seven locations and the 
settlers are well satisfied and expect a further increase to their number. 


At Cape Scott the Danes have just located their holdings, and expect a large 
increase in their colony this Autumn. They are a fine, hardy set of men, and 
intend bringing in their families. They will engage in fishing and dairy farming. 


It must take time before these and similar colonies can develop, as they are 
composed of men of small means who have to commence in a small way and work 
up, but they are so far men and women of the right stamp and they form zzzclez 
of what in time will be flourishing settlements of good, honest and law abiding 


citizens.

Report of Mining Committee re Formation of Mining 
Companies. 


Victoria, B. C., NOVEMBER 2nd, 1896. 
Zo the President and Counctl of the British Columbia Board of Trade: 


DEAR Srrs,—Referring to your favour of September 2nd, asking us to take 
under consideration and advise you upon that paragraph in the Board’s last Annual 
Report, directing attention to the principle upon which some mining companies 
are formed. ‘‘ The system of capitalizing slightly developed mineral claims for 
**Jarge sums of money and selling the stock at a small percentage of the par 
“value, is, in the case of the liquidation of the company, fraught with serious 
** consequences to the holders, and in any event prejudicial to the proper develop- 
‘“ment of the mine. The laws of British Columbia are opposed to a company 
‘« selling its stock at a discount, yet these have been evaded in the case of some 
‘¢ mining ventures. Discontinuance of this practice and compliance with Provin- 
“* cial laws will be some guarantee that companies are formed for the purpose of 
‘‘working the mines instead of unduly enriching the promoters of the schemes. 
‘« The incoming Council should look into this matter and, if necessary, bring it to 
** the notice of the Provincial Government with the view of remedial legislation.” 
Fully realizing the great importance of the subject, your Committee on Mines and 
Mining have held several meetings, discussed the subject with many persons and 
corresponded with the Boards of Trade, Stock Exchanges, and the gexeral 
managers of several of the largest financial institutions in Canada. ; 


Replies have been received from some while others still have the matter under 
consideration. 


After seriously considering the different phases of the subject and looking at 
the matter in its broadest sense, and with the sole object of bringing the mining

industry of this Province to a sound and healthy basis, your Committee make the 
following recommendations as the basis of your action, if thought necessary to 
bring the subject to the notice of the Provincial Government : 


1. No mining companies to be registered to do business in this Province 
except those organized under British or Canadian Acts. 


2. The following scale of fees to be charged by the Government on all 
mining companies incorporated. 


(For purpose of comparison, we place in parallel columns the fees which 
would have to be paid in Britain.)

3. Not less than one-third of capital to be set apart for ‘‘ working capital ”” 
and which shall not be sold for less than par value. 


4. Careful revision and consolidation of the ‘‘ Companies’ Act,” particularly 
as applying to the organization of mining companies. 


5. Ifat all possible, to prevent the repetition of the names of claims. 


6. Consider the advisability of allowing the head offices of companies 
organized »nder British Columbia Acts to be located in other parts of Canada, 
and Boards of Directors of such companies not necessarily to be residents of 
British Columbia. 


A British Company has its head office in the United Kingdom and has its 
Board of Directors there. 


7. The Provincial Government to require from all mining companies incor- 
porated in British Columbia, or registered under the ‘‘Companies’ Acts, Foreign,” 
an annual or semi-annual statement, which statement should be published in 
pamphlet form, so that investors at home and abroad would be able to judge of 
the position of their investments. 


The statement should be in tabulated form, not too much in detail, but giving 
the most salient points, after the style of the Dominion Banking Returns :

8. That no shares (other than treasury) be permitted to be issued until after 
a certain percentage (if only 5%) of the treasury stock has been sold, and the 
money in the hands of the company. 


In its issue of September 18th, the Rossland Miner had a strongly worded 
’ editorial upon this question, to which we beg to call your attention, as it shows 
the feeling of the mining district to be in the direction of our efforts. 


It is to be expected that some of the foregoing suggestions will be too radical, 
but the subject must be faced squarely: Are we going to permit our mines to be 
operated by irresponsible persons, with no possible contro] of their actions, or are 
we going to build up our mining industry upon a lasting basis? We all believe 
that we are upon the eve of an immense development of our mineral interests, to 
take rank among the foremost in the world. It is therefore incumbent upon us to 
lay the foundation, not looking to the present only, but to the future, so that 
mining in British Columbia will be synonymous of fair and square business propo- 
sitions, organized on a basis of British integrity and protected by laws that are 
already the admiration of all visitors to our mining camps.

S1r,—By direction of the President and Council of the British Columbia 
Board:of Trade I have the honour to transmit the following reply to your com- 
munication dated 28th August last. 


Exports, 1896.—In consequence of increased competition in the San Fran- 
cisco market, the export of coal mined in British Columbia fell off during the past 
year. The value of precious and base metals exported during the same period is 
a substantial increase compared with previous years The lumber industry has 
steadily improved, and the salmon fishery has been maintained in a healthy 
condition. 
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FuR SEAL FISHERIES.—The restrictions placed upon the fur seal fisheries, 
together with the low prices obtained for the last season’s catch have caused a tem- 
porary collapse of this industry; it is expected, however, that if no further 
restrictions are imposed, operations will continue, but on a smaller scale. The 
sealing fleet, with headquarters at Victoria, comprises 65 schooners, and gave 
employment to 807 whites and 703 Indians; average value of the catch about 
$750,000 per annum. 


FOREIGN TRADE, OUTLOOK.-—In the opinion of this Board material altera- 
tion in the quantities and values of the exports above mentioned, excepting precious 
and base metals, will depend largely upon prices and new markets. The various 
industries, excepting the fur seal, do not appear to be labouring under any very 
serious disadvantages. 


New MarkKets.- -During the recent visits of the Honourables the Ministers 
of Public Works, Marine and Fisheries, and Railways, this Board outlined its 
views in regard to the extension of foreign trade. In this connection attention is 
directed to the export trade of the United States, via San Francisco, to Mexico, 
Central and South America, which amounts to about four million dollars per 
annum. Excepting lumber, these countries are practically unknown to Canadian 
products. 


fishertes.—A suggestion has been made to this Board that some of the 
schooners lately employed in sealing might find profitable employment in catching 
fish for export to the countries named. A trial shipment, without a knowledge 
of the requirements, would be a very risky experiment for any one individual, and 
it is desired that the Dominion Government should send to those parts an agent 
qualified to report upon the matter, also upon existing trade openings and probable 
new ones. 


The supply of food fish in British Columbia waters is unlimited. The salmon 
is already well known in the principal markets throughout the world ; the halibut 
fishery is comparatively a new industry, but the cod, sturgeon, herring and some 
other kinds of fish are almost untouched, as at present there are no known markets 
for them. 


China has been mentioned asa market for some of the cheap kinds of fish. 


It is hoped that the success which has attended the work of the Commercial 
Agent in Australia, supported by the direct steamship service thereto, may prove 
sufficient encouragement for the appointment of another agent as before suggested. 


New INDuSTRIES —The Federal Government would do this Province a great 
service by directing the attention of capitalists to the immense deposits of very 
high grade iron ore known to exist in British Columbia. Many of these are situ- 
ated on good harbours and in close proximity to the necessary fluxes for smelting. 
Pig iron can be manufactured in this Province as cheaply as in any other part of 
the world, and we have direct and competing steamship services to China and 
Japan, countries likely to require very large quantities of iron for years to come, 
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These advantages have been mentioned in several of the annual reports published 
by this Board, but the desired effect is not yet in view. 


The manufacture of wood pulp for export is another industry which should be 
profitably engaged in if the timber of British Columbia is suitable. 


Some of the salmon canners are offering free, whilst others are paying for the 
removal of large quantities of fish offal, which should be profitably used in the 
manufacture of fertilizers. 


SHIPPING.—-The shipping interests of British Columbia deserve the attention 
of the Federal Government and pilotage matters require first consideration. At 
present there are three separate and distinct Pilotage Authorities in these waters, 
each having its schedule of fees (or tariff of charges) the same as any port in a 
foreign country. This condition of affairs, besides entailing extra cost for main- 
tenance, occasionally leads to serious complications. For example, the ‘‘ San 
Pedro,” whilst on her way from Comox to San Francisco, was wrecked on 
Brotchie Ledge, which is in the Victoria Pilotage District, when in charge of a 
pilot from Nanaimo and subject only to the Pilotage Authority of that District. 


It is not generally known that the lighthouse on Berens Island, insiGe Vic- 
toria harbour, belongs to the Nanaimo Pilotage District. 


This Board has often recommended the establishment of a pilotage station 
and maintenance of a pilot cutter at or near Cape Flattery, and that such is. 
urgently needed is proved by the stranding of the ‘‘ Chittagong,” on Cadboro 
Point, Haro Channel, 22nd September last, when en route to Comox. A dense: 


fog prevailed at the time and the vessel failed to obtain a pilot at the entrance of 


the straits. There would never be any difficulty in securing a pilot if the pilotage. 
station was established and a pilot cutter maintained as recommended. 


By the amalgamation of the three pilotage districts the above anomalies. 
would be removed and the service could undoubtedly be conducted with more- 


economy and efficiency than at present. This is a most important matter and 


strikes at the root of our shipping interests which in a seaboard Province cannot. 


be too carefully safeguarded. 


GENERAL.—The receipt of your letter has given this Board much pleasure, it 


having encouraged the hope that British Columbia may now receive from the 


Dominion Government more attention and larger appropriations of public moneys. 


No portion of Canada offers a more profitable field than this Western Province for: 


the extension of railways and general assistance in building up industries which 


will develop its vast natural resources. The customs returns show that the exports. 
from British Columbia have steadily increased year by year for a quarter of a. 


century, and the returns for the current year ending 30th June next, will show a 


substantial increase when compared with any previous twelve months. The wide-. 


spread attention which is now being directed to British Columbia mines is expected 


to reflect beneficially upon all other local industries. At present $350 per ton is. 
being paid for freight on mining machinery between Victceria and the Omineca. 
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District, a 49 lb. sack of flour sells there for $12.50. If mining can be carried on 
under such adverse conditions, there can be no doubt about the immense advan- 
tages which would accrue if this and some other portions of the Province, equally 
rich in minerals, were within reasonable reach of a railway. Whilst British 
Columbia would benefit by the adoption of a liberal railway and colonization 
policy, it appears that Canada generally would derive even greater advantages, for 
it was asserted by the Premier of the Province at a public meeting recently held 
in this city that the Dominion receives from the taxpayers of British Columbia 
$18.60 for every $8.40 paid into the local treasury. 


Much of the foregoing having been embodied in the addresses presented to 
the Honourables the Ministers before mentioned, it is expected that the same has 
already reached you.

The next Table shows the rapid increase in production during the last seven 
years, the increase for 1891 over 1890 being due to the larger export of coal, the 
output of which for that year of 1,000,000 tons, being the largest ever reached by 
our collieries. In the year 1892 the influence of the production of the lode mines 
began to be felt, and since then the very marked increase in production has been 
carried by the quickly growing value of the gold, silver, lead and copper produced.

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PLACER GOLD. 


Table V. gives the yearly production of placer gold as determined by the 
returns sent in by the banks and express companies of gold sold to the mints, and 
from returns sent in by the Gold Commissioners and Mining Recorders. To these 
yearly amounts one-third was added up to the year 1878, and from then to 1895, 
one-fifth, which proportion was considered to represent approximately, the amount 
of gold sold of which there was no record. 


The gold output is now beginning to steadily rise as the operations of the 
large hydraulic mining companies in Cariboo begin to assume such a scale, that 
with larger water supplies and the mines more opened out for work, a much larger 
amount of ground can be washed. 


This placer gold contains from 10 to 25 per cent. silver, but the silver value 
has not been separated from the totals.

The next table shows very clearly the fact that lode mining ia this Province 
has just fairly begun, and that the progress now being made, is decided and very 


satisfactory. 


The gold production of course consists mostly of the output of Rossland mines 


as per smelter returns, but there are added the gold saved by amalgamation in the 
Osoyoos District, as at Camp McKinney, in the Nelson District as at the Poorman - 
Mine, and the product of small lots of gold ore sent out to the smelters from other 
parts. 


Some silver ore is known to have been sold prior to 1887, but no record has 
been obtained regarding these small sales,

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Educational. 


British Columbia affords excellent educational opportunities, the schools being free and 
undenominational. In 1896 there were 202 common, 22 graded, and four high schools, under 
the supervision of trustees elected by the ratepayers, at a cost to the Provincial Government 
of $234,335.04. New school districts can be created by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council as 
soon as there are fifteen children between six and sixteen years of age within the limits pre- 
scribed. For outlying agricultural districts and mining camps this arrangement is very 
advantageous.

KLONDYKE AND NORTHERN GOLD FIELDS. 


EXTRACTS FROM MR. OGILVIE’S REPORTS TO THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT. 


William Ogilvie, of the Department of the Interior, in his report to the Sur- 
veyor-General of Canada, dated November 6th, 1896, says the name Klondak, 
Klondyke, or Clondyke, as it is variously spelled, is ‘‘ a mispronunciation of the 
Indian word or words Thron-dak or Duick,” which means plenty of fish, from the 
fact that it is a famous salmon stream. It is marked Tondack on old maps. It 
joins the Yukon from the east a few miles above the site of Fort Reliance. 


Concerning the discovery of gold on this stream, he says :—‘‘ The discov- 
ery, I believe, was due 
to the reports of Indians. 
A white man named 
ee We -Carmach, who 
worked with me in 1887, 
was the first to take ad- 
vantage of the rumors 
and locate a claim on the 
first branch, which was 
named by the miners 
Bonanza Creek. Car- 
mach located here late 


in August, but 
had to cut 
some logs for 
the mill here 
to get a few 
pounds of pro- 
visions to en- 
able him to 
begin work on 
his claim, the 
fishing at 
Klondak hay- 
ing totally 
failedhim. He 
returned with a few weeks’ frovisions for himself, his wife and brother-in-law 
(Indians), and another Indian in the last days of August and immediately set 
about working his claim. As he was very short of appliances he could only put 
together a rather defective apparatus to wash the gravel with. The gravel itself 
he had to carry in a box on his back from 30 to 100 feet. Notwithstanding this 
the three men working very irregularly washed out $1,200 in eight days, and 
Carmach asserts with reason that had he had proper facilities it could have been 
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done in two days, besides having several hundred dollars more gold, which was 
- lost on the tailings through defective apparatus. On the same creek two men 
rocked out $75 in about two hours, and it is asserted that two men in the same 
creek took out $4,008 in two days with only two lengths of sluice boxes. This 
last is doubted, but Mr. Leduc assures me he weighed that much gold for them, 
but is not positive where they got it. They were newcomers and had not done 
much in the country, so the probabilities are they got it on Bonanza Creek. « A 
branch of Bonanza, named Eldorado, has prospected magnificently, and another 
branch named Tilly Creek, has prospected well; in all there are some four or 
five branches to Bonanza Creek which have given good prospects. There are 
about 170 claims staked on the main creek and the branches are good for about as 
many more, aggregating say 350 claims, which will require over 1,000 men to 
work properly. 


A few miles further up Bear Creek enters Klondak, and it has been pros- 
pected and located on. Compared with Bonanza it is small and will not afford 
more than 20 or 30 ciaims, it is said. 


About 12 miles above the mouth of Gold Bottom Creek joins Klondak, and 
on it and a branch named Hunker Creek after the discovery very rich ground has 
been found. One man showed me $22.75 he took out in a few hours on Hunker 
Creek with a gold pan prospecting his claim on the surface, taking out a panful 
here and there as fancy suggested. On Gold Bottom Creek and branches there 
will probably be two or three hundred claims. The Indians have reported 
another creek much farther up, which they call Too Much Gold Creek, on which 
the gold is so plentiful that as the miners say in joke, ‘‘ You have to mix gravel 
with it to sluice it.” Up to date nothing definite has been heard from this creek. 


From all this we may, I think, infer that we have here a district that will 
give 1,000 claims of 500 feet in length each. Now, 1,000 such claims will require 
at least 3,000 men to work them properly, and as wages for working in the mines 
are from $8 to $10 per day, without board, we have every reason to assume that 


here. Indian 
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this part of our territory will in a year or two contain 10,000 souls at least, for the 
news has gone out to the coast and an unprecedented influx is expected next 
spring. And this is not all, for a large creek called Indian creek joins the Yukon 
about midway between Klondak and Stewart river, and all along this creek good 
pay has been found.

and good indications found, but the want of provisions prevented development. 
Now gold has been found in several of the streams adjoining Pelly river, and also 
along the Hootalinqua. In the line of these finds further south is the Cassiar gold 
field in British Columbia, so that the presumption is that we have in our territory 
along the easterly watershed of the Yukon a gold bearing belt of indefinite width 
and upwards of three hundred miles long, exclusive of the British Columbia part 
of it. On the easterly side of the Yukon prospecting has been done on a creek 
a short distance above Selkirk with a fair amount of success, and ona large 
creek some 30 or 40 miles below Selkirk fair prospects have been found, but as 
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before remarked the difficulty of getting supplies here prevents any extended 
prospecting. 


Dalton informed me he has found good prospects on a small creek nearly 
midway between the coast range and Selkirk on his route. His man showed me 
some coarse gold, about a dollar’s worth, he found onthe head of a branch of the 
Aetsek river, near the head of Chilcat Inlet, which is, of course, inside the summit 
of the coast range and of course in our territory. From this you will gather that 


we have a very large area all more or less gold bearing and will all yet be worked. ~ 


Good quartz has been found in place just across the line on Davis creek (see 
my map of the 141Ist sent you), but of what extent is unknown, as it is in the bed 
of the creek and covered with gravel. Good quartz is also reported on the hills 
around Bonanza Creek, but of this I will be able to speak more fully after my pro- 
posed survey. It is pretty certain from information I have got from prospectors, 
that all or nearly all of the northerly branch of White river is on our side of the 
line, and copper is found on it, but more abundantly on the southerly branch of 
which a great deal of it is in our territory also, so it is probable we have that metal 
too. I have seen here several lumps of native copper brought by the natives from 
White River, but just from what part is uncertain. I have also seen a specimen 


of silver ore said to have been picked up in a creek flowing into Bennet Lake, — 


about 14 miles down it on the east side. 


Before closing I may say that every report that comes in from Bonanza Creek | 


is more encouraging than the last. Prospecting has only begun, and up to the 


date of mailing, November 22nd, very rich prospects have been found on the few ~ 


claims prospected on. From one dollar to the pan of dirt up to twelve dollars 
are reported and no bed rock found yet. This means from $1,000 to $12,000 per 
day per man sluiciug.. The excitement is intense, but at this season of the 
year it is naturally very local. 


Writing on December 9th, 1896, Mr. Ogilvie said : 


Since my last the prospects on Bonanza Creek and tributaries are increasing 
in richness and extent, until now it is certain that millions will be taken out of the 
district in the next few years. On some of the claims prospected the pay dirt is 
of great extent and very rich. One man told me yesterday that he washed out a 
single pan of dirt on one of the claims on Bonanza, and found $14.25 init. Of 
course that may be an exceptionally rich pan, but $5 to $7 per pan is the average 
on that claim, it is reported with five feet pay dirt and the width yet undetermined, 
but is known to be thirty feet ; even at that figure, the result at nine or ten pans 
to the cubic foot, and five hundred feet long is nearly $4,000,000 at $5 per pan. 
One-fourth of this would be enormous. 


o > 
Another claim has been prospected to such an extent that it is known there 
is about five feet pay dirt, averaging $2 per pan, and not less than thirty feet. 


Enough prospecting has been done to show that there are at least fifteen miles of 
this extraordinary richness, and the indications are that we will have three or four 
times that extent, if not all equal to the above at least very rich. ‘ 


SOME CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS, VICTORIA, B. C. 
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On January 11th, 1897, he wrote : 


The reports from the Klondak region are still very encouraging. So much 
so that all the other creeks around are practically abandoned, especially those on 
the head of Forty Mile, in American territory and nearly one hundred men have 
made their way up from Circle City, hauling their sleds themselves many of them. 
Those who cannot get their claims are buying in on those already located. Men 
cannot be got to work for love or money, and development is consequently slow ; 
one and a half dollars per 
hour is the wages paid 
the few men who have to 
work for hire, and work 


as many hours as you 
like. Some of the claims 
are so rich that every 
night a few pans of dirt 
suffices to pay the hired 
help when there is any. 
As high as $204 has been 
reported to a single pan, 
but this is not generally 


credited. Claim owners are now very reticent about what they get, so you can 
hardly credit anything you hear, but one thing is certain, we have one of the rich- 
est mining areas ever found, with a fair prospect that we have not yet discovered 
its limits. ; 

Miller and Glacier Creeks, on the head of Sixty Mile River, which my sur- 
vey of the 141st meridian determined to be in Canada, were thought to be very 
rich, but they are poor both in quality and quantity compared with Klondak. 
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Chicken Creek, at the head of Forty Mile, in Alaska, discovered a year ago, and 
rated very high, is to day practically abandoned. 


January 21st, 1897.—There are applications in for about 380 acres of land on 
the flat north of the Klondak, on the east side of the Yukon, while all the extent 
of land available for use on it is about 200 acres. Joseph Leduc, who applied for 
160, has only about 110 available for use in building on, the rest being steep hill- 
side, and the most of the flat is a moss-covered swamp. He had laid out and dis- 
posed of a few lots for building on in it, making his streets only 50 feet wide, and 
the main streets along the river even less, the builders going often close to the 
bank for convenience in getting water; but I stopped all that, and have the river 
front at least 66 feet wide, in most places much more. All streets parallel to the 
river are 66 feet, and all at right angles to those I have left at 50, as Leduc had 
them. It seems to me that 50 feet is wide enough in this country, as it is hardly 
likely there will be much heavy traffic on them. Had I made the streets running 
from the river 66 feet wide it would have put a good many people to much incon- 
venience. I will send out by the next mail a sketch showing the position of all 
the applications so far. The American Government has given a contract for four 
mails this winter to Circle City, at $1,700 each mail, in and out. The mail 
carriers will take out letters at $1 each. 


January 22nd, 1897.—A quartz lode showing free gold in paying quantities 
has been located on one of the creeks, but I cannot yet send particulars. I am 
confident from the nature of the gold found in the creeks that many more of them, 
and rich too, will be found. 


January 23rd.—I have just heard from a reliable source that the quartz men- 
tioned above is rich, as it tested over $100 to the ton. The lode appears to run 
from three to eight feet in thickness, and is about 19 miles from the Yukon River. 
I will likely be called on to survey it and will be able to report fully. 


Placer prospects continue more and more encouraging and extraordinary ; it 
is beyend doubt that three pans of different claims on Eldorado turned out $204, 
$212 and $216, but it must be borne in mind that there was only three such pans, 
though there are many running from $10 to $50. 


I have just received a petition from the miners to attend to the survey of their -— 
claims, they doing all the work and boarding and lodging me. I will begin at it 
in about ten days, and it will likely take me upwards of two months. I am glad 
to have the opportunity of doing it, for I think I can considerably, if not alto- 
gether, straighten out the tangle there is there. 
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PLACER .MINING 


Along the Yukon River and its Tributaries in the Northwest 
Territories is Regulated as follows. 


‘* Bar diggings” mean any part of a river over which the water extends 


when the water is in its flooded state, and which is not covered at low water. 


Mines on benches are known as “‘ bench diggings” for the purpose of defining 
the size of such claims from dry diggings. 


** Dry diggings”? mean any mine over which a river never extends. 
NATURE AND SIZE OF CLAIMS. 


‘* Bar diggings,” a strip of land 100 feet wide at high-water mark, and thence 
extending into the river to its lowest water level. 


The sides of a claim for bar digging are two parallel lines run as nearly as 
possible at right angles to the stream and marked by four legal posts, one at each 
end of the claim at or about high-water mark, also one at each end of the claim at 
or about the edge of the water. One of the posts at high-water mark must be 
legibly marked with the name of the miner and the date upon which the claim was 
staked. 


Dry diggings are 100 feet square and must have placed at each of the four 
corners a legal post upon one of which shall be legibly marked the name of the 
miner and the date upon which the claim was staked. 


Creek and river claims are 100 feet long measured in the direction of the 
general course of the stream, and extending in width from base to base of the hill 
or bench on each side, but when the hills or benches are less than 100 feet apart, 
the claim may be 100 feet in depth. The sides of a claim must be two parallel 
lines run as nearly as possible at right angles to the stream. The sides must be 
marked with legal posts at or about the edge of the water and at the rear bound- 
aries of the claim. One of the legal_posts at the stream must be legibly marked 
with the name of the miner and the date upon which the claim was staked. 


A Bench claim is 100 feet square, and must have placed at each of the 
four corners a legal post upon which is legibly marked the name of the 
miner and the date upon which the claim was staked. 


Entry is only granted for alternate claims, the other alternate claims being 
reserved for the Crown to be disposed of at public auction, or in such manner as 
may be decided by the Minister of the Interior. 
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The penalty for trespassing upon a claim reserved for the Crown is immediate 
cancellation by the Gold Commissioner of any entry or entries which the person 
trespassing may have obtained, whether by original entry or purchase, for a min- 
ing claim, and the refusal by the Gold Commissioner of the acceptance of any 
application which the person trespassing may at any time make for a claim. In 
addition to such penalty, the Mounted Police, upon a requisition from the Gold 
Commissioner to that effect, take the necessary steps to eject the trespasser. 


In defining the size of claims they are measured horizontally irrespective of 
inequalities on the surface of the ground. 


If any person or persons discover a new mine and such discovery is established 
to the satisfaction of the Gold Commissioner a creek and river claim 200 feet in 
length may be granted. 


A new stratum of auriferous earth or gravel situated in a locality where the 
claims are abandoned shall for this purpose be deemed a new mine, although the 
same locality shall have been previously worked at a different level. 


An entry fee of $15.00 is charged the first year, and an annual fee of $15.00 
for each of the following years. This provision applies to locations for which 
entries have already been granted. 


A royalty of ten per cent. on the gold mined is levied and collected by officers 
appointed for the purpose, provided the amount so mined_and taken from a single 
claim does not exceed five hundred dollars per week. In case the amount mined 
and taken from any single claim exceeds five hundred dollars per week, there is 
levied and collected a royalty of ten per cent. upon the amount so taken out up to 
five hundred dollars, and upon the excess, or amount taken from any single claim 
over five hundred dollars per week, there is levied and collected a royalty of 
twenty per cent. 


Default in payment of such royalty, if continued for ten days after notice has 
been posted upon the claim in respect of which it is demanded, or in the vicinity 
of such claim, by the Gold Commissioner or his agent, is followed by cancellation 
of the claim. Any attempt to defraud the Crown by withholding any part of the 
revenue thus provided for, by making false statements of the amount taken out, is 
punished by cancellation of the claim in respect of which fraud or false statements 
have been committed or made. Im respect of the facts as to such fraud or false 
statements or non-payment of royalty, the decision of the Gold Commissioner is 
final.

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Routes, Duties, Outfits and Prices. 


ROUTES. The route véa St. Michael (shewn in key map) is not much 
availed of by passengers. It is very circuitous and expensive and rough weather is 
frequently experienced. 


From the head of Lynn Canal there are three routes over the coast range of 
mountains, namely, vza White Pass (No. 2 on map); Chilkoot Pass (No. 3 on 
map); and Chilcat Pass (No. 40n map). The principal travel this year has been 
over the White Pass and Chilkoot Pass, but they are now so badly cut up as to be 
almost impracticable. Transportation over these passes between salt water and 
fresh water, distance about 36 miles, has cost $700.00 per ton and at present no 
one can be found to engage in the business at this rate. 


It is certain that the travel next year will be principally vza the Stickeen River 
and Teslin Lake (route No. 1 on map). There is an established line of steam- 
ships between Victoria, Vancouver and Nanaimo and Wrangel, mouth of the 
Stickeen River, where connection is made with steamers which transport passen- 
gers and freight to telegraph Creek. The journey from any of the British Colum- 
bia coast cities can be made comfortably in six days. There is good land travel 
between Telegraph Creek and Teslin, Lake (120 miles), The country is open 
and undulating, the grade not exceeding 200 feet in any one mile; excellent grass 
abounds for pack animals the entire distance. ©The Dominion and British 
Governments have surveyors in the field making thorough investigations with 
a view of locating the line of a railway, which it is expected will be under construc- 
tion next spring. Parties who went over the present trail for the first time report 
it to have been easy travelling for horses packing 300 Ibs. A steamer is being 
built on Teslin Lake and will be ready for the opening of navigation next May to 
carry passengers and freight to the Klondyke River. The Stickeen-Teslin Lake 
route to Klondyke avoids the dangers and hardships which are experieneed on the 
mountain passes and the White Horse and other rapids, on the routes via Lynn 
Canal. 


The Stickeen-Teslin Lake route has another very great advantage in the fact 
that the prospector upon leaving the steamer at Telegraph Creek finds himself in 
a country not fully examined. Many parties will detour towards Omineca and 
through Cassiar prospecting a country known to be rich in gold. 


CANADIAN DUTIES. It is important to remember that all supplies 
for the gold fields are dutiable if purchased outside of Canada.

SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
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BRITISH GOLUMBIA BoaRD OF TRADE. 


JULY 12th, 1895, TO JULY roth, 1896. 


To the Members of the British Columbia Board of Trade. 


GENTLEMEN,—In presenting the Seventeenth Annual 
Report, we have to congratulate you upon the improvement 
which has taken place in the trade and commerce of the prov- 
ince during the past twelve months. ‘The causes which have 
led to this revival, together with some other matters of in- 
terest, are now briefly referred to :— 


Mining. The value of the output of minerals, other 
than coal, increased from $1,241,031, in 1894, 
to approximately $5,000,000 in the year 1895, as follows :— 


TRAIL CREEK DISTRICT—22,972 tons: yielding 45,- 
g50 ounces gold; 2,572,850 pounds copper. 


SLOCAN DISTRICT—g9,309 tons shipping ore; 30,000 
tons concentrates: yielding 1,837,100 ounces silver ; 17,- 
145,000 pounds lead. 


AINSWORTH DISTRICT—43,644 tons: yielding 605,550 
ounces silver; 28,906,800 pounds lead. 


NELSON DISTRICI—3,707 tons: yielding 176,560 
ounces silver ; 494,370 pounds copper. 


WEST KooTENAY—Placer gold, $10,520. 


SARIDOO Se GASSIAR WAY ALE, LITLOOPT, AND ‘HAST 
KooTrTeENsAyY—Placers, $491,025. 


FAIRVIEW AND Camp MCKINNEY—Quartz, $135,000. 
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Kootenay. The output has continued to increase during 
the past six months, especially in the Trail Dis- 
trict, where many claims are already giving results which pro- 
mise to make that sub-division one of the important gold 
producers of the world. ‘The average value of the ore is 
about $40.00 per ton, principally gold, with a percentage of 
silver and copper, but far higher grades are found in the 
lowest levels, and in the case of the Le Roi some of the richest 
ore yet taken from that mine was found 500 feet below the 
surface. Another characteristic of the Trail District is that 
nearly all the ore veins so far developed have been found to 
widen with depth. 


As it is intended to supplement this report with particu- 
lars of the shipments of ore from each of the mines, it is 
unnecessary to refer to more than the principal ones :— 


The Le Roi was located in July, 1890, and development 
commenced in December of the same year. The first shipment 
of ore, a car load, was made in the fall of the following year, 
the smelter returns being $86.40 per ton. Shipments of any 
magnitude, however, did not commence until January, 1894, 
in which year 6,000 tons were made to United States smelters. 
In 1895 the shipments were nearly double that quantity, and 
the present output is roo tons per day ; average value $40.00 
per ton. The company owning this mine has paid the sum of 
$175,500 in dividends. 


Regular shipments of ore from the War Eagle mine com- 
menced in January, 1895, the shipments to the 30th ultimo 
being 12,661 tons. ‘The company has paid the sum of $157,- 
ooo in dividends in the same period. 


To the richness of the ore of these two mines is largely 
due the wonderful development which has taken place in the 
Trail District during the past eighteen months. All the 
country for miles around Rossland is staked out in mineral 
claims, and whilst the great majority of them will undoubtedly 
prove disappointing to their sanguine holders, yet many of 
those now under development are returning more encouraging 
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results than were obtained in opening up the two mines first: 
referred to. 


A narrow-gauge railroad, 13 miles long, now connects 
Rossland and the principal mines with the town of Trail, on 
the Columbia River, where a smelter has been erected capable 
of treating 250 tons of ore per day. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway proposes to extend its line 
from a point opposite Robson, on the Columbia River, to 
Trail; and also the branch to Vernon, in order to serve the 
mines situated near Rossland. ‘The Red Mountain Railway 
will probably be open for traffic in October next, and will give 
all rail connection with two United States trans-continental 
railways. ‘These important works indicate the permanency of 
the mines in Trail District. 


Ordinary labour is paid $2.50 per day; skilled labour 
from $3.00 to $3.50 but the supply is already more than the 
demand. 


At the Hall Mines, on oad Mountain, it is estimated 
that there are upwards of 120,000 tons of ore in sight. An 
aerial ropeway delivers it at Nelson, distant four and a half 
miles, where a smelter, owned by the company operating this 
group, concentrates it into a ‘‘matte,’’ one ton of which con- 
tains the product of eleven tonsof the ore. The average value of 
the “‘matte ’’ is $240.00, as follows: Silver, 270 0z.; copper, 
45 per cent.; gold, $3.00 per ton. 


A large number of free-milling gold claims have recently 
been located near Nelson. 


The smelter at Pilot Bay has stimulated silver mining 
in the Ainsworth sub-division since it commenced operating 
in March, 1895. It has, however, been supplied with ore 
principally from the Blue Bell mine, owned by the Smelter 
Company. 

The Slocan sub-division is another mining centre, the 
discoveries in which were made in 1891. ‘The mineralized 
area is about twenty miles in length and twelve miles in 
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breadth, and notwithstanding the ruling low price of silver it 
contains over thirty mines that are shipping ore. The gross 
earnings of sixteen of these mines for the first six months of 
this year are estimated at one and a half million dollars, about 
one-third of which is available for dividends. 


The shipments from the Slocan Star mine amount to 
about 600 tons per month, which yield approximately Ioo oz. 
of silver per ton and 70 per cent. lead. The owners of this 
mine have just completed a concentrator, and the sum of 
$100,000 was recently paid in a dividend. 


The principal mines of this sub-division are served by two 
railways, the Canadian Pacific and the Kaslo & Slocan, a 
short line terminating at Kaslo, on the Kootenay Lake. 


The enormous coalfields in the Crow’s Nest Pass are 
attracting great attention in consequence of the large demand 
for coal for smelting purposes in the Kootenay District. The 
coal is stated to be an excellent one for coking and to bear 
transportation without breaking. From assays made by Mr. 
Hoffman, the Dominion Government Assayer, and other com- 
petent assayers, the coal seems to be peculiarly suited for 
metallurgical purposes. The building of the British Columbia 
Southern Railway would open up these coalfields and put 
them in communication with the Kootenay smelters. 


Cariboo. It is believed by many of the oldest and best 
informed miners that mineral wealth equal to 
that of any other part of the province lies in Cariboo, the 
rivers of that district having yielded in past years nearly fifty 
million dollars in gold. ‘The auriferous deposits are very rich 
and extend over a large area. Works are now in progress for 
hydraulic mining on a large scale, but it will be at least 
another year before the mines are fairly opened up. 


The impetus that would be given to developing the 
mineral wealth of Cariboo by the construction of the projected 
British Pacific Railway can hardly be over-estimated. At 
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present this rich country is practically closed to mining, other 
than placer, on account of the great cost of getting in 
machinery and supplies. 


Cassiar. To the north of Cariboo, in the Omenica sub- 
division of Cassiar, there are creeks which have 
yielded gold in paying quantities under the primitive systems 
of working and there are indications that by the aid of 
modern appliances, with moderate transport charges, gold 
mining on a large scale would be very profitable. The shortest 
route into this district would be wa the Skeena River to 
Hazelton and thence by trail. A trailis now open between 
Hazelton and Babiene and should be continued about 120 
miles eastward to tap Omenica. 


Coast and The mainland coast and the islands contiguous 
Islands. are highly mineralized, and contain varieties of 
excellent building stone and marble, soft black 

slate, graphite, lime, liquid asphaltum, and the best coal found 
on the Pacific seaboard. The slate found in New West- 
minster district is receiving more attention. It has been used 
on the local government and other large buildings in this 
province and shipments have been made to the United States. 


Coal. The Vancouver Island coal output in 1895 was 
939,654 tons, a slight falling off compared with 
the previous year, owing to the low freights which have pre- 
vailed and the consequent reduced values of English and 
Australian coals. Notwithstanding this competition, the 
Vancouver Island collieries placed 651,295 tons on the 
California market against about one million tons from all other 
sources. Very superior coke is being produced from Van- 
couver Island coal in quantities to meet present demands, but 
100 additional ovens are being built. 


Alberni. Extensive development work is being done on 
mineral claims in Alberni District a large area 

of which is threaded by veins carrying gold, copper and silver. 
The indications from surface rock are very encouraging, 
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whilst the accessibility of the claims—-many being on deep 
water—cheap transport charges on ore to Coast smelters, an 
unlimited supply of coke at hand, abundance of wood and 
water and mild climate throughout the year are advantages 
which will not be lost sight of by capitalists seeking mining 
investments. ‘The auriferous deposits of this district are also 
receiving the attention they fully deserve. The pioneer 
hydraulic company has commenced work on the benches, 
and it is expected that returns will be available for publication 
in the appendices. 


Barclay. In the Barclay District, contiguous to Alberni, 

immense bodies of ore have been found, the sur- 

face showings being very similar to the Trail ore already 
referred to. Development work is now progressing. 


Iron. The deposits of iron ore, both hematite and 
magnetic, are very extensive in this district, and 
at other points on Vancouver Island. Many of these deposits 
are on good harbours, which together with other natural 
advantages, not the least important of which is the necessary 
and convenient fluxes for smelting, should enable iron to be 
produced as cheaply as in any other part of the world. ‘The 
duty on pig iron entering Canada is $4.00 per ton, and there 
is a Dominion bounty of $2.00 per ton on all pig iron manufac- 
tured in Canada from Canadian ore. ‘The protection afforded 
the home market, and proximity of such markets as China and 
Japan, with competitive steamship services thereto, together 
with the inducements here indicated, have only to be better 
known to attract the capital necessary for the establishment of 
large blast furnaces in this province. 


Texada. Next in importance is Texada Island, which 

also contains large bodies of magnetic iron ore, 

limestone, copper, gold and silver. Development work is in 
progress. 

Development = [t is not within the scope of this report to refer 

and Capital. to several other islands and portions of the 

province which deserve mention under this 
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head ; sufficient has already been stated'to indicate the vast 
mineral resources of British Columbia. Taking into consider- 
ation the sparse population—one white to about six square 
miles of territory—and limited capital, the development of the 
same is satisfactory, but is insignificant to what may be 
expected during the next five years. 


" 
Mining For the prospector the field is practically un- 
Laws. limited and any person over the age of eighteen 


years can obtain a free miner’s certificate on pay- 
ment of $5.00. Claims may be located 1,500 feet in length by 
1,500 feetin breadth ; to hold these it is only necessary to work - 
them to the value of $100.00 in each year for five successive years, 
and to record particulars at the government office, when a crown 
grant will be issued. A free miner may enter upon any crown 
lands and cut such timber as may be required for the purposes 
of the claim or claims being worked by him. ‘The mining 
laws have been framed so as to facilitate as far as possible 
development in every stage, and experienced mining men from 
the United States speak in terms of highest commendation of 
their liberal scope and justice. 


Fisheries. The fisheries of British Columbia are probably 
the richest in the world. Although only two 

million dollars is invested in them, the exports under this 
head during the fiscal year ending June 20, 1895, amounted 


to $3,264,500. 


There were 47 Salmon canneries in operation, and the 
total pack was 566,395 cases, valued at $2,831,875.00, which 
is 72,024 cases more than that of the previous year. ‘he 
whole has been disposed of at fairly remunerative prices. 


The Fraser River continues to be the chief source of 
supply, and in consequence of favourable natural conditions, 
the success of the hatcheries; and regulations for the preser- 
vation of the young salmon and protection of the spawning 
grounds, there are no signs of decrease of merchantable fish. 
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This Board having urged that more hatcheries be estab- 
lished on the Fraser, Skeena, and Naas Rivers, and Rivers 
Inlet, an assurance has been received that these recommenda- 
tions will be carried out. A hatchery is to be established on 
the Skeena this year, and others will be built next year at 
some of the points named. | 


This Board also asked that cotton lines 3-8th inch and 
under, used in the manufacture of fishing nets, be admitted 
free of duty. An Order-in-Council recently issued directs that 
all such lines up to 5-16th inch be placed on the free list. 


Professor Prince, Dominion Fishery Commissioner, visited 
this Coast in August last year, for the purpose of enquiring 
into the fishing resources of British Columbia, and the salmon 
canners and others interested were enabled to place before him 
the result of their observations connected with the fish in our 
provincial waters. Such conferences, together with the per- 
sonal observations of one so well qualified as Professor Prince, 
are highly beneficial to the fishing industry, and already much 
of the friction which existed between the canners and the 
Department of Fisheries has disappeared. 


The export of fresh salmon, frozen and packed in ice, 
amounted to a million and a quarter pounds. ‘This new branch 
of the fishing industry, it is complained, is at present retarded 
by high freight rates. 


Particulars of the salmon pack by canneries, and distri- 
bution of the same, will be found in the appendices. 


A trial shipment of live lobsters, Eastern oysters, and 
black bass, has just reached this province for experimental 
purposes. 


The sturgeon, which are so plentiful in British Columbia, 
afford a fishery which is capable of development on a large 
scale. Professor Prince stated that the sturgeon found here 
are finer than those in Russian waters, and he saw no reason 
why this province could not compete with Russia in the several 
products of such an industry. 
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The exports of Halibut, which practically commenced less 
than two years ago, amounted to two million pounds during 
1895, and Inspector John McNab estimates that at least as 
much more was caught in British Columbia waters by United 
States fishermen. Our fishermen have consequently had to 
dispose of their catch in United States markets fairly well 
supplied with fish in every respect equal to their own, and 
prices have been lowered accordingly. They have been 
further handicapped by having to pay United States’ duty, 
half a cent per pound—that is, $10,000 on the year’s operations. 
A new and very important industry is therefore threatened 
with extinction. ‘The matter was brought to the notice of 
the Dominion Government in January last, and it is under- 
stood that the steamer ‘‘Quadra’’ is to be commissioned to 
this service as well as to the prevention of smuggling on the 
west coast of Canada. 


Fur Seal The catch of sixty-four schooners engaged in 
Fisheries. sealing in 1895 was 70,739 skins against a catch 
of 94,474 skins by fifty-three schooners in the 

previous year. 


‘The very rough weather experienced off the coasts of 
British Columbia and Japan and vicinity of Copper Island 
seriously affected operations in those waters, and the schooners 
appear to have been less successful than in former years in 
meeting with the large herds of seals prior to May ist, the 
commencement of the close season for the waters mentioned. 


The Behring Sea catch was 9,493 skins more than in the 
year 1894, the seals being fairly plentiful and the weather 
favourable. 


The prices realized for the catch of 1895 compare favour- 
ably with those of the previous year. 


The growth of this industry has been very rapid, and the 
present keen competition and consequent high remuneration 
paid to good hunters leaves the margin of profit to owners of 
schooners much reduced. } 
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Full particulars of the catch will be found in the appert- 
dices. 


This season’s catch off the coast of British Columbia has 
been more favourable than that of last year, and the catch in 
Japanese waters is about the average. 


The International Commission has gone to the Behring 
Sea to study the habits of the seal and the nature of the 
industry with a view to arriving at a mutual understanding 
and agreement, if possible, whereby the seals may be preserved. 


Lumber. There was a steady improvement in the lumber 

industry during the year 1895, the quantity cut 

being 112,884,640 feet, or about 40 per cent. more than in the 

previous year. ‘The foreign demand was more widely dis- 

tributed than for some years past, but prices were low. ‘The 

foreign demand has continued to improve during the past six 
months at advanced prices. 


A combine of nearly all the exporting mills on the Pacific 
Coast has been effected, and a uniform scale of prices arranged. 


Attention is again called to the importance of grading all 
lumber for export. Such specific grading would protect our 
millmen and simplify the work of purchasers when placing 
orders. 


The sawmill being erected at Tfakush Harbour, will be 
one of the best equipped in the province, and will be occupied 
mainly in cutting cypress. ‘The cypress is one of our most 
valuable woods and commands a price almost equal to 
mahogany. 


Particulars of the foreign shipments of lumber will be 
found in the appendices. 


Agriculture. Satisfactory crops of all kinds of agricultural 
produce were raised in British Columbia in 1895, 

and the area under cultivation was larger than previously. It 
is estimated that the crops of hay, oats, barley and wheat 
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were about double those of 1894. For the twelve months 
ending June 30th, 1895, the imports from foreign countries 
were as follows :—

Roots and vegetables were generally good and large crops 
are reported from all the districts. During the twelve months 
ending June 30th, 1895, 47,300 bushels of potatoes were 
imported upon which duty was paid $7,095.10. 


The importation of fruit was checked, home-grown apples, 
pears, plums, and prunes supplying the local markets and 
leaving a surplus which was shipped to the eastern provinces. 
The quantity of home-grown fruit will increase year by year 
as the young orchards come into bearing. 


Canned home-grown fruits continue in good demand. 


In sympathy with the United States markets on the Pacific 
Coast, which were overstocked with agricultural produce, 
prices in this province were low.

Receipts from Eastern provinces are not included in the 
imports mentioned. 
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The demand for the products of the local creameries, 
lately established, is encouraging farmers to give more attention 
to dairying, which is an industry capable of great expansion. 
The visits of Professor Robertson with the Dominion Govern- 
ment travelling dairy are valuable aids in this direction, and 
advantage is also being taken of the Provincial Act for incor- 
porating Cheese and Butter associations, under which five or ~ 
more persons may associate themselves for the purpose of 
manufacturing these articles. 


The Act passed last Session for the encouragement of the 
dairy industry, extends aid to districts within certain limits 
desiring to erect creameries. This should, wherever the 
proper conditions exist,, stimulate the farmers to greater 
exertions in supplying the local markets with dairy products. 


The duty paid on 42,585 lbs. of butter imported during 
the twelve months ending June 30th, 1895, amounted to 
$10,531.04, and probably three times as much more was 
received from Eastern Canada. 


Much valuable information is obtainable at the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Agassiz. At present there are over 
2,000 varieties of fruit trees under test, besides many cereals, 
roots, fodder, plants, cattle, etc. The superintendent, T. A. 
Sharpe, visits all the Provincial Agricultural Exhibitions with 
samples and particulars of his experiments, and the farmers 
can consequently receive the full benefits of his observations. 


Industrial The corrected census returns furnish some 
Establish- interesting tables, copies of which are appended 
ments. hereto, shewing the growth of British Columbia 


industrial establishments. Such establishments 
have continued to increase since those particulars were 
gathered, and it is expected that this Province will hold its 
position as the largest manufacturer in the Dominion in pro- 
portion to population. 


The smelting industry is yet in its initial stages, the Pilot 
Bay smelter being the only one in operation in 1895. ‘The 
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Company employed on an average 200 men daily, at wages 
aggregating $170,000. Only silver lead ores were treated, and 
the bullion was shipped to the United States to be refined. 
This, however, will not continue, as the Company is about to 
erect the refinery which was contemplated when it was 
organized. ‘The existing plant consists of a concentrator and 
sampler, and is so arranged that additional smelting stacks 
can be erected alongside the one now in operation. 


The Trail smelter, which was ‘‘blown in’’ for the first 
time on February rst last, is treating the copper gold ores of 
that district. Although the capacity is 250 tons per day, it 
is not equal to the present requirements of Trail. 


The Hall Mines smelter is capable of treating over 100 
tons of ore daily. The ore treated is known as ‘‘ peacock ”’ ore, 
containing copper, silver, and gold. One hundred men are 
steadily employed by the Hall Mines Company. 


The Dominion Government passed an Act in 1895, to 
encourage the smelting of gold, silver, and silver-lead ores in 
Canada, but to participate in the bounty the smelting works 
must be in operation before January, 1897. ‘The bounty is at 
the rate of 50 cents per ton for a term of five years, the total 
payment not to exceed $30,000 in one year. 


That more smelters will soon be built may be judged 
from the fact that during the first four months of this year 
FOvooo toils Of Ore were exported to the United States for 
treatment. 


Two concentrators are reducing the silver-lead ores in the 
Slocan District. 


The lumber mills, sash and door factories also furnish 
work for a large number of skilled and ordinary labourers. 


The shipyards, iron foundries, machine shops, flour, 
rice and oat mills, spice mills, chemical works, paint works, 
and several other industries are capable of supplying present 
local requirements. 
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The manufacture of pig iron and the smaller sizes of bar 
iron could be engaged in under very favourable conditions in 
British Columbia, but this has been referred to under the head 
of minerals.

Owing to the rapidly increasing demand for wood pulp in 
the United States and Great Britain, its manufacture is assum- 
ing large proportions in Eastern Canada, where the industry 
is likely to become one of very great importance. ‘This fact is 
of especial interest to British Columbia, in view of the 
immense forest areas and the great variety of trees suitable for 
pulping, and the incoming Council is recommended to investi- 
gate the conditions favourable to establishing the manufacture 
in this province. 


It is understood, too, that the attention of capitalists in 
England has been directed to the growth of flax for milling 
urposes, and if reports made are favourable, there is a possi- 
bility that flax mills will be erected here with a view to 
supplying twine for the manufacture of fish nets. 


The importance of utilizing fish guano and seaweed for 
fertilizing purposes has had the attention of the Dominion 
Government, and the Department of Agriculture has decided 
to make some experiments to test the feasibility by inexpen- 
sive methods, and it is hoped the incoming administration will 
not lose sight of it. 


PublicWorks. ‘[‘he principal public works carried on during 
the period under review have been the Provincial 
Government Buildings and the Dominion Post Office and 
Customs House, at Victoria. The stone and masonry work of 
the Parliament Buildings is now nearly completed, and the in- 
terior fittings are progressing satisfactorily. It is expected 
that they will be ready for occupation next winter. Whilst 
this handsome structure is very commodious compared with 
the premises in which the official business of the province has 
been transacted heretofore, it is not considered in advance of 
the public requirements. 
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The Postal and Customs Buildings have not progressed as 
rapidly as might have been expected.. Lately, however, there 
has been an-improvement in this respect, and it is hoped that 
there will be no further delay in completing these buildings, 
which are so much needed. 


The Court House and Government Offices were erected at 
Nanaimo at a cost of $27,808, and the Local Government aided 
by a grant of $15,000 the building of a school in that city. 


At Ashcroft, a bridge across the Thompson River was 
built, costing $11,228. A substantial bridge was also built at 
Lytton. 


Railways. There are 800 miles of railway track laid in 

British Columbia—that is, about one mile of rail- 

way for each 478 square miles of territory. ‘These figures 

shew conclusively the necessity for the Local and Dominion 

Governments adopting a liberal and progressive railway policy 
in order to open up the vast resources of the Province. 


‘The Canadian Pacific Railway and its branches are of great 
service to those portions of the Province which are tributary, 
but the territory to the north of this railway, by far the largest 
portion of British Columbia, is practically inaccessible. Im- 
mense tracts of grazing lands, much agricultural land, and 
enormous mineral wealth is at present lying dormant for want 
of railway communication. 


‘These resources would be largely opened up by the build- 
ing of the proposed British Pacific Railway, to commence from 
the north terminus of the Hsquimalt & Nanaimo Railway, 
thence northward on Vancouver Island to Seymour Narrows, 
where connection would be made with the Mainland. ‘The 
proposed line would then proceed in an easterly direction, 
making for the Yellowhead Pass, the object being to connect 
with a railway which would form another transcontinental 
line to the north of the Canadian Pacific Railway. ‘The 
_ company formed to build this proposed railway made proposals 
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to the Local Government in March last, involving financial as- 
sistance, but the terms were not acceptable and there is con- 
sequently further delay in the commencement of extensive 
construction work. As soon as the break in the negotiations 
was known your Council addressed communications to the 
Provincial Government, and to the Construction Company. 
expressing the hope that the block might be only temporary, 
and that further negotiations would lead to an understanding 
agreeable to both parties. 


The building of the Canadian Pacific Crow’s Nest branch 
line would have a very beneficial effect upon the mining in- 
terests of Kootenay, and it is hoped that the Federal authorities 
may give the financial assistance which is needed to ensure 
early construction. | 


The Kaslo & Slocan Railway, length 33 miles, was opened 
for traffic in November last. 


The Nakusp & Slocan line was extended from ‘Three Forks 
to Sandon, distance 4 miles. 


The Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway was continued from 
Five Mile Point to Nelson. 


The Canadian Pacific Revelstoke branch line was built 
from Wigwam to the head of Arrow Lake, where boats con- 
nect with the Nakusp & Slocan Railway, Robson and other 
points on the Columbia River. 


The Columbia & Western, a narrow gauge line, between 
Rossland and Trail, on the Columbia River, was completed last 
month. 


Surveys. Exploratory and subdivisional surveys were 
continued last summer, but not on so large a 
scale as in some previous years. Nevertheless, much 


additional and valuable information is made available to 
intending settlers and furnishes further proof, if such is 
necessary, that there is sufficient agricultural and grazing

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lands in British Columbia to sustain a population many times 
greater than that now within our borders. 


The sum of $15,000 was voted for surveys to be made 
this year, and triangulation surveys will be made in the 
Slocan, Trail Creek and Boundary Creek Districts for the 
purpose of ascertaining the general topography of the country 
and also to establish monuments to which mineral claims can 
be connected. 


Other surveys will be made in Lillooet and Cariboo 
Districts and on Texada Island. 


Full particulars are furnished at the Government Land 
Office, Victoria, concerning the available lands of the Province, 
and maps may be obtained free of charge on application. ' 


Immigration At the request of this Board, Colonel the 
and Honourable James Baker, Minister of Immi- 
Colonization. oration, has kindly furnished a report upon immi- 
gration and colonization. ‘The report, together 

with a copy of the agreement referred to, will be found in the 


appendices. 


Education. British Columbia affords excellent educational 
opportunities, the schools being free and 
undenominational. In 1895 there were 172 common, 26 
graded, and four high schools, under the supervision of 
trustees elected by the ratepayers, at a cost to the Proviricial 
Government of $208,000. 


New school districts can be created by the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council as soon as there are fifteen children 
between six and sixteen years of age within the limits pre- 
scribed. For outlying agricultural districts and mining camps 
this arrangement is very advantageous. 


Navigation. ‘[‘he lighthouse at Portlock Point has been 
- completed and operated since November ist last 
and a fog bell is now being established there. ; 
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Buoys have been placed, at the entrance of Mud Bay and 
Sandheads, Fraser River, and at Sooke Harbour, south of 
Vancouver Island. 


Much remains to be done to efficiently light the coast and 
islands of this Province. In February, 1894, a special com- 
mittee of this board reported upon the lights, beacons and 
buoys most urgently required, but many of the recommend- 
ations made and submitted to the Dominion Government have 
not yet been carried out and no time should be lost in bringing 
this matter to the notice of the new administration. 


Mail Service. ‘[‘he application of this Board for an improved 

mail service to the Yukon was. met by the Do- 

minion Government granting an allowance for three mails 
during this season, instead of only one as heretofore. 


This Board also reported the advantages British Columbia 
merchants would derive if mails from Alaska could be landed 
at Victoria instead of being carried past this port on to Seattle 
and from there returned; likewise, that the return mails for 
the North should be despatched direct from this port. Last 
month arrangements were made to facilitate the transmission 
of correspondence between Alaska and Victoria on the lines 
here indicated. 


Yukon. A Special Committee of this Board recently 

; reported upon the trading prospects of the 
Yukon, which are yearly becoming of greater importance. 
The Committee state that most of the supplies are now taken 
in vza the St. Michael’s River, Behring Sea, and the lower 
Yukon River, a long route only open for a short time each 
year, and they recommended a shorter route vza Lynn Canal, 
which is accessible by sea-going vessels. By following the 
White Pass, a portage of about thirty miles, the navigable 
waters of the Yukon are reached. It was urged that the local 
and Dominion governments should assist financially in build- 
ing a road over the pass, and bonus some person or company 
who would operate steamers on the upper waters of the 
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Yukon River, the reason assigned being that the opening of 
the proposed route would enable miners who desire to winter 
elsewhere to remain in the Yukon country later in the year 
than is now possible, besides making British Columbia 
merchants independent of the United States’ transportation 
companies, which also control the trade of the Yukon. 


The assistance asked for was not granted, but the 
Dominion Government is having a survey made of another 
route vza the Stickeen River and Teslin Lake, with the view 
of building a wagon road or light railway between the points 
mentioned. 


Alaska It is satistactory to know that the attention of 
Boundary the Dominion Government has, by the wide 
Line. publicity given to the contention of the people of 


this Province with respect to the Alaska bound- 
ary line, been specifically directed to the claims which it is 
important to have recognized, and that the matter has had 
the consideration of the Imperial Government as well; so that 
whatever rights are possessed by virtue of the Treaty of 1825 
are not likely to be overlooked in the final adjustment of the 
dispute. 


in this connection it may be pointed out that during the 
recent rush to Alaska, many British subjects from this province 
were included, who, in order to take advantage of the mining 
laws of the United States, were necessarily required to forswear 
their allegiance, whereas Americans are under no such obhi- 
gation in coming to British Columbia. Representations should 
be made to the Dominion Government which may induce 
it to take steps to remedy this inequality.

Ocean The Canadian Pacific Steamship Company's

Trade. service with China and Japan has continued and 
the sailings have been regular, with full freights 
and passenger lists on each occasion. 


The Northern Pacific Steamship Company have found it 
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necessary to put on additional steamers; sailing ships also. 
have been employed during some months of the past - 
year. 


The Oregon Railway and Navigation Company’s steam- 
ship service has been maintained. 


The direct steamships running between Canada and 
Australia find full freights from this end, and it is probable 
that another steamship will be put on this line very 
soon. 


All these steamships call at Victoria on both the outward 
and inward voyages; the Canadian Pacific ships, however, 
did not come alongside the wharf until June 22nd last, when 
the ‘‘ Empress of Japan ’’ was docked for the first time. 


Trade In the Board’s previous report, attention was 
with directed to the Treaty of Commerce entered into 
Japan. between Great Britain and Japan, which secured 


to Canada, Australia, and certain other British 
possessions, ‘‘ most favoured nation’’ privileges, upon notice 
of desire to obtain the same given to the Japanese Government 
within two years from the date of the ratification of the treaty. 
The Dominion of Canada has not yet given such notice. At 
a conference of the Premiers of Australia, it was resolved that 
it was not expedient for these colonies to take advantage of the 
atrangement made in their behalf by the sigue 
Country. 


While the Japanese will soon be able to furnish themselves 
with nearly all they use and wear and eat, without assistance 
from foreign countries, they will be compelled to buy many raw 
materials, principally cotton and iron. 


The Japanese are rapidly developing into a manufacturing 
nation, and with abundance of cheap labour, even of the 
skilled class, they will soon be large exporters in lines which 
come in competition with Canadian manufactures.

Third Congress) ‘[‘he Third Congress of Chambers of Com- 
of Chambers merce of the Empire was held at London on 
of Commerce. the goth to 12th ultimo, and Mr. Robert Ward, 
who so ably represented this Board at the 
previous Congress, again acted in a similar capacity. Mr. 
Ward’s report of the proceedings contains much valuable 
information and his remarks upon the principal subject 
debated, namely: ‘‘ Commercial Relations between the 
Mother Country and her Colonies and Dependencies’’ are 
particularly interesting. The report will be found in the 
appendices. 


Trade and Notwithstanding the substantial advance made 
Outlook. by the Province as a whole during the past 
twelve months, the business of the Coast cities 
has not largely increased; nor is this a matter for surprise 
seeing the principal mining development has been in the 
interior. ‘The towns recently established in Kootenay have 
drawn many supplies direct from Eastern Canada and the 
United States, freight rates being in favour of this arrange- 
ment. ‘here is no means of ascertaining the extent of the 
inter-provincial trade, but the Nelson Customs returns shew 
that importations from the United States have averaged about 
$75,000 per month. The outlook for the Coast cities is, 
however, encouraging, since upon the islands and portions of 
the mainland with which our merchants can trade on more 
favourable terms than is possible with Kootenay, the develop- 
ment of the mines is now assured. 


The realization of the vast mineral wealth will of necessity 
stimulate every other industry, and for the agriculturist the 
Province affords exceptional advantages, fertile lands, mild 
climate, and certainty of a large expansion of those markets 
which even now are compelled to draw from beyond our 
borders agricultural supplies to the value of about two and a 
half millions of dollars annually. 


Attention is directed to the principle upon which some 
mining companies are formed. The system of capitalizing 
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slightly developed mineral claims for large sums of money and 
selling the stock at a small per centage of the par value is, in 
case of the liquidation of the Company, fraught with serious 
consequences to the holders, and in any event prejudicial to 
the proper development of the mine. ‘The laws of British 
Columbia are opposed to a company selling its stock at a 
discount, yet these have been evaded in the case of some 
mining ventures. Discontinuance of this practice and com- 
pliance with the provincial laws will be some guarantee that 
companies are formed for the purpose of working the mines 
instead of unduly enriching the promoters of the schemes. 
The incoming Council should look into this matter, and if 
necessary, bring it to the notice of the Provincial Government 
with the view of remedial legislation. 


That a sanguine view of the future of British Columbia is 
warranted may be judged by the high standing of our Pro- 
vincial Stocks and Municipal Debentures in the financial 
markets. 


It is also pleasing to note that the exports have again 
increased during the past twelve months, and exceed by about 
a million and a half dollars those of any previous year, the 
total being approximately ten and a half million dollars. 


The imports, too, shew a very substantial increase com- 
pared with the year ending June 30th, 1895. From returns 
which will be found in the appendices, it appears that British 
Columbia has contributed to the Federal Treasury during the 
past year $1,702,195.42, for duty and inland revenue. It is 
hoped that the Province will receive in return a fair share of 
the appropriations for public works; and in this connection 
attention is directed to the urgent need of additional lights 
and other aids to navigation on the Northern route and on the 
West Coast of Vancouver Island. 


It is most important that the arrangements referred to, 
whereby the services of the steamer Quadra are to be 
devoted wholly to excise duty and safeguard of British 
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Columbia fishing banks, become operative before the fishing 
season commences, and that the smuggling which continues 
on the islands and north coasts of the Province with practical 
impunity be checked forthwith. 


The usual statistical information has been brought down 
to date, and some additional matters of interest will be found 
in the appendices. 


The membership and financial position of the Board has 
been maintained, and the unusual amount of business which 
has lately fallen upon the Council unmistakably indicates the 
increasing usefulness of the institution. »

IMMIGRATION. 


PROVINCIAL SECRETARY’S OFFICE 
VICTORIA, 15th JuLy, 1896. 


On the subject of immigration I have much pleasure in stating that, 
in addition to the colonies of Bella Coola on the Mainland and Quatsino 
on the Island, there is a prospect of two other colonies being established 
in the Province on terms similar to those of last year, acopy of which 
I enclose. 


The colony at Bella Coola is progressing satisfactorily and numbers 
over two hundred men, women and children, and it is reported that 
more are expected to arrive this summer. The colonists obtain work at 
the canneries during the summer and the wages earned assist in develop- 
ing their holdings. The accompanying photograph of the public school 
children belonging to the Bella Coola colony is a satisfactory indication 
of the determination of the settlers to make British Columbia their 
permanent home. 


The reports from the colony are to the effect that roots, cereals and 
fruit do remarkably well and no irrigation is required. 


In the north of Vancouver Island there is some excellent land ready 
for colonization. Most of it is timbered but not with large trees. On 
the Mainland there is a large tract of rich land on the Columbia River 
in easy communication by water with the rich mining district of 
Kootenay and which is now open for settlement. 


All these lands are within easy reach of large markets. 


For those who have a small capital of not less than three or four 
hundred dollars and who can make up the required number of thirty to 
form a colony the advantages offered in British Columbia are very 


liberal.

THIS INDENTURE made the day of ACD OI 
Between the Honourable James Baker, Minister of Immigration for the ° 
Province of British Columbia, acting under authority of an Order of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, approved on the day of 
189 _ , (hereinafter called the Grantor) of the first part, 
and (hereinafter called the Grantee) of 


the second part ; 


Whereas the Grantee is a member of a group of intending settlers 
in British Columbia, which includes thirty or more families, who, with 
their families, are hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘Colony,’’ and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Council, for the purpose of encouraging immigra- 
tion, has agreed to make a free grant from the public lands of the 
province to each head of a family in the said Colony, upon the condi- 
tions, hereinafter mentioned, which conditions have been accepted by 
the Grantee, as well as by the whole Colony. 


Now therefore this Indenture witnesseth that in consideration of 
the performance by the Grantee of the covenants and stipulations to be 
observed and performed by and on the part of the said Grantee, the said 
Grantor, acting herein on behalf of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, 
as aforesaid, and as far as the Crown hath power to grant the same, but 
not further or otherwise, doth hereby covenant and agree upon the 
termination of five years from the date hereof, that the said Grantee 
shall receive a Crown grant of all and singular that certain piece or 
parcel of land, lying and being in the District of 
in the Province of British Columbia, and being composed of 
lot number in said District, containing by admeasurement 

acres of land, be the same more or less, and which may be 
more particularly described as follows :— 


Which said grant shall be subject to and in the form provided by 
the Land Laws of the province for the time being in force. 


And the said Grantee doth hereby for himself, his executors, ad- 
ministrators and assigns, covenant with the said Grantor in manner 
following, that is to say :— 


That the said Grantee possesses in cash the sum of three hundred 
dollars and is worth that sum over and above what will pay and after 
payment of all just debts of the said Grantee. 


That the said Grantee will, within from the date 
hereof, enter upon the said land and dona fide occupy and improve the 
same to the satisfaction of the Grantor, and will continue to reside 
thereon with his family and to occupy and improve the same ae the 
term of five years from now next ensuing. 


That the said Grantee shall, at the termination of the said period of 
five years from the date hereof, have made improvements upon the said 
land to the value of five dollars per acre thereof. 


That the Grantor may at any time during the said five years, by 
himself, his servants or agents, enter upon the premises and view the 
state of the property and the improvements theretofore made. 
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That the Grantee will observe and obey all such reasonable rules 
and regulations as may be made by the representatives or managers of 
the said Colony for its good government and internal administration, 
provided the said rules and regulations have been first submitted toand 
approved by the Grantor. 


That the Crown grant herein provided for shall be conditional upon 
the continued residence and performance of the conditions of similar 
leases, issued concurrently herewith, by the other members of the 
Colony to the number of not less than thirty, it being the intention that 
the said Colony shall remain entire and be of a number of not less than 
thirty at the conclusion of the period of five years when the issue of 
Crown grants is provided for. 


Provided that in case of non-performance by the Grantee or by the 
Colony of the terms of this agreement to his satisfaction, the Grantor 
may, by notice published in the British Columbia Gazette, cancel this 
agreement and enter upon the aforesaid premises. 


And the Grantor hereby covenants that so soon as each member of 
the Colony, to the number of thirty in all, has erected a dwelling house 
upon the land comprised in the respective leases, or so soon as the said 
Grantor has satisfied himself of the dona fide settlement of the Colony 
upon the lands allotted to the members thereof, there will be made and 
constructed a wagon road through the land occupied by the Colony.

THIRD CONGRESS OF CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE.

LONDON, 17th JUNE, 1896. 


To the President and Council British Columbia Board of Trade: 


GENTLEMEN :—Acting under the authority of the Board, as its 
delegate, I have the honour to report that I duly attended the meetings 
of the 7zird Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire, on the 
gth, roth, 11th and 12th insts., at the hall of the Grocers’ Company in 
this city. 


The Congress was opened by the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
M.P., Secretary of State for the Colonies, the subsequent proceedings 
being most ably presided over by the President of the London Chamber 
of Commerce, Sir Albert Kaye Rollit, M.P. 


The London Chamber, through its excellent committee organiza- 
tion and staff, again succeeded in bringing together a vast representa- 
tion of commercial interests from every part of the Empire, besides 
other important parts where British trade is prominent. About 170 
Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce were represented, by 
upwards of 400 delegates, as well as a large number of honorary vice- 
Presidents and members of the organizing committee, aggregating a 
considerable increase over the meetings of 1886 and 1892. 


The Worshipful Master and Wardens of the Grocers’ Company 
generously placed their magnificent hall at the disposal of the Con- 
gress, and furnished every comfort and convenience for its sittings. 


DEBATES. 


The proceedings were fully reported each day, a printed copy being 
provided for delegates every morning. A complete report of the 
proceedings is in preparation, and I propose sending copies of the book 
when published. Perusal of some of the speeches will, I think, prove 
most interesting; they indicate a wide, deep and growing interest in all 
that pertains to Imperial affairs, and particularly to our commerce. 


COMMERCIAL RELATIONS BETWEEN THE MOTHER COUNTRY AND 
HER COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


The first resolution moved by the Toronto Board of Trade excited 
the keenest interest and a prolonged debate: 


‘WHEREAS, in view of recent events and the attitude of other 
nations towards Great Britain, and of the fact that there exist within 
the British Empire resources in men and materials and arable land for 
its every requirement ; 


‘“WHEREAS, while the trade legislation of other nations is framed 
to subserve their local interests, all British trade and other legislation 
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should aim to secure within the Empire a union of interest of a federal 
character, and the policy of each British community should be designed 
to retain within the Empire subjects whose labour would otherwise go 
to foreign lands ; 


‘WHEREAS, Canada has already formed a basis for closer relations 
with the Mother Country and other Colonies by building a highway 
across British America, by creating steamship connection between 
Vancouver, Hong Kong, New Zealand and Australia, by offering a large 
subsidy for a fast Atlantic steamship service, as well as by her estab- 
lished precedent of Confederation, making for British unity ; 


‘“ AND WHEREAS, closer commercial relations between the Mother 
Country, her Colonies and Dependencies, will be hastened by further 
subsidising fast steamship services and completing postal, wire and 
cable communication with the different portions of the Empire, thus 
making such routes for commerce, food supply and munitions of war 
the fastest and most secure from attack : 


‘‘RESOLVED, that in the opinion of this Congress the advantages to 
be obtained by a closer union between the various portions of the 
British Empire are so great as to justify an arrangement as nearly as 
possible of the nature of a Zollverein, based upon principles of the 
freest exchange of commodities within the Empire, consistent with the 
tariff requirements incident to the maintenance of the local govern- 
ment of each Kingdom, Dominion, Province or Colony now forming 
part of the British family of nations.”’ 


Sir Donald Smith, High Commissioner for Canada, moved an 
amendment to the Toronto resolution proposing preferential duties, the 
subject of both resolution and amendment being exhaustively debated 
for over two days. It was apparent, however, that neither would pass, 
and it was strongly urged that any resolution of the Congress on the 
subject of a basis for closer relations with the Mother Country should 
be unanimous. Eventually the resolution and amendment were with- 
drawn, and the following resolution, submitted by the President, was 
unanimously adopted : 


‘‘ That this Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire is 
of opinion that the establishment of closer commercial relations 
between the United Kingdom and the Colonies and Dependencies is an 
object which deserves and demands prompt and careful consideration. 
The Congress, therefore, respectfully represents to Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment that if thet suggestion. should be made on behalf of the 
Colonies or some of them, it would be right and expedient to promote 
such consideration, and the formulation of some practicable plan by 
summoning an Imperial Conference, thoroughly representative of the 
interests involved, or by some other means as Her Majesty may be 
advised to adopt. That copies of this resolution be forwarded to the 
President, to the Prime Minister, the First Lord of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, the leaders of the Opposition of 
both the Houses, the High Commissioner for Canada, and the Agents- 
General of the other Colonies.”’ 


It is generally believed that the Imperial Government will seriously 
consider this resolution; and we have the oft-repeated assurance of the 
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Rt. Hon. the Secretary of State for the Colonies, of his earnest desire 
to attain a satisfactory solution of the question. Confirmatory of this, 
the following important announcement appears in the Pall Mall Gazette 
of to-day: 


THE PROPOSED IMPERIAL CUSTOMS UNION. 


ATTITUDE OF MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 


We have the highest authority for stating that Mr. Chamberlain 
would not view with disfavour any request made by one of the greater 
Colonies to call a Colonial Conference for next yearin London. There 
are two points that would be insisted upon: The request for such a 
Congress of Colonial delegates with the Mother Country must come 
from a responsible Colony; and that Colony must formulate the points 
that it advises should be argued—such points are to be found in Mr. 
Chamberlain’s most recent utterances in regard to a Customs Union or 
Zollverein between the Colonies and the Mother Country. Should 
these points be satisfactorily selected, Mr. Chamberlain would do his 
best to bring the Colonies together in conference in London. Next year 
would be the most appropriate time. The last Colonial Conference was 
in the Queen’s Jubilee year, 1887, and next year will see the Queen 
complete her sixty years on the throne. 


(After referring to the other matters considered, ‘Mr. Ward con- 
tinues as follows) : 


With such a variety of subjects, all of the deepest concern to the 
commercial welfare of Great Britain and her Colonies; the free inter- 
change of views by representatives from all parts of the world, the 
distinctly growing interest and sympathy of the Mother Country in her 
Colonial trade and possessions, all point to the immense advantages to 
be derived from these periodical gatherings. 


The true value of Great Britain’s Colonial interests is, unquestion- 
ably, more and more appreciated, while there is apparently the strongest 
desire to reach some practical basis for closer trade relationship, and, 
though this question is so beset with difficulties, only by the fullest 
discussion and interchange of opinions in a give-and-take spirit can 
they be surmounted. 


The delegates are again under deep obligations to the London 
Chamber for the complete success of its organization of the Congress, 
for the numerous social attractions and courtesies extended to them, 
and for the many acts of thoughtful kindness, the recollections of 
which will long be treasured by those who were privileged to partake 
of them.

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WOOD-PULP DEVELOPMENTS. . 


The Dominion Government has now under consideration a pro- 
posal which has often been urged upon Canada from this side of the 
Atlantic for an export duty of two dollars per cord upon pulp wood, so 
as to discourage the export of the raw material from Canada and 
encourage its manufacture into pulp in Canadian mills. On February 
21st, representatives of the Canadian Pulp Association waited upon Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, Mr. Ives, Mr. Wood and Col. Prior, at Ottawa, and 
formally asked that such an export duty of two dollars per cord be 
placed upon pulp wood. At present the United States tax on imported 
pulp is ten per cent., while pulp wood is free. A Canadian export duty 
would, it is claimed, induce the United States to remove their duty; 
this, the Canadian Association think, would give them control of the 
trade. At present Canada exports about 500,000 cords of pulp wood 
yearly; so that the export duty would, the deputation represented, 
yield a revenue of $1,000,000 annually. The exporters of pulp wood, 
of course, object to such an impost. As it is, they have their hands 
full, they say, to compete with the pulp wood sellers of Virginia and 
Maine. 


On the face of it, Canada is wise to encourage her own manufac- 
tures. Her exports of the raw material—ze., pulp wood—practically 
all of which goes to the United States, have been as follows:

A constantly increased export of raw material. The pulp wood 
exported in 1894 would be capable of producing mechanical pulp to the 
value of £500,000 sterling, or about five times the value of the pulp 
wood now exported. If converted into chemical pulp, the export 
value would be no less than £700,000 sterling. 


As it is, Canada is doing an increasing export trade in pulp as well 
as in the wood. ‘The exports of pulp stand thus:

Again a steady annual increase is shown. 


The British demand for wood-pulp is largely on the increase. The 
imports fo™ 1895, for example, were of the value of £1,574,400 (297,098 
tons), an increase of £150,000 over 1894. 


There is a further stage to which Canadian mills should carry this 
wood-pulp business—namely, to the stage of paper manufacture. The 
United Kingdom imported last year unprinted paper to the value of 
42,046,106, and straw boards, mill boards and wood-pulp boards to the 
value of £548,254. The exports of paper from the United States were 
last year of the value of about £500,000 sterling. Canada, with her 
forest resources and unlimited water-power, should certainly take her 
place in the business. At present Great Britain looks chiefly to 
Germany, Holland, Sweden and Belgium for her imported unprinted 


paper.

Or in either 
case, the amount actually paid, if more. The consignee to have the 
option of charging by measurement or weight. Any fraction of a 
month to be charged as a month. 


REGULATIONS. 


(a.) Concerning the delivery of merchandise, payment of freight, 
etc.: When no express stipulation exists per bill of lading, goods are to 
be considered as deliverable on shore. 


(6.) Freight on all goods to be paid, or secured to the satisfaction 
of the captain or consignee of the vessel, prior to the delivery of the 
goods. 

(c.) After delivery to the purchaser of goods sold, no claims for 
damage, deficiency or other cause shall be admissible after goods sold 
and delivered have once left the city. 

(d7.) When foreign bills of lading expressly stipulate that the 
freight shall be paid in a specific coin, then the same must be procured 
if required, or its equivalent given, the rate to be determined by the 
current value at the time at the banks. 


The foregoing Scale of Commercial Charges, Rules and Regulations 
were submitted to the members present at the Annual General Meeting 
of the British Columbia Board of Trade, held July 3rd, 1891.

OUTER WHARF, VICTORIA, B.C. 
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MINING IN ALBERNI AND BARCLAY SOUND. 


To the President and Council, the British Columbia Board of 
Trade : 


GENTLEMEN :—Acting under your instructions I took 
passage on the Canadian Pacific Navigation Company’s ss. 
7ees on her initial trip to the West Coast of Vancouver 
Island. ‘The steamer went as far as Clayoquot Sound, calling 
at many places ex route for the purpose of landing freight, 
passengers and mails, but excepting at Alberni, where there 
was a stop of over thirty-six hours, and at Sarita River where 
the steamer lay at anchor for a short time, there were no 
opportunities to examine the country. I was fortunate, 
however, in meeting reliable persons each well acquainted with 
some particular portion of the districts visited, and now, after 
having compared my notes with information gathered from 
other sources, I am in a position to submit the following report : 


The country is generally mountainous, many peaks having 
an elevation of 4,000 feet, but in the valleys some good agri- 
cultural lands are found. 


No person could have returned from this trip without 
becoming impressed that he had been travelling through a 
mining country. The majority of the passengers on board the 
steamer were interested in mining ventures; some of the 
points of call are exclusively mining camps, and the trend of 
conversation at other stopping places was generally upon 
mining matters. ‘The mineralized area does not appear to be 
confined to any particular district, but prospectors have so far 
met with encouraging indications almost wherever they have 
been. ‘The area examined, however, is small compared with 
that likely to furnish pay ore, and the country being mostly 
wooded with thick undergrowth, it will take years to 
thoroughly examine the whole. At present explorations are 
contiguous to the creeks and such lands as have been partly 
cleared by forest fires. 


In Barclay Sound, principally at Sarita and Copper 
Islands, work done on the claims has exposed many rich veins 
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carrying a good percentage of copper and goid in paying quan- 
tities. The ledges are large, some being reported 300 feet in 
width. ‘This district has a great-natural advantage in excel- 
lent water communication. The ledge I saw on the Sarita 
River, about a mile from the steamer, is 270 feet wide and the 
ore can be loaded on a scow from the mouth of the tunnel, just 
above high water mark; there are other claims equally 
well situated. ‘The steamer also called at Sechart, Barclay 
Sound, where large bodies of fine Bessemer iron ore have been 
found, also limestone in abundance. ‘The ore can be easily 
mined and brought down to a well-sheltered deep-water 
harbour. ‘There is a quicksilver claim within a mile from the 
Sechart wharf. 


I took advantage of the stopover at Alberni to visit the 
Duke of York hydraulic claim on China Creek, and am much 
indebted to the Superintendent, Mr. M. W. Leveridge, for his 
kindness in showing me over the property where work is going 
on. ‘The Company’s leases cover three and a half miles of the 
creek in length by ten chains on either side in width. Near 
the upper end of the claim a dam has been built and the creek 
water directed into a flume a mile and a quarter long toa 
pressure box, the water then passes through a 22-inch pipe 750 
feet long, with a fall of 140 feet, and is delivered through a 
7-inch monitor with force equal to 418 h.p. ‘The flume isa 
most interesting engineering work; for some distance it 1s 
carried on trestle work sixty feet high, then along an almost 
perpendicular bluff suspended by chains. At the time of my 
visit the monitor had been working 240 hours in opening up 
the ground preparatory to systematic working of the whole of 
the gravel in the benches and bed of the creek. Another in- 
teresting feature is the derrick used in moving the boulders 
and stumps of trees. It is the first of the kind in use in this 
Province, and is the invention of Mr. Leveridge, Sr. The 
boom is adjustable to a maximum length of ninety feet and 
anything up to six tons in weight can be moved 180 feet in 
three minutes with the greatest ease. ‘The derrick is operated 
by water power with only one man in charge. ‘This property 
has been handled in a masterly manner. Mr. Leveridge only 
arrived on the ground in January last ; since then he has made 
the necessary surveys and commenced hydraulicing, having 
meantime cut on the spot all the timber used and rivetted the 
steel pipe plates, which were imported rolled and punched. 
About $30,000.00 has been spent on the property. The 
capacity of the flume is 6,000 inches and it is intended to work 
two monitors with which it is estimated to handle from 2,500 
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to 3,500 cubic yards of gravel daily. The creek has been 
worked by Chinamen in their primitive way for years, and the 
fact that they are anxious to return indicates that the supply 
of gold is not yet exhausted. 


There are other placer claims on China Creek, notably the 
Cataract, upon which considerable outlay has been made, but 
through loss by fire the company is not in a position to com- 
mence hydraulicing. 


Within a few miles of the Duke of York claim is Mineral 
Hill, elevation about 3,750 feet above sea level, where many 
claims have been located. At the Alberni Consolidated a shaft 
has been sunk seventy-five feet on a free milling quartz vein 
well defined, and a tunnel has been run in 130 feet to tap it. 
Work is progressing day and night. The 7ees had on board 
a thirty h.p. boiler for this claim, and stamp mill machinery 
was already on the ground and expected to be in operation 
within six weeks. ‘Iwo thousand eight hundred pounds of 
quartz from this claim tested by milling at Victoria produced 
$54.00 free gold, while the concentrates assayed $20.00 to the 
ton of ore. 


Many other claims are located on McLaughlin Range, on 
Franklin, Granite, Coleman and Chesnucknat Creeks, and else- 
where, and I have it on the highest authority that some of the 
veins are true fissure. Extensive development is now pro- 
gressing on some of the claims, but many others are held by 
the locators who have not the means to work them. ‘This 
opening for capital is especially deserving the attention of Vic- 
torians who will be the first to benefit by the early establish- 
ment of important mining camps within easy reach of this city. 


The erection of a smelter at Victoria is another matter 
worthy of consideration. Immense bodies of Barclay Sound 
ore will require smelting, and the natural conditions of dis- 
tance and water carriage should ensure the successful operation 
of the plant. 


You will judge more definitely from the following figures 
what progress is being made. Previous to 1895 the dis- 
trict of Alberni was not reported with the returns from 
districts of British Columbia, but since then 539 claims have 
been recorded, 211 free miners’ certificates issued, 202 transfers 
of claims made and 71 certificates of work granted. But for 
the uncertainty as to the claim owners’ rights to the minerals 
discovered in the E. & N, Railway belt doubtless more pros- 
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pecting and development would have been done; these rights 
having recently been decided by the Privy Council in favour 
of the Province, greater activity may be expected hereafter. 

Agricultural lands are now receiving more attention, and 
at Ucluelet I learned that several new arrivals are engaged in 
farming and fruit culture. As the climate is said to be good 
it is hoped that advantage will be taken of other lands open 
for settlement. 


The Canadian Pacific Navigation Company have shown 
their faith in the probable early mining development of the 
West Coast by putting on the route a much larger vessel than 

«that heretofore doing service. The /ees is an excellent sea 
boat and capable of handling a large quantity of freight. On 
this trip the ocean was as calm asa mill pond. The beautiful 
scenery in Barclay and Clayoquot Sounds and Alberni Canal 
will make a lasting impression on all who are fortunate enough 
to view it.
